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SINGLE CAMPAIGN MEDALS 



Carib War 1 773, silver, cast and chased as usual, with fixed ring suspension, good very fine and rare £1500-1800 

Ex Sotheby, June 1977, Lot 86 (£700). 

These medals were authorised by the Legislative Assembly of the Island of St Vincent and awarded to those who took part in the 
suppression of the Carib native rebellion in 1772-73. The combined British and local force under the command of Major-General 
William Dalrymple included the 14th, 31st and 70th Foot regiments. 



Honourable East India Company Medal for Mysore 1 790-92, gold, 43mm., milled edge, fitted with contemporary gold loop 
for suspension, good very fine and of the highest rarity £12000-15000 

Only one other example in gold recorded at auction, in the Dr Arthur B. King Collection, Morton & Eden, October 2003 (£22,000 
hammer). 

This medal was given in gold to the Subadars of the detachment of native troops of the Bengal Army sent to Madras in 1790, under 
Colonel Cockerell, to operate against Tippoo Sultan. Silver medals of similar size were awarded to the Jemadars and Serangs, whilst the 
Havildars, Naicks, Tindals, Sepoys and Lascars received smaller silver medals 'of an inferior value'. 

Upon the mint master stating that the medals could not be so well struck and so neatly finished by his people as by a practical 
workman in gold and silver, the Government entrusted their manufacture to Mr Mair, the principal Silver Smith in Calcutta, 'each 
Medal to have a perfect impression, to be milled around the edge, and to have a loop fixed at the top for suspending it.' It was further 
required that 'each Gold Medal shall contain two Gold Mohurs and ten Rupees; that each large Silver Medal shall contain two Rupees 
and ten annas, and each small Silver Medal, one Rupee eight annas.' 
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Honourable East India Company Medal for Seringapatam 1 799, silver, 45mm., 
Calcutta Mint, a later striking on thin flan with die crack in obverse 
exergue, with riveted straight silver bar suspension, very fine £150-200

Thomas Peaver is confirmed on the roll as a Sergeant Royal Marines aboard the 
Surinam at the capture of Guadaloupe. He enlisted into the Portsmouth Division 
of the Royal Marines on 28 March 1801 and saw service in the following vessels: 
Bellerophon from June 1801; Superieure from January 1804; Curieux from July 
1808; Surinam from August 1809, and Arachne from May 1810. He is shown as 
being on passage to England aboard Ringdove in October 1812, and was 
discharged due to concussion of the brain on 17 February 1815. Sold with some 
research.

Confirmed on the roll as an Ordinary seaman aboard H.M.S. President 
(Greenwich Hospital No. 2730). Six other men of this name are shown on the 
rolls for various clasps.

Blois, Midshipman) edge bruising and contact marks, otherwise nearly 
very fine £3000-3500 

Confirmed on the rolls as Midshipman on board H.M.S. Berwick. A total of 89 
clasps issued for this action. 

Gaieta, in the Kingdom of Naples, held out in the cause of Napoleon for several 
weeks after the battle of Waterloo. An Austrian force under Baron de Lauer 
invested the place by land, and the British ships Malta , 80 guns, under Captain 
W. Fahie, and Berwick , 74 guns, under Captain E. Brace, blockaded it by sea. 

After several bombardments, the Governor having been informed by Captain 
Fahie of the surrender of Napoleon to Captain Maitland in the Bellerophon , the 
place capitulated on August 8th, the final chapter in the war against Napoleon. 

John Ralph Blois was born in 1795, second son of Sir Charles Blois, Bart., of Grundisburgh and Coxfield Halls, Suffolk. He entered the 
Royal Navy on 1 July 1807 as First Class Volunteer aboard the Colossus 74, attached to the force in the Mediterranean, where, on the 
Home station, he afterwards served as Midshipman in the Royal Sovereign and San Joseph, flag-ships of Sir Edward Thornbrough and 
Sir Charles Cotton, Furieuse 36, Repulse 74, Bacchus , Berwick 74, Captain Edward Brace, and Impregnable 104, flag-ship of Sir Josias 
Rowley. He assisted, while in the Furieuse, at the capture of the island of Ponza and of the town of Via Reggio, as also in the 
unsuccessful attack on Leghorn, in 1813. In the Berwick, he witnessed the surrender of Gaieta in August 1815. 

Having been promoted to the rank of Lieutenant on 6 March 1815, he was next in that capacity appointed, February 1816, to the 

Meander 38, in which ship he narrowly escaped shipwreck, near Orfordness, in December of that year, and in July 1818, to the 

Euryalus 42, stationed in the West Indies. He there assumed the acting command, December 1820, of the Nautilus 18, in which sloop 
he continued, until confirmed as Commander, into the Bann in March 1821. He subsequently officiated, from January 1823 until the 
spring of 1832, as an Inspecting-Commander in the Coast Guard, and was afterwards placed on half-pay. Commander John Blois died 
on 19 June 1853.

Bartholomew Prust entered the Navy on 7 June 1810, as Third Class Volunteer, 
on board La Nymphe on the Leith station. He attained the rating of Midshipman 
soon afterwards and was employed in the Baltic, Channel, North Sea, West 
Indies, and North America, in the Ardent , Asia and Tonnant. He then joined the 
Superb in which ship, after serving for a time with Rear-Admiral Hotham on the 
American coast, he fought under Captain Charles Ekins at the battle of Algiers on 
27 August 1816. He subsequently served aboard the Revolutionnaire in the 
Mediterranean under Captain Fleetwood Pellew, and was confirmed in the rank 
of Lieutenant in March 1822. He served from July 1827 until 1831, in the Coast 
Blockade on board Ramillies and Talavaera, after which he was placed on half- 
pay.

He was born at 
Enniskillen, Co. Cork, in 1811 and was a Waterman before he joined the Navy 
on 15 June 1837. In view of his previous sea experience he was immediately 
rated an Able Seaman. Sold with some research.

Listed as Serjeant Thomas Holloway, Horse Artillery in the published medal roll.

Robert Harper was born in Suffolk. Entering the Army at the age of 19 years, he 
served in the 22nd Light Dragoons, October 1808-October 1812 and the 5th 
Foot, March 1812-February 1814, after which he served two years with the Royal 
Veterans Battalion. Harper served with the 5th Foot at the battle of Buscao, 27 
September 1810. He was again in action at Almeida, 3 May 1811 and was 
wounded, suffering a gunshot wound to his left ankle joint. His wound left him 
lame and as a consequence he was discharged from active service on 12 July 
1814. With copied (indistinct) service papers and roll extracts.

William Glass was born in Sandfords, Devon. He enlisted into the 5th Foot at 
Exeter on 24 November 1805, aged 18 years. With the regiment he served in the 
Peninsular War, first seeing action at the battle of Busaco, 27 September 1810; 
his last action being at Toulouse, 10 April 1814. After the war he served in the 
West Indies, April 1819-ApriI 1826. He was discharged in November 1826 as a 
consequence of chronic rheumatism and impaired constitution resulting from his 
extended service in the West Indies. 

First five clasps listed in Mullen; medal believed to have been returned to Mint in 
1849 for the addition of the 'Toulouse' clasp. With copied (indistinct) service 
papers and roll extract - this showing his full clasp entitlement.

Richard Casey was born at Tallow, Co. Waterford, and attested for the 14th Light 
Dragoons at Guildford on 22 February 1805, aged 15, by trade a blacksmith. He 
'served five and a half years in the Peninsula, and was present with the regiment 
in its several engagements and skirmishes from May 1809, until the Battle of 
Toulouse 1814'. He was discharged on 11 August 1832, in consequence of a bad 
rupture of the left side. Admitted as an In-Pensioner of Chelsea Hospital in 
January 1864, he reverted in October 1865 on family business and was re¬ 
admitted in April 1872, dying there on 27 May 1875. Sold with copied discharge 
papers.

Corporal Henry Backefeld was awarded the Guelphic Medal in the 1819 List: 

"Was during four years continuously, orderly to the Duke of Wellington, and 
distinguished himself, as well by his exemplary conduct in general, as by his 
bravery. He furnished a proof of the latter at El Boden: The Duke of Wellington 
had given orders that Major General Victor von Alten's brigade should attack the 
enemy as soon as they had arrived at a certain point, and rode, with his staff, 
some distance to the rear, from whence he could have a clear view of the action. 
As soon as Backefeld saw that his regiment were about to attack, he begged 
permission from the Duke to join his comrades, which was granted, and hurrying 
to his squadron he fought in every charge that it made during the day. At the 
battle of Vittoria, on the 21st June 1813, while acting as orderly to the Duke of 
Wellington, who was always at the head of his army, he captured two French 
dragoons, who came too near to the Duke's staff. In the battle of Toulouse, 12th 
April 1814, Backefeld rushed out from among the Duke of Wellington's staff, and 
liberated an English officer, who was attacked by two French cavalry soldiers - 
cutting one of them from his horse, and making the other prisoner, although 
wounded himself" (Ref Beamish p503-504). 

Backefeld was invalided in 1814 as a result of wounds, one of which at least 
being gained in defending the Duke. His medal bears the maximum number of 
clasps gained by a member of the King's German Legion, the only other recipient 
of 13 clasps being Gunner Fellersman of the King's German Artillery. 
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The Field Officer's Gold Medal awarded to Colonel G. H. Zulke, C.B., 2nd Ca^adores, late 5/60th Rifles, fighting with 
whom he was severely wounded at Talavera and taken prisoner by the French 

Field Officer's Gold Medal 1808-14, for Vittoria, 2 clasps, Pyrenees, Orthes (Major Geo. H. Zulke) complete with gold 
ribbon buckle, extremely fine £15000-20000

George Henry Zulke (variously spelt Zuhlcke, Zuhlche, and Zuhleke) entered the service of Hesse Cassel on 1 February 1794, as 
Fahnenjunker (Ensign) in the regiment of Grenadier Guards. He took part in the campaigns in Germany and the Netherlands of 1793 
-95; of 1 793, in the army under the King of Prussia, taking part in the siege of Maynz; of 1 794-95, in the army under the Duke of York, 
being engaged in an action near Cambray, in the battle of Trois Ville, or of Cutillon, and in an action near Lamain. 

On 25 December 1797, he obtained a commission in His Majesty's service, as Ensign in the 5th battalion 60th Regiment, and served 
with the battalion in Ireland in the 'War of Rebellion' in 1798, being engaged in the action at Goff's Bridge, near Horse Town, and in 
several inferior actions in the mountains of the County of Wicklow. He afterwards served in the West Indies, 1799-1802, where he 
participated in the taking of Surinam. 

Zulke was promoted to Lieutenant in the 5/60th Rifles in August 1800, but did not see further action until the campaigns in Portugal 
and Spain of 1808-09, where he took part in the battles of Rolica and Vimiera, in the retaking of Oporto, and in the battle of Talavera, 
in which battle he was severely wounded. Being left in hospital at Talavera, he was consequently taken prisoner by the French when 
they reoccupied that town on Wellington's retirement across the Tagus. From Talavera Zulke was taken to Madrid, from where, on 29 
December 1809, to Major Davy, he wrote: 

'Of the regiment under your command nobody but Captain Wolf and me are here now... Captain Wolf desires to be most respectfully 
remembered to you; he is recovering; one of his wounds healed up , but he has lost his marital attitude. My wounds have a good 
appearance , but there are still rags or bones in them which retard the healing. We inhabit the cells of the Convent St Francis converted 
into a hospitaland are well treated/ 

Whilst still in captivity Zulke received promotion to a company in the 60th Rifles, 10 January 1810, upon the recommendation of 
Major Davy. Once his wounds were 'nearly cured', Zulke made his escape from Madrid on 26 April 1810, and on arrival in Lisbon 
applied to the Duke of Wellington to be placed in the Portuguese service. In October of that year he was appointed Major in the 2nd 
battalion of Cagadores. With them he was present at Fuentes d'Onor, Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajoz, and Salamanca. During the subsequent 
retirement from Burgos to Salamamca in 1812, Zulke defended with a detachment the Bridge of Valladolid, and on 17 November was 
in action near the village of San Munos. During that same month the command of the battalion fell to him. 

Zulke subsequently commanded the 2nd Cagadores at the battle of Vittoria, 21 June 1813, receiving on 30 July the Brevet, and on 27 
August the substantive rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. He fought in the battles of the Pyrenees, being engaged on the 29th, 30th and 31st 
of July. On 2 August he took part in an action near Eschallar and on the 31st in another near Zagarramurdi, and in the battles of Nivelle 
and Nive in November and December of that year. In France in 1814, he assisted in the action near the village of Hastingues on 27 
February, in the battle of Orthes, and in the action near the town of Blaye on 5 April. 

Zulke was appointed a Companion of the Bath on 5 June 1815, and placed on half-pay on 25 December 1816, as a result of the 
general reduction of the officers serving in Portugal. In respect of his wound received at Talavera, he was granted a pension of seventy 
pounds per annum, commencing on 25 December 1811. He received the Gold Medal for Vittoria, Pyrenees and Orthes, was promoted 
to Lieutenant-Colonel in September 1817, and to Colonel in January 1837. Colonel George Zulke died on 14 June 1846. Sold with 
copied statement of services and other research.

He was discharged at 
Havrincourt on 24 February 181 7. Sold with copied discharge papers.

On 3 June 1816 the Master of the Mint directed that Waterloo Medals be struck 
and named at his own expense and presented as a gift from him to various 
dignitaries and institutions. The accompanying list contained 30 names, 
including H.R.H. The Commander-in-Chief and the Rt. Hon. Charles Bathurst, 
Cabinet Minister, although a few other examples are known in addition to those 
listed. 

Born Charles Bragge, Bathurst was the son of Charles Bragge, of Cleve Hill in 
Gloucestershire, and his wife Anne Bathurst, the granddaughter of Sir Benjamin 
Bathurst, younger brother of Allen Bathurst, 1st Earl Bathurst. He was educated at 
the University of Oxford. In 1804 he assumed by Royal license the surname of 
Bathurst in lieu of Bragge. 

Bathurst sat as a Member of Parliament for Monmouth from 1790 to 1796, for 
Bristol from 1796 to 1812, for Bodmin from 1812 to 1818 and for Harwich from 
1818 to 1823. He was invested a member of the Privy Council in 1801 and held 
office under Henry Addington as Treasurer of the Navy from 1801 to 1803 and as 
Secretary at War from 1803 to 1804, under the Duke of Portland and Spencer 
Perceval as Master of the Mint from 1806 to 1810 and under Lord Liverpool as 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster from 1 812 to 1823 and as President of the 
Board of Control from 1821 to 1822. He was also member of the Society of 
Merchant Venturers and supported the slave trade. He died on 13 August 1831.

Just 17 clasps for Kirkee and Poona awarded to the 65th Foot and 67 clasps to 
other Europeans. 

Hugh McPhee was born at Alpin, Argyllshire, in 1 784, and enlisted into the 65th 
Regiment at Glasgow on 6 June 1800, aged 16. After a period of two years at the 
Cape, he arrived in India in May 1803 and was present at the unsuccessful siege 
of Bhurtpore in 1805 and several hard-fought actions in Guzerat. In 1810 he took 
part in the expedition to Mauritius which led to the capture of the island at the 
end of the year. He participated in the third Mahratta war of 181 7, including the 
battles of Kirkee and Poona in November 1817. In 1819 and 1821 the 65th were 
engaged in two expeditions against the Joasma pirates in the Persian Gulf, the 
regiment returning to England the following year. McPhee, however, seemed 
keen to remain in India and, in June 1822, volunteered to transfer to the Veteran 
Company of the Hon. East India Company's European Infantry. After a further 
three and a half years service he was finally discharged on 15 February 1826, 
'being worn out' and 'unfit for further service. Sold with copied discharge papers.

Buckley Hulme was born in Longlow, Staffordshire. A Labourer by occupation, he attested for the 38th Regiment at Newcastle on 6 
February 1822, aged 19 years. With the regiment he served in Ava 1824-26 and was wounded by a gunshot through the left wrist in 
1826. On 4 January 1836 he suffered an accident to his right forearm. He was on board a steamer coming down the Hoogley River 
when a spar fell and lacerated and severely damaged his arm. Returning home he was discharged on 18 May 1836 as being 
permanently unfit for further service. Was later a Chelsea Pensioner. With copied service papers.

Alexander Ferris was a survivor of the Sarah Sands disaster. 

The Sarah Sands , bound for India, with 368 officers and men of the 54th Regiment, together with women and children, a total 
complement of some 500 persons including the ships crew, sailed from Portsmouth on 15 August, 1857. During the course of the 
voyage the crew became mutinous and many of them were locked in irons below deck. On 7 November a squall carried away the 
foremost of the vessel's four masts but on the 11th a more serious disaster occurred when a fire broke out. The women and children 
were lowered in the boats to safety whilst the mutinous sailors deserted in the ship's long boat. The gallantry of the 54th, together with 
the petty officers and engineers who had remained on board, in fighting the fire and the subsequent powder explosion is a matter of 
record. Without loss of life, the Sarah Sands reached Port Louis, Mauritius, after being adrift for 12 days. Many soldiers had been 
terribly burned, their uniforms having been almost scorched from their bodies by the intense heat and flames of the fire. Of the original 
strength of the 54th only 1 51 remained fit enough to proceed to India and earn the medal for service during the Mutiny. 

Private Alexander Ferris, from Donaghadee, County Down, was one of this number, and continued to serve with the 54th until his 
discharge in May, 1876. He was also awarded the medal for long service and good conduct.

James Nathaniel Hamer was born in Clerkenwell, London, in October 1858, the 
son of James Hamer, a Clerk of the Queen's Bench. 

Believed to have served briefly as a member of the 6th (Volunteer) Battalion, 
Manchester Regiment, Hamer departed for South Africa in 1878, where he 
applied unsuccessfully for the position of Postmaster-General for Natal, no doubt 
on account of his youth, but with the advent of the Griqua War, he quickly found 
alternative employment as a Civil Commissariat Officer. So, too, in the Zulu War, 
when he was among a handful of men to escape the massacre at Isandhlwana in 
January 1879, and fewer still to leave such a detailed account of events. A letter 
to his father takes up the story, the transcript of which is held in the collection of 
the National Army Museum: 

1 dined the night before in his tent with Colonel Durnford and (poor?) Captain 
Geo. Shepstone. We were then at Rorke's Drift about 10 miles from the 
Isandhlwana camp. The next morning Wed. Jan. 22, we had a dispatch from 
General Lord Chelmsford and Colonel Durnford sent for me to his tent. I had 
some breakfast with him & he gave me a verbal message to Lord Chelmsford at 
camp. When I got there I found the General had left the camp to attack the 
Zulus. About an hour after my arrival in camp, Col. Durnford arrived with his 
mounted native horse, the rest of the native contingency being some miles 
behind. The Zulus were then seen on the distant hills in small numbers (for an 
officer lent me his glass and I saw them myself). Colonel Durnford being superior 
officer took over command and orders from Colonel Pulleine and of course has 
all the ... (?). Very soon after the mounted native horse had arrived they were sent 
out to some hills on the left of the camp. Captain George Shepstone in 
command. I went along with him, and after going some little way, we tried to 
capture some cattle. They disappeared over a ridge, and on coming up we saw 
the Zulus, like ants in front of us, in perfect order as quiet as mice and stretched 
across in an even line. We estimated those we saw at 12,000. 

After his having given orders to the Captain of the Native Horse to retire gradually, Geo. Shepstone (& myself) rode as hard as ever we 
could back to the camp and reported what we had seen. A company of the 1/24 Foot was sent to back up our horsemen who by that 
time had retired down the hill towards the camp (I sent you a plan of the camp - which being the first I made out is slightly incorrect - I 
made out two other plans which have been sent to England to the War Office). We left our horses (for Geo. Shepstone & myself had 
rejoined the men) at the bottom of the hill, and went up and attacked the Zulus on foot, we drove them back at first, but after retiring 
over a ridge they were reinforced and came on in overwhelming numbers and we had a sharp run for it to our horses, which were 
some little distance away. We retreated towards the camp. Up to that time I had only had a revolver, so I rode into the camp and got a 
carbine. I then joined some soldiers in front of the camp and fired away as fast as possible, but we had to run for the Zulus came on us 
like ants on all sides. I had the greatest difficulty in finding my horse but got him and galloped through the camp, the Zulus being 
within 200 yards and then our company of the 24th with poor Colonel Durnford making a heroic and most gallant stand to cover the 
retreat. The scenes at the top of the camp baffles description, oxen yoked to waggons, mules, sheep, horses and men in the greatest 
confusion, all wildly trying to escape. I saw one gun brought over the neck of the hill, but it stuck fast among the stones. We had a very 
bad country to go over, large rough boulders and stones. Some distance from the camp is a small ravine which was hid by bushes, the 
greater part of the fugitives fortunately went above it, but several (with myself) went too low down, and met it at the centre. We could 
not go above as the Zulus were too near, and we had to go to the end of it before we could cross. The Zulus saw this and in large 
numbers tried to cut us off, I and four others were the last to get round, and we had to use our revolvers very freely, for the Zulus 
followed us up quickly, the ground being very bad for horses, and footmen had not the ghost of a chance. Several even were stabbed 
on their horses. My horse (Dick) had had a great deal of work that day and with tracking over the stones he got completely done and 
would not move a step further. I was in a jolly predicament when (thank God) a man of the Rocket Battery galloped up with a led horse 
and let me have it. I had just taken the saddle off poor Dick when a bullet struck him dead and the poor fellow who gave me the horse 
had only ridden ten yards when I saw him fall killed from his horse. The animal I was now on was a splendid beast, but the girth of the 
saddle was not strong enough and when I had galloped another two miles it burst and I came down on the stones, luckily I stuck like 
mad to the bridle and quickly rigged up a girth by passing the neck rein through the D of the saddle, and thereby saved myself as the 
Zulus were by this time close upon me. I managed all right till I got to the Buffalo River which was very difficult to cross. I myself saw 
several men swept down and drowned or killed.

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The Zulus charged us down to the river but they took care to cross lower down where it was safer. I had a dreadful ride to Helpmakaar 
half insensible and wet through. We got in about 6 p.m. to Helpmakaar and were up all night making ... (?) and keeping guard. We four 
volunteered to go with Major Spaulding next morning to Rorke's Drift. Where as I had lost everything I possessed, horse (and my cash 
went down the river in my saddle bags where I had another spill getting out), Lord Chelmsford with his extreme courtesy and kindness 
(he is beloved by every one, and we only think of him in this sad affair), I mean chiefly for poor Col. Durnford, Geo. Shepstone and the 
other brave fellows, it is too awful to think of (and I have escaped on mere luck) allowed me to accompany his staff to Helpmakaar and 
thence to Pietermaritzburg. I am to my deep disgust now today in Natal and am proceeding up country to Ladysmith ... ' 

Not mentioned in Hamer's account is the fact he was given a new horse by Lieutenant Horace Smith-Dorrien, 95th Foot, attached as a 
Transport Officer, on reaching the other side of the river bank at Fugitive's Drift, one of two incidents that were to lead to the latter 
being recommended for the V.C., but owing to the the wrong channels of communication being used, he never received the award. 
Hamer, however, did all within his power to get the recommendation accepted: 

'Mr. Hamer, the civil commissary whose life he [Smith-Dorrien] had saved, wrote copious letters to the Horse Guards and to Horace's 
family but to no avail. When this became apparent, Hamer did his best to obtain for him the Royal Humane Society's Medal but was 
told it was too late' (The Man Who Disobeyed: Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien and His Enemies , refers). 

Also present at Ulundi, Hamer later gained appointment as a Sergeant, afterwards Acting Sub. Inspector, in the Cape Mounted Police, 
and was also for two years a Deputy-Commissary of Ordnance under the Cape Government. Having then briefly returned to the U.K., 
he sailed for New Zealand, where he found employment as a Sub. Manager with the Trust & Agency Co. of Australasia and was 
married in 1888. 

And over the coming years he became a prominent local figure, rising to Manager of the Trust & Agency Co. and being elected a fellow 
of the Royal Colonial Institute, in addition to serving with the Canterbury Yeomanry. Less happily, he was divorced in November 1900, 
after a much publicised case involving his adultery 'with a woman in Wellington'. 

In the following year, Hamer enlisted in No. 24 Company of the 7th N.Z. Contingent, and briefly saw service as a Lieutenant in the 
Boer War before being invalided home on account of sickness - as a result of which he received the Queen's South Africa Medal with 
clasps for 'Cape Colony', 'Transvaal', 'South Africa 1901' and 'South Africa 1902'. He also remarried in June 1902 and the couple 
eventually settled in Kent with her two children. Hamer's step-daughter later left a colourful account of her new life, from which the 
following extract has been taken: 

'We only remained at the old home for another three years, because during that time my mother re-married a Captain in the South 
African War. I remember being decked out in a new green suit and hat, and my brother in a Norfolk suit, so that we could go to meet 
him. We were rather dubious as to what he would be like as we had heard terrible stories about stepfathers. He looked every inch a 
military man with his waxed moustache, as he whisked us away in a cab to go to the London Zoo, which was a great event for us. He 
was very kind, I guess he thought he had better make a good impression, which he did, and all through the years he lived, I must say he 
was always very kind to me. 

When the day came for us to leave London, we were told that we were going to live in a 500 year old country inn, in Kent. Of course, 
this seemed a great adventure for my brother and I, and we were thrilled but very tired when the moving van arrived at 3.a.m., to take 
us to our new home. My stepfather had bought us a parrot in Africa so, of course, it had to go along with us. 

Eventually we moved into the Chequers Inn, which however, was only to be our home for eight months. We were placed in school 
there, my brother at the Grammar School, and I was sent to a young ladies school. However, it was not for long, as it appeared my 
stepfather had a drink problem. 

At the back of the Chequers Inn lies the old Castle, hundreds of years old. Our new friends spent many happy times playing there. 
Playing there soon came to an end, as life was very unhappy for my mother. She tried to stay as long as possible at the Inn, but the 
environment was not at all good, so one day, we were told that we were moving back to London, that is, my mother, brother and I. I 
know she was very sad as she had to leave all her furniture and start life afresh to provide for us, as my stepfather's capital had all gone. 
I can only realize now, in later life, how brave she was. My aunt was still living in London, but mother was independent and wanted to 
face her troubles alone. Of course, my brother and I were sad at leaving our new friends but knowing nothing could be done otherwise, 
we tried to help all we could. 

We, my mother, brother and I lived a normal life at 29, Tremadoc Road until my step-father arrived and decided he was going to live 
without alcohol, so my mother took him in and trusted that life would be made easier for her. His endeavours did not materialize. 
Finally, he decided he would try again, but in another country, and Canada was his choice ... My mother had received many letters 
from Canada written by my step-father asking her to join him, way far, in land up the coast of British Columbia, where he had obtained 
a position as supervisor of a Government Salmon Hatchery ... ' 

This was in 1906 and his wife duly joined him Canada shortly before the Great War, but she died in British Columbia while Hamer was 
visiting the U.K. in August 1920, so he decided to remain here and died at Clun, Shropshire, in September 1925.

During 1933-37 he was employed variously as Acting 
Governor-General, Governor and Commander-in-Chief of the Tanganyika 
Territory and during 1938-44 he was variously High Commissioner and 
Commissioner-in-Chief for Palestine and High Commissioner for Trans-Jordan. 
Awarded the G.C.M.G. in 1941. 
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The paper clipping reads: 'Gordon Memorial Fund - Through the courtesy of the Egyptian Government, search was made to see if any 
of the notes issued by General Gordon during the siege of Khartoum had reached and been preserved in Cairo. 

Some were found and the Prime Minister has presented them to the Governor-General, who intends disposing of them for the benefit of 
the Gordon Memorial Fund.

Thomas James Spink was born in Walsall, Staffordshire. As a Private in the 1st Battalion South Wales Borderers he entered the 
France/Flanders theatre of war on 15 August 1914 - the unit forming part of the 3rd Brigade, 1 st Division. The Battalion fought through 
August but their main battle was in the Quarries on Mont Faucon Ridge early on the morning of 26 September. Through the fog the 
Germans launched a major attack and the soldiers of the S.W.B. were soon involved in hand to hand fighting, some men are said to 
have fought with their fists and one defended himself with a table fork! Next day an officer of the Camerons who relieved the 1st 
Battalion described how the German dead were lying almost shoulder-to-shoulder piled thickly in front of the centre of the line. The 
Welsh had kept control of the Quarries but had suffered severe casualties. Next day the Divisional Commander, General Lomax paid a 
special visit to the Battalion to congratulate it, comparing its bravery to their action at Rorkes Drift. It was one of the most important 
battles fought by the "Old Contemptibles" in 1914 but among the 87 killed was Private Thomas Spink whose body was not recovered 
and whose name is recorded on the La Ferte-Sous-Jouarre Memorial. Spink was the son of John William Spink, of Croft Head, Bridge of 
Weir, Renfrewshire; and husband of Sarah Spink. 

Private George Turner, 12th Battalion South Wales Borderers, late Lancashire Fusiliers, died of wounds on 20 December 1917, aged 19 
years.

Arthur Edmund Twidle came from Hull. Serving with the 335th M.T. Company, A.S.C., attached to XIII Corps Heavy Artillery, he was 
killed in action on 19 October 1918, aged 21 years.

Ernest Edward Bonner was Master of the 1,527 ton cargo ship S.S. Djerv. which was sunk off Anglesey on 20 February 1918 by the 
German submarine U-86, commanded by Oberleutnant zur See Helmut Patzig. The ship was en route from Heysham, Lancashire to 
Newport, Monmouthshire when she was torpedoed and sunk 12 miles N.N.E. off the Skerries, Anglesey. Captain Bonner was killed in 
the attack together with one other crew member - the rest of the crew survived. Bonner, aged 38 years, was the son of Emma and the 
late Henry Bonner of 122 Etherington Road, Beverley High Road, Hull. His name is commemorated on the Tower Hill Memorial. 

The remaining crew of the Djerv were unaware of how lucky they were to survive, as only a few months later, on 27 June 1918, one of 
the worst atrocities of the war at sea occurred. The U-86 , still under the command of Patzig, against international law and the standing 
orders of the Imperial German Navy, sank the hospital ship Llandovery Castle. Then, not satisfied with sinking a clearly marked hospital 
ship, he ordered his U-boat to ram the lifeboats and shoot at the survivors. Of the Llandovery Castle's 258 crew members (of whom 94 
were medical officers and nurses of the Canadian Medical Service) only 24 survived. 

After the war, Patzig and his watch officers were indicted for this war crime. Patzig, who could not be found, was tried in his absence; 
his officers were tried by a court in Leipzig, found guilty and sentenced to four years imprisonment - however they 'escaped' on their 
way to a labour camp. Patzig reappeared during the Second World War, in command of a former Dutch submarine but took part in no 
war patrols and served in a staff position until his retirement in May 1945.

The frigate H.M.S. Ardent sustained serious damage from enemy air attack on 21 
May 1982, and sank off North West Island in Falkland Sound during the 
following evening, her casualties amounting to 22 killed and 37 wounded. The 
ship's fate is best summarised in the citation for the D.S.C. awarded to her 
captain, Commander A. J. West, R.N., as per the following announcement in the 
London Gazette of 8 October 1982: 

'On 21 May 1982, H.M.S. Ardent , commanded by Commander West, was 
deployed to Grantham Sound to conduct Naval Gunfire Support during the 
amphibious landings in San Carlos Water; in particular to cover the withdrawal 
of an S.A.S. diversionary patrol. Isolated there, H.M.S. Ardent was subject to 
heavy air attack (at one stage eleven aircraft were involved). Despite these 
overwhelming odds, Commander West covered the S.A.S. withdrawal and 
supported 2 Para establishing themselves on Sussex Mountain. He fought his ship 
bravely, shooting down one Pucara, and continued to bring fire to bear on 
enemy aircraft despite the progressive loss of the ship's propulsion, Seacat system 
and 4.5-inch gun. Eventually, after being hit by no less than nine bombs and 
several rockets, and with no hope of saving the ship, he ordered her to be 
abandoned. The utmost credit should go to Commander West for continuing to 
fight his ship in the face of extreme adversity and in particular for the well 
organised manner in which she was abandoned. Without his calm courage and 
personal direction in the face of overwhelming odds far greater loss of life might 
have occurred.'

Born on the borders of Smethwick and Birmingham and growing up in Oldbury, Tony then spent the rest of his 
life living with his family in the South West of Birmingham. 

Rising to Senior Tutor in the Optics Department at Aston University and later working at several local hospitals 
fitting specialised contact lenses to patients, he worked at the Birmingham and Midland Eye Hospital until finally 
retiring at the age of 80. He was well known in his field with his deep knowledge about the history of contact 
lens fitting and contributed to several academic tomes. He was rewarded with an MBE for services to the NHS 
and typically chose to have this presented at the hospital so that his many friends, colleagues and relatives could 
be present. 

Tony collected general WW1 militaria to begin with, then changed to collecting medals eventually specialising in 
medical, in particular those to unofficial nursing units like the Scottish Women's Hospital. He joined the 
Birmingham Medal Society in its infancy, also the Cheltenham Medal Society and the OMRS; at these he made 
many life-long friends and enjoyed doing talks and making up displays as well as attending meetings and outings. 
His pleasure in medal collecting stemmed as much in the recipient research as in the ownership of them. 

Family holidays were planned around research including many visits to graveyards and the decedents of medal 
recipients. His family also spent many hours waiting outside antique and book shops! 

Tony built up a large archive of information especially about individual nurses and nursing history. He was always 
pleased to be able to look things up for others. Despite not owning a VC he was an avid collector of information 
about the recipients, including taking vast numbers of photographs of memorials and grave stones. 

His other hobbies included wine making, model aircraft construction and bookbinding. He meticulously bound 
many of his books, directories and journals, and was a keen and regular member of the local bookbinding group.

Bruce Gordon Seton was bom on 13 October 1868, the son of Lieutenant-Colonel Alexander Seton, R.E. He was educated at Bart's and 
gained the M.R.C.S. and L.R.C.P. London in 1891. He entered the Indian Medical Service as a Surgeon Lieutenant in January 1892; 
being promoted to Surgeon Captain in January 1895, Major in January 1904 and Lieutenant-Colonel in January 1912. He was granted 
the brevet rank of Colonel on 30 June 1913. 

Seton served on the N.W. Frontier of India in the Waziristan campaign of 1894-95, being severely wounded at Kaniguram; then in the 
Tochi campaign of 1897-98. Prior to the Great War he held the post of Secretary to the Director-General of the I.M.S. During the Great 
War he was in command of the Kitchener Indian Hospital at Brighton, 1914-16. For his wartime services he was mentioned in 
despatches and awarded the C.B. 

On 6 March 1916 he succeeded his cousin, Sir Bruce Maxwell Seton, as 9th Baronet of Abercorn. In 1923 he advanced a claim to the 
Barony of Gordon, which, after six years, was rejected by the House of Lords. 

Sir Bruce Seton was the author or co-author of Cavalry Elementary Veterinary Manual, 1895; The Indian Medical Service, 1911; The 
Pipes of War, 1920; The Prisoners of Forty-five, 1928, and was editor of The Orderly Book of Lord Ogilvy's Regiment in the Army of 
Prince Charles Edward Stuart, 1924.

Emilius Hopkinson was born on 31 March 1869, the eldest son of Jonathan Hopkinson Esq., of British Guiana and Frant, Sussex. He 
was educated at Haileybury and Trinity College, Oxford, gaining a B.A. in 1891. He did his medical training at St. Thomas's Hospital, 
gaining the M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., 1896; M.A. (Oxon) 1899 and M.B., B.Ch. (Oxon) 1899. He served in South Africa during the Boer War 
as Medical Officer of the 15th Battalion Imperial Yeomanry, 1900-01 and was mentioned in despatches and awarded the D.S.O. He 
resigned his commission in the Queen's Own Oxfordshire Hussars - Oxfordshire Imperial Yeomanry in June 1904.

Arthur Ricketts was born in Hayward's Heath on 7 August 1874, the son of 
William Tyler Ricketts, Solicitor, of Burchetts, Chailey, Sussex. He was educated 
at Dulwich College and University College Hospital, London where he gained 
the M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., 1899. Prior to his service overseas he was employed as 
House Physician at University College Hospital. During the Boer War he was 
attached as a Civil Surgeon to the 12th Brigade Field Hospital. Ricketts served as 
a Civilian Surgeon with the South African Field Force, 1899-1901 and as a 
Captain of the Irish Horse (29th Battalion Imperial Yeomanry) during 1902.

William George Patrick Alpin was born on 15 September 1859, the son of William Thomas Alpin, Controller of Post Offices, India. He 
was educated at Oscott College, Sutton Coldfield and trained in Medicine at St. Thomas's Hospital Medical School, London, qualifying 
with M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P. in 1881/82.

Catherine Grace Loch was born in Worsley Old Hall, Manchester on 2 
September 1854, the daughter of George and Catherine Loch. It was said of her 
that having been "born in the Crimean year, it seemed as though the spirit of 
military nursing had come with her into the world, and destined her to be 'the 
Florence Nightingale of India"'. 

Pursuing a nursing career, Miss Loch became a Nurse-Probationer at the County 
Hospital, Winchester, and in 1882 she became Night Superintendent at St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital. The Military Nursing Service of India was instituted in 
1888 when Lord Roberts was C-in-C. in India. Lady Roberts drew attention to the 
need of skilled nursing for the British soldier in that country and the Government 
of India consented to the formation of an Indian Nursing Service. In March 1888 
a band of eight nurses under the superintendence of Misses Loch and Oxley 
arrived in India - Miss Loch with five nurses went to the military hospital in 
Rawalpindi and Miss Oxley with three sisters went to Bangalore. There they 
worked to establish a modern nursing system, overcoming prejudice, primitive 
conditions and the shortcomings of the untrained staff on hand. Miss Loch, as 
Senior Superintendent, received many letters of encouragement from Florence 
Nightingale who took a particular interest in the progress of the service. 

The detachment under Miss Loch became 'blooded' almost at once. In September 1888 her band of nurses was ordered to Abbottabad, 
the base hospital for the Black Mountain Expedition, later moving with the Hazara Field Force to Darband. For this service, the sisters 
were awarded the medal with clasp, and a few years later Miss Loch and others were awarded the Royal Red Cross 1st Class. In her 
diary entry for 28 January 1889 she writes, 'I have just been writing a long letter to Miss Nightingale in answer to one of hers. She does 

write such charming letters full of encouragement and also lots of questions about our work.so you see she is very well up in all 

that goes on. I believe we shall have medals for the Black Mountain, which will be very jolly.' Loch was one of five members of the 
Indian Army Nursing Service to be awarded the India General Service Medal with clasp 'Hazara 1888'. 

Miss Loch had firm views on women aspiring to be members of the Indian Army Nursing Service. Writing in 1896, she believed it was 
vital that sisters should be gentlewomen, 'those who have not an unquestionable social position are not suited either for the work, or 
the society into which they are admitted when they join the service; they will be out of their element, and it will be hard both on 
themselves and on their colleagues'. 

Catherine Grace Loch, R.R.C., died in Egham, Surrey on 1 July 1904, aged 49 years.

On 19 July 1899 he married the Hon. Evelina Haverfield, nee Scarlet, 3rd 
daughter of the 3rd Baron Abinger. He served in the South Africa War as a Staff Officer, 1899-1902. Balguy was promoted to 
Lieutenant-Colonel in May 1905 and received the brevet of Colonel in April 1908. He retired to the R.G.A. Reserve of Officers on 13 
April 1910. Mobilised in 1914, he was Officer Commanding 62nd Division Royal Artillery until 1916. Advanced to Hon. Brigadier- 
General in 1917. Appointed County Director of the Voluntary Aid Detachments/British Red Cross Society in Dorset in 1918. Brigadier- 
General Balguy died on 27 December 1933. With copied research on Balguy and Haverfield.

Miles John Stapylton was born in March 1869, a scion of the Stapyltons of Myton Hall in Helperby, Yorkshire, which seat had been in 
the family's possession since the reign of Charles I. 

Appointed to a Cornetcy in the 21st Hussars (afterwards Lancers) in October 1892, he saw service in India and was placed on the 
Reserve of Officers as a Lieutenant in July 1897, when he joined the Yorkshire Hussars. He also served as a D.L. and J.P. for North 
Riding. 

Recalled on the outbreak of hostilities, Stapylton went out to France as a Major with No. 1 Advance Remount Depot on 16 August 
1914, where he gained a mention in despatches (London Gazette 17 February 1915 refers), and was one of just nine officers of the 21st 
Lancers to qualify for the 1914 Star. 

Afterwards employed as Adjutant of the Remount Depot at Calais from May-August 1915, he returned to the Home Establishment at the 
end of the same year, and was awarded the O.B.E. before being placed back on the Reserve of Officers as a Lieutenant-Colonel in early 
1920 - prospective purchasers should note that the above described O.B.E. has been added for display purposes; sold with a large 
quantity of copied research.

Frederick Jenkins, who served in the 21st Lancers out in Egypt as a marksman in 'D' Squadron in 1910-13, was one of a number of 
regimental reservists taken on the strength of the 9th Lancers on the outbreak of hostilities, in which capacity he was embarked for 
France on 9 September 1914, where he may have been one of the small but resolute squadron of the regiment employed in the defence 
of Messines at the end of October - all in all around 1000 dismounted cavalrymen and assorted infantrymen held out for four days 
against odds of six to one, often being engaged in house by house fighting. Jenkins was finally discharged in May 1919; sold with 
copied research. 


434 Three: Private L. Branch, 6th Dragoon Guards, late 21st Lancers, who participated in the latter regiment's celebrated 
charge at Shabkadar in September 1915

John Branch was a pre-war regular who went out to Egypt with the 21st Lancers in November 1910 and, on the regiment's return to 
India, was present in its opening action of the War, namely the celebrated charge at Shabkadar on 5 September 1915, when fellow 21 st 
Lancer, Shoeing-Smith Charles Hull, was awarded the V.C. The regimental history takes up the story: 

'The Mohmand tribe, a warrior race of Afghan origin, encouraged by German and Turkish arms and money, advanced south through 
the Khyber Pass towards the rich Punjab. A Field Force was immediately sent to meet them and the Regimental Headquarters with 'B' 
and 'C' Squadrons and the Machine-Gun Section marched from Risalpur at the end of August 1915, to join it. 

Early on the 5 September, after a day or two spent patrolling the area, a large number of tribesmen was found entrenched in the 
foothills near the village of Shabkadar. A confused battle developed after the Field Force infantry advanced and finally a charge was 
made by the two squadrons led by the Commanding Officer, to clear a force of the enemy which was outflanking our line. 

A canal had to be crossed in order to reach the enemy and inevitably there was some confusion and loss of formation. As each man 
scrambled out he was engaged at close quarters and, although tribesmen outnumbered the squadrons by five to one, a large number of 
them were accounted for before they could escape into the thick fields of eight-foot-high maize. 

Private (Shoeing-Smith) C. Hull was awarded the Victoria Cross for his valour in this battle. Seeing that Captain G. E. D. Learoyd, the 
Adjutant, had had his horse shot under him and was in great danger, Hull galloped up to him under a heavy fire, took him on his horse 
and carried him to safety. 

Regimental Sergeant-Major E. Ryder, Staff-Sergeant (Saddler) W. Simpson and Lance-Corporal T. Ballard were all awarded the 
Distinguished Conduct Medal. Mr. Ryder, who was commissioned as a Regimental Officer soon afterwards, freed a Private whose foot 
was caught in the stirrup iron of his fallen horse. Staff-Sergeant Simpson first rescued a Sergeant who had been dismounted, was 
surrounded, and in great danger, and then went on foot to protect an officer who, being mortally wounded, was unable to protect 
himself. Lance-Corporal Ballard first offered his horse to his Commanding Officer, Lieutenant-Colonel J. B. Scriven, whose own had 
been shot under him. The Colonel refused to take it, but, catching hold of a stirrup leather, went forward again with Ballard and Lance- 
Corporal Lucas towards the enemy. They had not gone far before Colonel Scriven was shot through the heart, his last words being: "Go 
on, lads, I'm done." Ballard, however, refused to leave his body, and, with Lucas, dragged it to the edge of a maize field. They lay 
behind it and kept the enemy at bay firing over it until Ballard saw the 1 st Lancers (Indian Army) coming up when he broke from cover 
and guided the Commanding Officer to the body of his Colonel.' 

Branch, who went on to serve as a marksman in 'B' Squadron, changed his name to Christopher John Simmonds in January 1920 and 
transferred to the 6th Dragoon Guards in the following month, and was still serving as an Acting Corporal in August 1922; sold with a 
quantity of copied research.

4054 Private W. Etherington, who originally appears on regimental muster rolls at 
Canterbury in July 1897, was killed in action while serving in 'B' Squadron in the 
charge at Omdurman on 2 September 1898, on which occasion two fellow 
squadron members, Lieutenant R. H. de Montmorency and Private T. Byrne, won 
V.Cs. 

Records state that his Queen's Sudan and Khedive's Sudan Medals were sent to 
his father at 15 Lansdown Hill, West Norwood, Surrey; see Sotheby's, 28 June 
1990 (Lot 305) and Baldwin's, 29 September 2010 (Lot 3217), for more recent 
appearances of his awards at auction, both catalogue entries noting an official 
correction to the initial on his Queen's Sudan Medal - possibly grounds here for 
his Khedive's Sudan having been returned, too, and another example issued; sold 
with copied research, including a small portrait of Etherington which originally 
appeared on an illustrated scroll (see Sotheby's, 29 July 1996 (Lot 349)). 



438 1914 Star, with clasp (3664 Pte. J. Shaw, 9/Lrs), very fine £80-100 

Joseph Shaw, who was born in Runcorn, Cheshire, originally enlisted in the 21st Hussars (afterwards Lancers) in October 1893, aged 
20 years, and witnessed service out in the Sudan 1896-98 (Queen's Medal and Khedive's Medal). Returning home in late 1899, he was 
placed on the Army Reserve in December 1902, but he was recalled on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, when he went out to 
France as a reinforcement for the 9th Lancers on 27th of that month, most probably in time to participate in the regiment's famous 
charge at Moncel on 7 September. More certain is the fact he was wounded by a gunshot in his right hand on 11 November during the 
first battle of Ypres, but he appears to have remained on active service until early 1915. Shaw was finally discharged in October 1916, 
when he was awarded the Silver War Badge; sold with copied service papers and other research. 


439 British War Medal 1914-20 (Capt. LL. W. H. Tringham), good very fine £100-120 

Llewellyn Watkin Howell Tringham was appointed to a Cornetcy in the 21st Hussars (afterwards Lancers) in April 1900 and was 
advanced to Lieutenant in September 1906. Glimpses of his subsequent services in the Great War may be found in the regimental 
journal The Vedette , in which he is described as having charge of a German officers' prison camp in Wales in early 1915 and, by 1918, 
'charge of artillery horses, France'. So, too, of his fate on 2 November 1918, while attached to 51st Brigade H.Q., R.G.A. - 'died of 
influenza following on from wounds'. One of just 12 officers of the 21st Lancers to die on active service in the Great War, he is buried 
in the St. Sever Cemetery Extension in Rouen; sold with copied research, including what is believed to be a portrait photograph of 
Tringham in uniform.

Sidney Lee was advanced to Squadron Sergeant Major, Rough Rider in October 1915, shortly after taking part in the celebrated charge 
of the 21st Lancers at Shabkadar (see lot 434 for further details), and was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in 1921, in addition to being 
entitled to a 1914-15 Star trio; sold with copied research. 
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441 British War Medal 1914-20 (G. 21035 Pte. L. Le Venois, Middx. R.), one or two edge bruises > very fine £40-60 

Leon Le Venois was born in Jersey of French parentage in 1896, his father probably being one of the many Breton farm workers who 
had immigrated to the island. His mother, Marie Rose Auffrett, was born in France in October 1875, and was residing at 7 La Motte 
Street, St. Helier, at the time of the Great War. 

Employed at Messrs. Bashfords before the outbreak of hostilities, Leon enlisted in the Middlesex Regiment in the summer of 1915 and 
died of wounds while serving in the 13th Battalion on the Somme on 20 August 1916, just six weeks after having arrived in France. A 
subsequent obituary notice that appeared in the Jersey Evening Post on 6 September stated that his mother had received a letter from 
the Army Chaplain who attended her son at 21st Casualty Clearing Station, the latter stating that her son had been badly wounded in 
the head by a piece of shell - 'He lived some hours and was conscious now and then during which I was able to give him the Last 
Sacrament, which he received devoutly'. Le Venois is buried in La Neuville British Cemetery, Corbie; sold with copied research. 

442 British War Medal 1914-20 (38670 Pte. A. H. Barreau, Hamps. R.), good very fine £60-80 

Arthur Hamptonne Barreau was born in 1879, the son of Francis, a surgeon, and Adela Barreau of Clarence House, St. Helier, Jersey. 
Educated at Victoria College, Jersey, he was a talented artist and a member of the Societe Jersiaise, his work for the latter including 
illustrations of archaeological finds from the excavations at La Cotte de St. Brelade. Of his subsequent service in the Hampshire 
Regiment little is known, other than the fact he was entitled only to a single British War Medal on account of having been employed in 
India, though as a Staff Sergeant he went on to witness active service in the Third Afghan War (Medal & clasp). Returning to Jersey 
shortly afterwards, he died in 1922, leaving £8,000 to his aunt, Emilia Augusta Barreau, who in turn donated the sum to the building of 
an art gallery at the Museum of the Societe Jersiaise in Pier Road, as a permanent memorial to her nephew. It was opened by then 
Bailiff, Sir William Venables Vernon, in January 1925; sold with copied research. 


443 British War Medal 1914-20 (243270 Pte. G. O. Despres, Hamps. R.), good very fine £40-50 

George Owen Despres was born in the parish of St. Ouen, Jersey, in 1891, and originally enlisted in the Royal Army Medical Corps in 
July 1911, a relatively short-lived career on account of his discharge for intemperance in July 1914. But he rejoined the Colours in the 
Great War, when he was awarded the British War and Victory Medals for his services in the Hampshire Regiment. Local records also 
reveal that he re-enlisted in the Royal Militia Island of Jersey in April 1940, shortly before the German occupation, which then became 
the 11th Battalion, Hampshire Regiment - his 1940 attestation papers are available from the Jersey Heritage Trust Archives; sold with 
copied research. 


444 British War Medal 1914-20 (2) (Philip C. Le Voguer; Reginald Rumsey), very fine and better (2) £40-60 

Philip Charles Le Voguer was born at St. Saviour's, Jersey in April 1881 and served in the Mercantile Marine as a 2nd Mate during the 
Great War. His Board of Trade records - copies included - reveal that his British War and Mercantile Marine War Medals were sent to 
him at an address in Goole, Yorkshire in January 1923. 

Reginald Rumsey was born in St. Helier, Jersey, in May 1884 and served as a 2nd Mate in the Mercantile Marine during the Great War. 
His Board of Trade records - copies included - also reveal that his British War and Mercantile Marine War Medals were sent to him at 
an address in Plymouth in May 1921. 

Victory Medal 1914-19 (114704 Gnr. E. Amy, R.A.), mounted as worn, 
very fine £60-80 

Edward Charles Amy, who was born at St. Saviour's, Jersey in December 1893, 
was awarded the M.M. for his gallant deeds at Passchendaele on 29-30 October 
1917, while serving as a Bombardier in 'A' Battery, 95th Brigade R.F.A., and was 
one of just 92 Channel Islanders to be similarly decorated in the Great War. The 
following notice was published in the Jersey Evening Post:' Bombardier Edward C. 
Amy of the Royal Field Artillery, a young Jersey man who joined up in October 
1915 and who has been in France since September 1916, has been awarded the 
Military Medal for gallantry in the field during the night of 29-30 October, when 
25 of a party of 30 gunners were gassed, and it was then left to the remaining 
five, who included Bombardier Amy, to continue working the guns. This they did 
quite successfully for upwards of 24 hours, saving a dangerous situation. The 
enemy at this point had advanced to a position less than 4,000 yards away.' 

At the time of the German occupation in 1940, Amy was resident at 2 Highfield 
Villas, Rue a la Dame, St. Saviour's, Jersey - a copy of his German I.D. card and 
photograph is available from the Jersey Heritage Trust Archives; sold with copied 
research, including a portrait photograph in uniform, believed to have been taken 
from Heroes Fund for Soldiers , a publication established by the Constable of St. 
Helier to honour the island's decorated servicemen, and confirmation of his 
entitlement to the British War Medal 1914-20, in addition to the M.M.

Francis Charles Dienys was killed in action on the first day of the attack on Nine Wood on 20 November 191 7, while serving in the 1 st 
Battalion, Royal Guernsey Light Infantry, being one of three men who were originally posted as missing (D/ex Aix, The Gurnseymen 
Who Marched Away , 1914-18 , by Major Edwin Parks, refers). He has no known grave and is commemorated on the Cambrai Memorial 
at Louverval; sold with copied research. 


447 Victory Medal 1914-19 (M-321408 Pte. O. W. De La Mare, A.S.C.), good very fine £30-40 

Owen Winter De La Mare enlisted in the Army Service Corps in Jersey in April 1917, aged 36 years, stating that he had previously 
served in the Cape Government as a Transport and Revenue Officer. Embarked for Mesopotamia that July, where he was actively 
employed as a Light Driver in Motor Transport, he was discharged as medically unfit at Fort Regent in Jersey in March 1919, suffering 
from neurasthenia - better known as a nervous breakdown. By the time of the German occupation, he was living with his wife at 18 
Seale Street, St. Helier - a copy of his German I.D. card and photograph is available from the Jersey Heritage Trust Archive; sold with 
copied service papers. 
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448 Victory Medal 1914-19 (2) (89322 A.-Bmbr. C. Besnard, R.A.; 124118 Gnr. P. J. Therm, R.A.), the first with edge bruise, 
nearly very fine, the last with several edge bruises and surface corrosion , fine (2) £70-90 

Cyril Besnard was a docker who was resident at 32 Upper Mansell Street, St. Peter's Port, Guernsey, at the time he enlisted in the 
Guernsey Artillery Contingent in March 1915, aged 21 years, stating that he also had prior service in the Royal Guernsey Artillery and 
Engineers. In common with fellow members of the 1st Contingent, he was embarked for France in May 1915, on attachment to the 9th 
Divisional Ammunition Column, R.F.A., in which capacity he remained actively employed until the War's end and he was discharged 
as a Bombardier in April 1919; sold with copied service record and other research, including the recipient in a group photograph of the 
No. 3 Company of the 1 st Overseas Contingent which appeared in the Guernsey Weekly Press in April 1915. 

Peter James Therin, who was born in Jersey in 1898, died on active service on 5 November 1917, while serving in Iraq with 387th 
Siege Battery, R.G.A., and is buried in the Basra War Cemetery. He was 19 years of age and the son of Mr. P. Therin of Sunny Cottage, 
Augres Trinity, Jersey; sold with copied research.

Edward Thomas Moignard was born in St. Helier, Jersey, in May 1870, the son of 
Jean and Sarah Moignard of 11 Halkett Street. He subsequently witnessed active 
service out in France and Flanders with the 23rd Battalion, London Regiment, his 
MIC entry revealing that he also applied for the Territorial Force War Medal in 
September 1923, though there are no annotations to suggest his application was 
successful. Be that as it may, he was still living in St. Helier at the time of the 
German occupation in 1940, when he was resident at 6 Hampshire Gardens, 
Aquila Street, with his wife and two sons, Eric and Edward - a copy of his 
German I.D. card and photograph is available from the Jersey Heritage Trust 
Archives; sold with copied research.

Charles Frances Coyen was born in St. Helier, Jersey, in August 1891, the son of Rene and Victorine Coyen, French nationals who had 
resided at New Cottage, First Tower Hill, since the mid-1880s. Charles enlisted in the 3rd (South) Battalion, Royal Jersey Militia, in 
August 1914, was transferred to the Hampshire Regiment and, in April 1917, to the Machine Gun Corps. Discharged on medical 
grounds - possibly as a result of wounds - in May 1919, he was living with his wife and mother at Beachcot, St. Clement, at the time of 
the German occupation of Jersey in 1940 - his German I.D. card and photograph are available from the Jersey Heritage Trust Archives. 
He died in 1972; sold with copied research.

M.C. London Gazette 1 January 1917. The original recommendation states: 

Tor excellent work in connection with the organisation and working of 4 Army Aircraft Park. Major Fletcher has produced a very high 
efficiency in this new unit.' 

Albert Fletcher was born in Plumstead, Kent, in June 1881, and enlisted in the Royal Engineers as a Sapper during the course of 1899. 
He subsequently became a member of the Air Battalion, R.E., in 1911 and was consequently one of the first to transfer to the newly 
established Royal Flying Corps in May 1912, when he held the rank of Company Quarter-Master Sergeant. 

Having then been advanced to Sergeant-Major, he qualified for his aviator's certificate (No. 519) in a Maurice Farman at Montrose in 
June 1913, a rare accolade indeed for a non-commissioned rank. 

Embarked with the original R.F.C. contingent for France in August 1914, he was quickly selected to receive a commission, and was 
appointed a Quarter-Master & Lieutenant at the end of the same month. A long and distinguished career in administration ensued and 
by the time of the formation of the R.A.F. in April 1918, the former Sapper had been awarded the M.C. and risen to the acting rank of 
Brigadier.

An Air Ministry communique issued later in his career states of the Great War period: 

'Fletcher was transferred to No. 2 Aeroplane Squadron, R.F.C., and went to France at the outbreak of hostilities in 1914. In the 
following year he was given responsibility of taking over the control of aircraft equipment from the Army Ordnance Stores Department, 
serving under Lieutenant-Colonel (now Lord) Trenchard, and handling supplies of all kinds except foodstuffs. From the winter of 1916 
he commanded an Aircraft Park on the Western Front. 

At the end of 1916 Air Commodore Fletcher returned to the War Office to become Inspector of Stores Depots, R.F.C., and was given 
the monumental task of amalgamating the stores and supply organisations of the R.N.A.S. and R.F.C. for the newly constituted R.A.F. 
Fie was afterwards appointed Director of Air Quartermaster Services, serving in this post with the rank of Brigadier-General until the 
end of the War when he served under Sir John Salmond at an R.A.F. station in England.' 

Fie was awarded the C.M.G. and C.B.E. 

Post-war, Fletcher was given command of the R.A.F's Aircraft Park in Iraq in 1921, with the rank of Wing Commander and, having then 
returned to the U.K., was for several years Deputy Director of Organisation at the Air Ministry, finally retiring with the honorary rank of 
Air Commodore in 1930. Fie then, according to the same communique, played his part in 'the trail that Imperial Airways blazed across 
the Empire', acting as the airline's Ground Services Manager with responsibility for the entire ground organisation on newly opened 
routes as far afield as Africa, Australia and India. 

But he returned to uniform in the 1939-45 War, when he served as a Deputy Director of Personnel at the Air Ministry and as A.O.C. 
Administration in Transport Command, in addition to a final tour of duty as a Liaison Officer between Transport Command and the 
civilian airline B.O.A.C. 

The Air Commodore, 'a cock-sparrow of a man, about five feet nine inches tall, fair-haired and with a pair of sparkling blue eyes 
betokening the energy that lay in him', died at Willesden, Middlesex in January 1956; sold with a file of research.

An important Great War fighter ace's D.S.O., M.C. and 2 Bars group of four to Captain J. Gilmour, Royal Air Force, 
late Argyll & Sutherland Highlanders and Royal Flying Corps, who amassed around 40 victories, the majority of them 
in Sopwith Camels of No. 65 Squadron and, remarkably, five of them in a single day 

Distinguished Service Order, G.V.R., silver-gilt and enamel; Military Cross, G.V.R., with Second and Third Award Bars; 
British War and Victory Medals, M.I.D. oak leaf (Capt. J. Gilmour, R.A.F.), old court-mounting, good very fine (4)

D.S.O London Gazette 3 August 1918: 

'He is a most inspiring Patrol Leader who has destroyed 23 enemy aircraft, and 
shot down one enemy Biplane in flames and drove down a second. A short time 
afterwards, he, with four others, attacked about 40 enemy Scouts. He himself 
destroyed one in the air, drove another out of control and a third in flames, 
successfully accounting for five enemy aircraft in one day.' 

M.C. London Gazette 26 May 191 7: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty in carrying out long distance 
bombing raids. On one occasion, although his engine began to fail, he continued 
to lead his formation and succeeded in brining back most valuable information.' 

First Bar to M.C London Gazette 26 July 1918: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty when engaging hostile aircraft. 
Within a week he crashed to the ground four enemy machines and at all times, 
when on patrol, he never hesitated to attack any enemy in sight. His consistent 
dash and great fearlessness have been worthy of the highest praise. In all he has 
ten hostile machines to his credit.' 

Second Bar to M.C London Gazette 16 September 1918: 

'For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty in his leadership of Offensive 
Patrols. This officer has lately successfully engaged seven enemy machines, 
destroying five and shooting down two out of control. He has done splendid 
service.' 


He was awarded his first M.C. and was next posted as a Flight Commander to No. 65 Squadron in late 191 7. Now operating in Sopwith 
Camels, Gilmour claimed two further victims over Roulers on 18 December, but it wasn't until the New Year that his score started to 
escalate in a spectacular manner, not least on 4 January 1918 when he brought down three Albatros DVs in 30 minutes, two back over 
Roulers and the third near Ghelvelt. Two more victories were added to his tally later that month and in early February, and on the 5th 
of the latter month he claimed his only enemy kite balloon, North West of Menin, the two occupants taking to their parachutes. 

March 1918 proved to be a relatively quiet period for Gilmour, just one victory being claimed north-west of Lille on the 26th, but April 
witnessed a return to form with no less than seven new victims, including two Rumpler Cs, two Albatros DVs and a Pflaz Dill. The 
first of these, an Albatros DV, was seen to crash by another squadron pilot after Gilmour raked it with 50 rounds, and the second, on 
the 11th, a Rumpler which was leading a force of ten enemy aircraft, succumbed to 300 rounds north-east of the Moreuil Wood. The 
following day a similar aircraft 'went down in flames, breaking up in the air', after Gilmour delivered a short burst at 'very close range'. 
On the 16th he was attacked by an enemy two-seater from above but he managed to climb up and fire a burst from both guns - the 
enemy aircraft crashed in flames near Hangard Wood. On the 23rd he set off in pursuit of four Triplanes over Mericourt, getting a burst 
into one of them 'which did a steep turn and went down vertically, its wings falling off in the air' and on the 25th he dived on a 
formation of seven enemy Scouts, bringing one down in flames. His final victim of the month was a Pfalz over Hamel on the 29th, his 
claim being confirmed by members of the 15 Observation Company who saw the enemy aircraft out of control 'and smoke rising from 
the ground immediately afterwards'. 

Quickly back on the scoreboard in May, Gilmour brought down two enemy aircraft on the 2nd, one crashing in flames near I'Abbe 
Wood and the other near Miraumount Wood. On the 9th he dived on two enemy two-seaters, seeing one crash into the ground near 
Aubercourt and the following day shared in the destruction of an Albatros DV. Just over a week later, while leading another offensive 
patrol, he attacked an enemy formation of 12 aircraft. Firing a long burst into one of them at short range, it fell into a vertical dive, both 
wings breaking up in the air. Moments later he attacked a two-seater which was observed to crash into the ground in flames east of 
Lamotte. His next two victories, claimed on the 26th and 27th, were shared ones, the last being a Fokker Dl which came down near 
Albert. In the following month he brought down four more enemy aircraft, brining his total victories up to the 30-odd mark, his latest 
victims including three Pfalz Dills, two of them on the 29 June. 
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But Gilmour's finest hour was undoubtedly his quite extraordinary tally of five enemy aircraft on 1 July, an episode best summarised by 
the official R.A.F Communiques of the period: 

'Captain Gilmour of 65 Squadron, while leading a patrol, dived on a Fokker Triplane, and getting on its tail, shot it down in flames. 
Shortly after, he attacked another E.A, which dived steeply, but could not be followed. A little later Captain Gilmour led his patrol to 
attack 40 E.A., at one of which he fired at point blank range: the E.A. dived steeply and its wings were seen to fall off in the air. Another 
E.A. which was attacked dived over the vertical, and appeared to be out of control. On his way back to the lines, Captain Gilmour was 
attacked by four Albatros Scouts. By doing an Immelmann turn and half-roll he succeeded in getting on the tail of the leader, which he 
shot down in flames. Having by this time exhausted his ammunition, Captain Gilmour returned home'. 

Remarkably, he claimed three more Pfalz Dills over the next two days and, towards the end of the month, he was awarded a Bar to his 

M. C., followed in September by a second Bar, this hot on the heels of his D.S.O. which was gazetted in August. After a brief rest from 
operations, he took command of No. 28 Squadron, and was serving in that capacity at the War's end. 

In addition to his multiple gallantry awards, Gilmour was also twice mention in despatches (London Gazettes 9 April 1917 and 8 
November 1918 refer), and awarded the French Legion of Honour. 

Post-war, he served as an Air Attache at the British Embassy in Rome, in addition to serving as a Flight Commander in No. 216 
Squadron in the Middle East, prior to resigning his commission in December 1919. Tragically, however, he took his own life by 
cyanide poisoning in February 1928, the death certificate describing him of independent means but unsound mind; sold with a large 
quantity of research. 

N. B.: 

The above described awards originally appeared at auction at Sotheby's in June 1984. Since then it has been ascertained that an 
unnamed D.S.O. and M.C. with 2 Bars are held in the Collection of the Imperial War Museum, together with Gilmour's flying log book, 
and other memorabilia. The above described British War and Victory Medals are entirely as issued and the only examples known to 
exist. 
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An outstanding Great War ace's D.S.C. group of three awarded to Captain C. B. Ridley, Royal Air Force, late Royal 
Naval Air Service, who completed in excess of 200 operational sorties in Sopwith Triplanes and Camels of No. 1 Naval 
Squadron and No. 201 Squadron, a remarkable record that included at least 40 air-to-air combats and undoubtedly 
more "kills" than his official total of 11: moreover, he was renowned for his low-level strafing activities, once 
dropping to 10 feet to support our advancing troops - they waved and cheered him and the enemy fled in a 'complete 
panic' 

Distinguished Service Cross, G.V.R., hallmarks for London 1917, unnamed as issued; British War and Victory Medals (Capt. 
C. B. Ridley, R.A.F.), good very fine (3) £8000-10000 


D.S.C. London Gazette 1 7 April 1918: 

Tor distinguished services as a pilot and for courage in low-flying expeditions 
during which he attacked enemy trenches with machine-gun fire from a height of 
30 feet. On 9 March 1918, he attacked a formation of enemy scouts, selecting 
one which was attacking one of our machines. The enemy aircraft dived down 
with a quantity of smoke issuing from it, but it appeared to flatten out at 2,000 
feet and disappeared in the mist. He has previously destroyed several enemy 
machines, and has at all times led his flight with great skill and courage.' 

Cyril Burfield Ridley, who was born in Esher, Surrey, in January 1895, was living 
in Toronto, Canada, at the time of the outbreak of hostilities. Subsequently 
commissioned as a Sub. Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Air Service in June 1916, 
after qualifying for his aviator's certificate (No. 2474) at Hendon earlier in the 
year, he was posted to Dover and thence to No. 1 Naval Squadron at Dunkirk, 
where he completed a number of fighter patrols and bomber escort sorties before 
the year's end. 

But it was not until April 191 7 that he opened his account with a shared Albatros 
Dill over Villers les Cagnicourt on 29th and, as confirmed by accompanying 
extracts from squadron records, he was thereafter regularly engaged in combats, 
sharing in an Albatros DV east of Messines on 1 7 July, and claiming solo 'kills' of 
another Albatros DV near Ypres on 14 August, after 'a very hot engagement with 
six enemy scouts', and a DFW over Zillibeke on 10 September. Of this action, he 
wrote in his report: 

'One two-seater observed approaching our formation over Zillibeke at 16,000 feet at 5.05 p.m. On being observed it immediately 
dived east and I fired a short burst into it, whereupon it dived vertically and turned west, eventually appearing to flatten out at 1,000 
feet over Ypres. I followed it down firing continuously at it from point-blank range until my gun jammed over the enemy trenches. The 
E.A. was last seen going down low over the trenches with puffs of smoke emitting from its engine. Following signal received from 1st 
Anzac Ground Observers: two-seater was driven down out of control by triplane.' 

And as had been the case back in June, he fought many more inconclusive combats, including driving down an enemy scout to 900 
feet over Wyschaete on 3 September, strikes being seen entering the fuselage and wings. Three days later, north of Lille, he shot-up an 
enemy kite balloon from point blank range with Buckingham ammunition, the enemy Observer taking to his parachute and Ridley 
being lucky to clear 'very intense A.A. fire' while climbing away from the target. Even so, the relevant combat report states only that 
'the balloon appeared to be hit (looked flabby) but did not catch fire', though the true result of the combat might be reflected in an 
intriguing margin note: 'Balls'. 

Ridley was promoted to Flight Lieutenant and continued to add to his score on the unit converting to Camels, namely an Albatros DV 
near Passchendaele on 6 December, which plunged down vertically from 18,000 feet. He then returned to Dover, where he carried out 
home defence duties until mid-February 1918, including a night patrol over London. And back in France he shared an enemy kite 
balloon over Ypres on 12 March 1918 which, on coming down near Kemmel, was observed to be a decoy-balloon with a straw 
Observer. 

His unit then having been re-titled No. 201 Squadron, R.A.F., that April, he added another balloon to his tally east of Boyelles on the 
8th, this time the real thing with the enemy Observer taking to his parachute, followed by four further enemy aircraft in the period 
leading up to his appointment as a Flight Commander, these comprising a Pfalz Dill near Villers Brettoneaux, two Fokker Dr. Is over 
Albert and Pozieres in May, and finally a Fokker DVII over Foucaucourt on 4 July, which was seen to go down 'completely out of 
control'. 
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But the truth be known - and once again as confirmed by squadron records - Ridley was fighting combats on virtually a daily basis, and 
sometimes against appalling odds. Thus a run-in with 10 enemy scouts on 21 April 1918, from which he somehow emerged unscathed 
even though his guns jammed. In fact, a quick survey of relevant records reveals he flew well over 200 operational sorties in the period 
April 191 7 to April 1918, many of them 'special missions', including a combat with Gothas off Westende on 13 November 191 7, flown 
with fellow Naval ace, a South African, Flight Lieutenant S. M. "Kink" Kinkead - one of around 40 recorded combats he fought in this 
period. No surprise then that one version of his D.S.C. recommendation credits him with 17 enemy aircraft destroyed (T.N.A. AIR 
1/74/15/9/165 refers). 

Yet his gallantry in air-to-air combat was also matched by his low-level ground work, as cited in the opening lines of the citation for his 
D.S.C. - a strafing attack in September 1917, delivered from 30 feet and one that resulted in him receiving the personal thanks of 
General Birdwood. The following extracts taken from the Squadron Record Book reveal further daring low-level attacks, including one 
delivered from 10 feet: 

13 July 1917: 

'Flight Lieutenant Ridley attempted an attack on Rechem. He fired 150 rounds from 250 feet at troops on the ground in a small town 
probably near Menin, being unable to find the aerodrome. He experienced very severe machine-gun and A.A. fire and flying onions. 
He encountered E.A. in mist and returned with his machine riddled with bullets'. 

20 September 191 7: 

'Flight Lieutenant Ridley observed bodies of troops in shell holes and trenches just in front of our advancing troops near Becelaere. He 
went down to within 10 feet of the ground and was much below the level of the trees at times. He dived at these batches of troops who 
ran from shell hole to shell hole pursued by the triplane. Our troops waved and cheered as the pilot flew over them and dived towards 
the enemy who were in complete panic.' 

26 September 191 7: 

'Flight Lieutenant Ridley saw a block-house behind which were about 100 men. Some appeared to be climbing over the top or perhaps 
sniping our troops. He fired 150 rounds at these men and took several dives at them until too close to the ground, when he had to pull 
off. Apparently some of these troops were shot. Position N. of Becelaere.' 

Rested from operations in July 1918, Ridely's immense experience was quickly put to use in testing new aircraft, among them a flight in 
R.A.M.B. 8783, and he was as uncompromising in his subsequent report as he had been with the enemy: 

'Having flown this machine, I consider it very slow, exceedingly heavy on controls, and unmanageable for manoeuvring near the 
ground. I therefore consider it unsuitable for low-flying and ground strafing work. After I had been in the air for fifteen minutes, the 
engine failed, owing to a broken piston liner, and I was forced to land.' A few days later, in a memorandum to the Air Ministry, the 
Brigadier-General, R.A.F., in the Field, concluded there is 'little doubt that this machine is unsuitable for any military purposes.' 

Remaining in the newly established R.A.F. after the War, he was killed in a flying accident at Cologne on 17 May 1920, while serving 
in No. 12 Squadron, his aircraft colliding with that of Captain J. D. de Pencier. 

Sold with a quantity of original documentation, including the recipient's commission warrants for the rank of Flight Sub. Lieutenant, R. 
N.A.S., dated 25 June 1916, and Captain, R.A.F., dated 1 April 1918, several portrait photographs and newspaper obituaries, and an 
extensive file of research, with photocopied flying log book entries for 1918-19, and an evocative array of copied photographs taken 
from an old album (approximately 40 images), the whole relative to Ridley's active service. 
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A rare Great War D.S.M. group of three awarded to Air Mechanic 1st Grade J. A. Mortimer, Royal Naval Air Service, 
a member of the famous "Spider Web" patrol who was present on the occasion of the destruction of the enemy 
submarines UC-1 and UC-6

D.S.M. London Gazette 30 November 1917: 

'For services in action with enemy submarines.' 

James Andrew "Jimmy" Mortimer was born in Elgin in October 1887 and joined the Royal Naval Air Service in February 1916, in 
which month he was posted to R.N.A.S. Felixstowe, home to the famous "Spider Web" operations that were carried out over the North 
Sea. And it was while employed on one of these operations that he won his D.S.M. for his gallantry in a successful attack against the 
UC-6 on 28 September 191 7. 

The "Web" lay across the usual route taken by enemy submarines, extending to 60 miles in diameter and a search area of 4000 square 
miles - it took a U-Boat 10 hours to cross the area in question at normal cruising speed - and proved highly successful, the period April 
191 7 to April 1918 witnessing the completion of over 600 patrols encompassing 105,000 nautical miles, the sighting of 47 U-Boats, of 
which 25 were attacked. And some of the latter were sunk, as confirmed in the following account of Mortimer's action which appeared 
in an Air Ministry publication shortly after the War: 
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'Lower down the coast, the war flight at Felixstowe met with more success in their offensive operations. At 7.20 on the morning of the 
28th September 1917, a flying boat, with Flight Lieutenant B. D. Hobbs, Flight Sub. Lieutenant R. F. L. Dickey, and Air Mechanics J. A. 
Mortimer (Engineer), E. M. Nicol (W./T. Operator), as crew, left Felixstowe to search for a submarine, whose wireless signals had shown 
her to be operating near the North Hinder. After an hour's flight, the Wireless Operator picked up signals from some vessel within ten 
miles, and ten minutes later the crew from the flying boat sighted a hostile submarine a mile ahead. She was still at full buoyancy, with 
mast and gun showing. The [American] flying boat was at once opened up to eighty knots, and at 600 ft. flew straight for her prey, 
firing recognition signals as she went. These remained unanswered, and flying directly over the submarine one 250-lb. bomb was 
dropped and the boat turned to make a second run. Thereupon the U-boat opened fire - one shell exploding 50 ft. in front of the flying 
boat. Almost at the same moment the flying boat's bomb burst on the tail of the enemy craft, making a large rent in the deck. Several 
red flashes now appeared on the water some distance in front of the flying boat, and through the mist three other submarines, with 
three enemy destroyers immediately behind them, were sighted line abreast. Escorting this detachment were two seaplanes which, 
however, did not attack, apparently owing to the barrage put up by the ships. 

Unconcerned by the volume of shell fire, the flying boat was turned about, and passing over the already stricken craft - now sinking by 
the stern - dropped another 250-lb. bomb. This exploded dead on, 15 ft. ahead of the bow. The submarine sank immediately. The 
flying boat, after sending a wireless message giving the position of the hostile flotilla, returned home. The submarine destroyed proved 
to be the UC-6, a minelayer, operating from Zeebrugge. On receipt of the wireless message at Felixstowe, three more flying boats were 
despatched to hunt for the enemy ships and seaplanes. Although the detachment was sighted, attempts at attack were made abortive by 
the barrage of anti-aircraft fire put up by the enemy.' 

Mortimer, who had earlier been present at the destruction of the UC-1 off North Hinder on 24 July 1917, and Nicol were awarded D.S. 
Ms, while Flight Lieutenant B. D. Hobbs added a Bar to his D.S.C. and Flight Sub. Lieutenant R. F. L. Dickey a second Bar to his D.S.C., 
the latter having been decorated for earlier exploits that led to the destruction of a zeppelin; sold with a file of research. 



A scarce Great War M.M group of four awarded to Chief Master Mechanic C. I. Collett, Royal Air Force, late Royal 
Flying Corps, who served as an Observer in R.E. 8s of No. 12 Squadron

M.M. London Gazette 27 October 1916. The original recommendation states: 

'On the evening of 17 March 1916, a British aeroplane had to land just W. of Arras in full view of the German lines. No. 12 Squadron 
sent a party to render assistance. Flight Sergeant Collett, Corporal Beddows and 1st A.M. Gill salved the instruments, Lewis gun and 
mountings under very close and accurate shell fire. At the ninth shot the machine was hit direct and set on fire. During this time a 
French officer and soldier, who were standing close by, were hit, one being killed and the other wounded.' 

Charles Inglis Collett, who was born in Stratford-on-Avon in February 1890, originally served as a Bombardier in the Warwickshire R. 
H.A. (Territorial Force), from which he transferred to the fledgling Royal Flying Corps in October 1912, in common with two of his 
brothers. Appointed an Air Mechanic 1st Class in No. 5 Squadron in August 1914, he first went out to France in April 1915, but 
returned to the Home Establishment in the following month. Then in October of the same year he returned once more to active service 
in France. 

And he was serving on the strength of No. 12 Squadron by the time of his M.M.-winning exploits on the Arras front early in the 
following year. After then being advanced to the temporary rank of Sergeant-Major, he qualified as a Gunner & Observer in September 
1916 and flew in the Squadron's R.E. 8s, gaining mention in at least one R.F.C. communique for good work in assisting our gunners in 
hitting an enemy battery. Ordered back home in October 191 7, Collett was appointed Chief Master Mechanic in the newly established 
Royal Air Force in April 1918, and was discharged in October 1920; sold with a file of research. 
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A rare and important 1914 Star trio awarded to Major E. N. Fuller, Royal Air Force, late Royal Flying Corps, a pre-war 
aviator who flew reconnaissance sorties with No. 3 Squadron during the retreat from Mons and who later commanded 
No. 17 Squadron in Salonika and No. 103 Squadron in France 

1914 Star (2 Lieut. E. N. Fuller, R.F.C.); British War and Victory Medals (Major E. N. Fuller, R.A.F.), with named card boxes 
of issue, good very fine (3) £600-800 

Edward Newman Fuller was born in September 1888 and was educated at Merchant Taylor's School and Magdalene College, Oxford. 

A pre-war aviator who took his pilot's certificate (No. 325) in a Graham-White Biplane at Hendon in October 1912, he was appointed 
a 2nd Lieutenant on the Special Reserve (Royal Flying Corps, Military Wing), and was immediately called-up on the outbreak of 
hostilities, when he joined No. 3 Squadron out in France on 16 August 1914. 

By any standards, he subsequently participated in an important chapter of operations in the history of the fledgling R.F.C., completing a 
number of reconnaissance sorties in the unit's Henri Farman Biplanes in the period leading up to the end of October - indeed the very 
first wartime reconnaissance ever undertaken by the R.F.C. was flown on Wednesday 19 August 1914, by Captain Joubert de la Ferte in 
a Bleriot monoplane of No. 3 Squadron, and Lieutenant G. W. Mappleback in a B.E. 2b of No. 4 Squadron. For his own part, according 
to his squadron's war diary, 'Lieutenant Fuller left with Captain Jackson observing' just three days later, when he reported that 'shrapnel 
burst close to aeroplane, also fired on by infantry and anti-aircraft guns'. And the same source reveals a sortie flown with Major H. R. 
M. Brooke-Popham in early October, one of the first officers to truly appreciate the importance of air power and its potential to assist 
ground forces, and afterwards a much-decorated Air Chief Marshal, including a D.S.O. won for this very period of operations. 

Advanced to the temporary rank of Major and appointed a Squadron Commander in September 1915, Fuller took over 

No. 17 Squadron out in Egypt and, after operations against the Turks and Senussi, commanded it on the Salonika front from July- 

December 1916, where to begin with it was the only R.F.C. unit in that theatre of war. 

Back in the U.K. by early 1917, he was next appointed in the acting rank of Lieutenant-Colonel to No. 19 Wing, but returned to active 
service as C.O. of No. 103 Squadron out in France in May 1918, and remained similarly employed until being admitted to hospital that 
September, and invalided home. 

He was demobilised in October 1919, though his earlier service record is endorsed, 'Applicant for R.A.F.V.R., 17.7.40'; sold with the 
recipient's original commission warrants for the rank of 2nd Lieutenant on the Special Reserve (Royal Flying Corps, Military Wing), 
dated 24 January 1913, and Major in the Royal Air Force, dated 1 April 1918, together with an extensive file of research. 
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Three: Lieutenant J. H. Thomas, Royal Air Force, late Liverpool 
Regiment and Royal Flying Corps, who served as a pilot in No. 8 
Squadron 1916-17 

1914-15 Star (2108 Sjt. J. H. Thomas, L'pool R.); British War and Victory 
Medals (Lieut. J. H. Thomas, R.F.C.), the last with officially re-impressed 
naming , good very fine (3) £300-350 

John Howard Thomas, who was born in September 1888 and a native of 
Wallasey, Cheshire, enlisted in the Liverpool Regiment on the outbreak of 
hostilities in August 1914 and first went out to France as a Sergeant in February 
1915. Subsequently commissioned in the Manchester Regiment, in July 1915, he 
is believed to have witnessed further active service in the 2nd Battalion before 
transferring to the Royal Flying Corps in July 1916. 

Having then obtained his aviator's certificate and been appointed Flying Officer, 
he was posted to No. 8 Squadron out in France that November, and flew in B.E. 
2s on artillery spotting and photographic missions until wounded in a crash 
landing in a snowstorm on returning from a sortie on 10 April 1917. Thereafter 
passed only for light duties, he was serving as a Supply Officer in the Department 
of Air Production at the War's end. He was demobilised in January 1919; sold 
with a file of research. 
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461 A poignant Great War campaign group of three awarded to Air Mechanic 2nd Class H. F. Matthews, who was killed in 
action in September 1917 while serving as an Observer in No. 20 Squadron, when his aircraft was shot down in 
flames by German ace Leutnant Werner Voss - a fortnight later after raising his score to 48, Voss was himself shot 
down and killed 

1914-15 Star (1712 2-A.M. H. F. Matthews, R.F.C.); British War and Victory Medals (1712 Pte. H. F. Matthews, R.F.C.), 
extremely fine (3) £500-600 

Herbert Frederick Matthews was killed in action on 6 September 191 7, while serving as Observer to Lieutenant J. O. Pilkington in a F.E. 
2d of No. 20 Squadron. On that fateful day, Captain F. D. 'Inky" Stevens was leading four squadron aircraft on a patrol S.E. of Ypres 
when they were intercepted by five Albatros Scouts and a Fokker Triplane over Boesdinghe. The latter aircraft, piloted by Werner Voss, 
was seen to get on the tail of Matthews' aircraft as it was busy engaging one of the Albatros Scouts, and the German ace's fire quickly 
sent the F.E. 2d down in flames. 

Matthews, who was born in Sutton, Surrey, in 1893, had enlisted in the Royal Flying Corps on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914 
and first went out to France in the following year. By early 1917 he was serving in No. 2 Squadron, as illustrated by the following 
combat report submitted by his pilot Lieutenant J. B. E. Crosbee: 

'When on photography over H. 16 our machine was attacked by three Halbarstadters, apparently, who came through clouds close to 
our machine, probably having seen A.A. fire above the clouds. Two hostile aircraft dived at us and opened fire, the third following 
more slowly. After turning our machine so as to engage the hostile aircraft, our machine-gun fell off the rear mounting owing to the clip 
slipping off the pistol grip and the wind getting under the drum. Our camera also broke away from the mounting through either being 
hit by the falling gun or by a machine-gun bullet from the hostile machines. It is unknown which side of the lines the camera and gun 
fell. Being then unarmed, a steep spiral was done, followed by two hostile aircraft, to 5,000 feet and by one to 3,500 feet over C. 12. 
On several friendly aircraft crossing the line from the West, the hostile aircraft made off S.W. and climbed.' 

Having then transferred to No. 20 Squadron, Matthews was killed in action, as stated, on 6 September 1917. He was 22 years of age 
and is buried with his pilot in Bailleul Communal Cemetery, France; sold with a file of research. 



A poignant Great War pair awarded to Mechanic 2nd Class R. Hickling, Royal Flying Corps, who was killed in action 
in May 1917 while serving as an Observer in a B.E. 2c of No. 13 Squadron, his aircraft being shot down by German 
ace and "Blue Max" holder Leutnant Karl Allmenroder

Reginald Hickling, who was born in 1888 and from Lambeth Castle in Co. Durham, originally enlisted in the 22nd Battalion, Durham 
Light Infantry (Pioneers) in March 1915, but transferred to the Royal Flying Corps in June 1916, and thence, in March 191 7, joined No. 
13 Squadron out in France. 

And he was subsequently killed in action on 7 May 1917, when engaged on a photographic mission for XVII Corps over Fresnoy. 
According to contemporary sources, he and his pilot, 2nd Lieutenant I. R. Owen, became embroiled in an unequal contest with five 
enemy aircraft of Jasta 11, and one of them, piloted by German ace and "Blue Max" holder Leutnant Karl Allmenroder, shot them 
down. 

Major Powell, C.O. of No. 13 Squadron, afterwards wrote to Owen's parents: 

'He left the aerodrome about 11 a.m. and was out on photography with our best gunner observer [Hickling] and, as far as we can hear, 
was attacked by five hostile machines. His observer was shot dead, and your son was shot in the head and chest. He seems to have 
remained conscious long enough to land his machine without an accident, when he landed just inside our lines about two o'clock. He 
died very soon afterwards in the field ambulance.' 

Hickling is buried in the Albuera Cemetery at Bailleul-Sire-Berthoult in the Pas de Calais; sold with copied research. 
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463 Pair: Lieutenant J. W. Milner, Royal Air Force, late Royal Flying Corps, and onetime attached Australian Flying Corps, 
who claimed two enemy aircraft as out of control with No. 43 Squadron in the summer of 1918 

British War and Victory Medals (Lieut. J. W. Milner, R.A.F.), a little polishedotherwise generally very fine (2) £300-350 

John William Milner, who was born in October 1898 and a native of Selly Park, Birmingham, joined the Royal Flying Corps in March 
191 7, when he stated that he had a keen interest in matters mechanical and enjoyed motorcycling; so, too, that his brother was a 'well- 
known as a racing motorcyclist'. Having then qualified for his aviator's certificate and been briefly employed with No. 66 Squadron in 
October-November 191 7, he went out to France. 

Subsequently attached to 4th Australian Flying Corps at Clairmarais, operating in Sopwith Camels, in May 1918, he transferred to No. 
43 Squadron in July and went on to complete at least 40 operational sorties before the end of hostilities. Moreover, he drove down a 
Fokker Biplane on 29 August after a burst of fire from 200 yards range, and shared in another over Bevillers on 27 September, with 
Captain A. H. Orlebar, the enemy aircraft being engaged from 150 yards and, half rolling, going down in a vertical dive. 

Injured in a flying accident in late November 1918, Milner was admitted to hospital and was finally demobilised in September 1919; 
sold with a file of research, including a quote from Milner in a history of No. 43 Squadron, in which he praises fighter ace Captain H. 
W. Wollett, D.S.O., M.C. and Bar, who sported leopard skin flying helmet and gloves; sold with copied research.

Alfred Ellison Muncaster, who was born in Suffolk in May 1892 and resident in Alberta, Canada on the outbreak of hostilities, originally 
enlisted in the Canadian Overseas Expeditionary Force in April 1915, and was drafted to the Canadian Army Service Corps. 

Transferring to the Royal Flying Corps as a Cadet in February 1917, when his father Captain W. H. Muncaster, was serving in No. 4 
(Canadian) Casualty Clearing Station, he qualified as a pilot and was posted to No. 21 Squadron, an R.E. 8 unit, out in France, in July 
1917. But he sustained serious head injuries on 12 August when taking-off for a sortie with 2nd Lieutenant J. E. Cobb as his Observer - 
their aircraft stalled and spun from 200 feet before crashing into the ground. Cobb died of his injuries two days later, while Muncaster 
was evacuated to the U.K. with a 'fractured skull and neurasthenia'. And he relinquished his commission as a result of ill-health in 
December 1918; sold with a file of research.

William McClellan Barnes was born in Sydenham, Kent, in July 1873 and originally enlisted in the 2/City of London Yeomanry in 
March 1910, in which capacity he remained employed until transferring to the Royal Flying Corps in December 1915, as an Air 
Mechanic 2nd Class (Fitter). 

Embarked for France in early 1916, he was advanced to Corporal in August of the same year and was mentioned in despatches for his 
services in No. 27 Squadron (London Gazette 15 May 1917), the recommendation stating: 

'Corporal Barnes has been in charge of the workshop lorry of No. 27 Squadron. He has done consistently good work and can always 
be relied upon to carry out any duties satisfactorily.' 

Having then returned to the U.K. in March 1917, he was advanced to Sergeant in the same month, and, on being transferred to the 
Reserve in March 1919, had attained the rank of Chief Mechanic. He was awarded his T.E.M. in July of the same year; sold with copied 
research.

Harold Tether, who was born in Newington, Hull, in December 1894, had 
qualified for his Board of Trade 2nd Mate's certificate by the time he joined the 
Royal Naval Air Service after the outbreak of hostilities. 

Taking his aviator's certificate (No. 2109) in a Maurice Farman Biplane at the R. 
N.A.S. Station, Chingford in November 1915 and, confirmed in the rank as Flight 
Sub. Lieutenant, he was posted to R.N.A.S. Calshot as a seaplane pilot, in which 
capacity he came to grief on at least two occasions, his aircraft being wrecked on 
take off from Dover harbour on 4 December 1916, and again on 1 January 191 7, 
while landing. Notwithstanding such accidents, he was advanced to Flight 
Lieutenant in June 1917 and to the temporary rank of Captain in the newly 
established R.A.F. in April 1918, shortly after which he transferred to 
Killingholme. He was demobilised in May 1919 and obtained his Master's 
certificate in Cardiff in the period immediately following the War. Tether died in 
Watford, Hertfordshire, in March 1952, aged 58 years; sold with a file of 
research. 
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Three: Flying Officer M. M. Miln, Royal Air Force, late Royal Flying Corps, who flew operationally in seaplanes of 
"Syren Force" in North Russia in the summer of 1919

Malcolm Murree Miln, who was born in Surrey in December 1899, was educated 
at Lancing College and Cambridge University, where he coxed the Sidney 
College eight. 

Enlisting in the Royal Flying Corps in late 1917, he underwent training as an 
Observer, was commissioned and joined a seaplane unit of 64 (Naval) Wing in 
the Mediterranean in October 1918. And in the following year, he witnessed 
further active service in North Russia as an Observer in Fairey III seaplanes of 
"Syren Force", undertaking numerous reconnaissance and bombing sorties in the 
period August-September, gallant service that won him the Order of St. 
Stanislaus, 2nd Class, and a mention in despatches (London Gazette 22 
December 1919 refers). 

A full record of his operational flying is included, a typical day's activity being 
the 1 August 1919, when, with his pilot, Captain W. H. Park, he carried out 
bombing attacks on Suna Bridge and Vremeny Station, in addition to firing 
several hundred rounds of ammunition at other targets that presented themselves 
in the same sortie. 

Post-war, Miln found employment as a newspaper editor but in November 1923 
he elected to rejoin the Royal Air Force, trained as a pilot and served in No. 58 
Squadron before once more resigning his commission on account of ill-health in 
October 1928 - a copy of his flying log book for this period is held in the 
archives at the Royal Air Force Museum, Hendon. 

He next took up an appointment in the Gold Coast Political Service and 
remained similarly employed until his retirement in 1950, during which period, 
after being appointed a District Commissioner, he was instrumental in bringing 
the Brong tribe of the Ivory Coast over to the Allied cause in the 1939-45 War. 

Sold with a quantity of original documentation, including the recipient's original 
M.I.D. certificate in the name of 'Pilot Officer Malcolm M. Miln, Royal Air 
Force', dated 22 December 1919, his commission warrants for the rank of 2nd 
Fieutenant in the R.A.F., dated 6 September 1918 and Pilot Officer, dated 4 
November 1923, together with two fine quality studio portraits photographs, in 
uniform, wearing his medals, and a large file of research.

Aldington 

Araminta, Lady Aldington 

Lady Aldington was born in 1920, the elder daughter of Sir Harold MacMichael, GCMG, DSO, a distinguished and most 
able Colonial Administrator (1882-1969), and his wife Nesta ( nee Stephens). She accompanied her parents on many of 
their overseas postings and was a keen uniform button collector from an early age, as some of her correspondence 
indicates. Her first serious acquisitions were made in Jerusalem during the Second World War, when her father was 
High Commissioner of Palestine and Transjordan. The period that most interested her appears to have been from 1902 
onwards, though later on, via contact with leading members of the SAHR, she did add some earlier British examples. 

The late Major F. G. Harden and the Marquess of Cambridge were able to find her some interesting Indian examples. In 
1947 she married Brigadier Toby Law (1914-2000), a staunch Conservative MP and successful businessman. He was 
knighted in 1957 (KCMG) and ennobled in 1962 as Baron Aldington of Bispham, Blackpool (his first Parliamentary seat 
in 1945 was Blackpool North). In addition he was a CBE, a holder of the DSO and TD, a Deputy Lieutenant of Kent and 
a Privy Counsellor. 


Lady Aldington died on 26 January 2012, and it is her family's wish that her collection should be made available to 
collectors of the present generation.

Emilio, Captain United States Volunteers 1863 - 1865. 

This first edition of Major Parkyn's well known work is signed (rarely) on the title page H.G.Parkyn, on the fly leaf an 
inscription 'M. with all my love Toby, Christmas 1956'. (M or Minta was the diminutive name for Lady Aldington). The 
work is accompanied by one letter dated 20 June 1947 to the then Mrs. Low from A.S.White, Hon. Secretary of The 
Society for Army Historical Research, suggesting that she should write to Major Parkyn, eight other handwritten letters 
covering the period 1948 to 1957 are from Major Parkyn initially intimating that he is going to write a book on buttons 
and thereafter providing information on some of her queries. The last letter kindly acknowledges her request for him to 
sign this first edition. The second work is a rare example published by the Essex Institute, Salem, Massachusetts in 1911, 
this was the year in which Captain Emilio donated to the Peabody Essex Museum his very large collection of buttons 
concerning the Revolutionary War, the War of 1812, the American Civil War and other periods during the 19th C. 
Captain Emilio catalogued his collection of nearly 1600 items illustrating many of the interesting examples. Additionally 
there are a few longhand corrections and additions which are most probably the hand of Captain Emilio, very good

Captain Emilio, though given scant acknowledgement by Messrs. Calver & Bolton in their work 'History Written With Pick And

John Scott born Newcastle 1 774, died Chelsea 1828, was a pupil of Pollard and is well known for his engravings and prints of dogs and 
horses. The British Museum hold around 400 examples of his work. He collaborated in a large number of publications, quite probably 
with Thomas Rowlandson, indeed the mounted figure is very similar to one executed by Rowlandson in his work 'The Loyal Volunteers 
of London and Environs'. Original water colours by Scott are extremely scarce.

Sold with the official Binney Memorial Medal 1955 presentation citation and two photographs of the recipient at the awards ceremony. 

The citation reads: 'At about 9.30 p.m. on 8th November, 1955, Mrs Myers received a call for help from the woman occupying the top- 
floor flat in the house in which she lives. The woman said that her former husband had called on her and was behaving strangely. She 
knew he had a gun. Mrs Myers promptly called a police officer and leaving the woman downstairs in her flat went with the officer to 
the door of the flat above, which was shut. She tried to persuade the man to open it but was unsuccessful and she returned to her own 
flat, leaving the police officer alone. The man then opened the door, discovered the police officer there, slammed the door and fired a 
shot through it, injuring the officer, who went to call for police help. Mrs Myers returned to the top flat and persuaded the man to open 
the door again. He was waving the gun about and Mrs Myers tried to get him to give it to her but this he refused to do and on the 
arrival of more police officers he went inside the flat and shut the door. He fired several more shots through the door, narrowly missing 
Mrs Myers and the officers, but eventually came out and surrendered to the police. 

Mrs Myers acted with great presence of mind and with no regard for her personal safety. There is no doubt that her intervention 
prevented the situation from becoming more serious.' 

The citation bears the signatures of the Chief Magistrate of the Metropolitan Police Courts, the Commissioner of Police of the 
Metropolis, the Commissioner of Police for the City of London, the Fourth Sea Lord, and the Clerk of the Worshipful Company of 
Goldsmiths. 

The Binney Memorial Medal was founded in memory of Captain Ralph D. Binney, C.B.E., R.N., who gallantly met his death on 8 
December 1944 in the City of London, in a valiant and single-handed attempt to stop two thieves who were making their getaway. An 
annual award, the medal was available to any British citizen, who not being a member of any Police Force, performed a brave act in 
the support of law and order within the area of operations of the Metropolitan or City of London Police. A Binney Medal may or may 
not be awarded each calendar year and on occasion two or more medals were awarded for the same incident. 

Winifred Myers ran a successful book and autograph business from a premises in Dover Street, London. Two of her retail catalogues 
accompany the award.

Frederick William Stopford was born in February 1854, a younger son of the 4th 
Earl of Courtown, and was commissioned in the Grenadier Guards in 1871. 
Engaged in the Egypt operations of 1882, when he served as A.D.C. to Sir John 
Adye, he was awarded the 5th Class Turkish Order of Medjidie, in addition to the 
Medal & clasp and Khedive's Star, and, in 1884-85, as A.D.C. to Major-General 
Fremantle, he witnessed further active service in the same theatre of war, gaining 
a mention in despatches, the Brevet of Major and a second clasp to his Medal. 
Then in 1896, he acted as Assistant Adjutant-General in the Ashanti operations, 
services that gained him the Brevet of Colonel, in addition to the Campaign Star. 
Having then been awarded the C.B. in 1898, Stopford served as Military 
Secretary to Sir Redvers Buller in South Africa 1899-1900, and was appointed K. 
C.M.G. in the latter year. 

Subsequently the Director of Military Training 1904-06 and G.O.C. London 
District 1906-09 (awarded K.C.V.O.), he was promoted to K.C.B. in 1921 and 
retired in the rank of Lieutenant-General. He died in May 1929.

No introduction is needed here for the life and times of Siegfried Loraine Sassoon, the distinguished war poet, who famously tore off his 
M.C. riband and threw it in to the river Mersey - this at the time of his much publicised statement to his C.O. in the 3rd Battalion, Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers: Finished with the War: A Soldier's Declaration , the contents of which were read out in the House of Commons by Mr. 
Lees Smith, the M.P. for Haggerston, on 30 July 191 7. 

His earlier exploits on the Western Front had won him the nickname of "Mad Jack" among his soldiers, while fellow Royal Welsh 
Fusilier and poet Robert Graves referred to his friend engaging in suicidal feats of bravery, feats that resulted in a recommendation for 
the V.C. But it was for his critical poetry which described the real horrors of trench warfare that he won true acclaim, so, too, for his 
post-war writing, not least Memoirs of an Infantry Officer and the "Sherston Trilogy". 

Sassoon was a keen sportsman, particularly at cricket, though the above described award now confirms earlier prowess in Hockey at 
his Preparatory School in Sevenoaks, Kent. In later life he settled at Heytesbury House, Warminster and, long after his death, his 
unclaimed Great War campaign medals appear to have been issued to a family source in July 1985. More certain is the fact his M.C. 
was offered at auction by Christie's in London on 6 June 2007.

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Details of Linton's remarkable wartime career need little introduction here, though by way of summary of his extraordinary and 
prolonged record of gallantry, no better source may be quoted than the citation for his posthumous V.C., announced in the London 
Gazette of 25 May 1943: 

'From the outbreak of war until the Turbulent's last patrol Commander Linton was constantly in command of submarines and during 
that time inflicted great damage on the enemy. He sank one cruiser, one destroyer, one U-boat, 28 supply ships, some 100,000 tons in 
all, and destroyed three trains by gunfire. In his last year he spent two hundred and fifty four days at sea, submerged for nearly half that 
time, and his ship was hunted thirteen times and had two hundred and fifty depth charges aimed at her. 

His many brilliant successes were due to his constant activity and skill and the daring which never failed him when there was an 
enemy to attack. On one occasion, for instance, in H.M.S. Turbulent , he sighted a convoy of two merchantmen and two destroyers 
travelling in mist and moonlight. He worked his submarine round ahead of the convoy and dived to attack it as it passed through the 
moon's rays. On bringing his sights to bear he found himself right ahead of a destroyer. Yet he held his course till the destroyer was 
almost on top of him and, when his sights came on the convoy, he fired. His great courage was rewarded. He sank one merchantman 
and one destroyer outright and set the other merchantman on fire so that she blew up. John Linton me his end when his submarine was 
sunk in Maddelina Harbour, Italy, on 23 March 1943.' 



Following his marriage to Nancy Pitts-Tucker at Lutterworth in 1928, they had two sons, the eldest of whom was William. A naval 
cadet at the time of is Linton's death in action, he went to Buckingham Palace with his mother to receive his father's V.C. from the King 
on 23 February 1944. He subsequently joined the submarine service and was, as stated, lost in the Affray in the English Channel on 1 7 
April 1951. 
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An important and evocative wartime signature board from the officers' mess at R.A.F. Tangmere, 56cm. by 45cm., the central 
illuminated R.A.F. crest and motto encircled by the signatures of approximately 140 airmen (see examples below), the 
majority applied directly to the board but others on pasted-down sections of paper, old gilt-plastered wooden frame, 
varnish / nicotine staining overall and with signs of (beer?) spillage, and quite a few signatures now illegible as a 
consequence of fading and wear , but otherwise a well-preserved wartime relic of the highest rarity £3000-5000 


By way of illustrating the pedigree of the signatures, the following dozen or so examples have been chosen, many of them with 
obvious association with R.A.F. Tangmere: 

'R. R. Atcherley' 

Actually Richard Llewellyn Roger Atcherley, afterwards Air Commodore, C.B.E., A.F.C. and Bar, and the twin brother of David 
"Batchy" Atcherley, C.B.E., D.S.O., D.F.C. (see A Pride of Unicorns by John Pudney). 
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'John R. D. Braham, W./Cdr.' 

The celebrated night fighter "Bob" Braham, who equalled John "Cat's Eyes" Cunnigham's score of 19 victories, winning three D.S.Os 
and three D.F.Cs in the process. 

'E. F. J. Charles, W./C., Tangmere' 

A noted ace who claimed a total of 15 confirmed victories in Spitfires in 1941 and 1943, winning a D.S.O. and two D.F.Cs in the 
process. 

'J. Checkers' 

A highly successful New Zealander ace, with 14 victories to his credit and the D.S.O. and D.F.C. (see his Road to Biggin Hill). 

D. Crowley-Milling' 

Later Air Marshal Sir Denis Crowley-Milling, K.C.B., C.B.E., D.S.O., D.F.C., an ace who served in Hurricanes of No. 242 Squadron in 
the Battle of Britain and added to his score in Spitfires of 610 Squadron in 1941 -42. 

'Al Deere' 

The famous New Zealander ace who claimed at least 1 7 confirmed victories, winning the D.S.O. and two D.F.Cs in the process (see his 
autobiography Nine Lives , and Dix Noonan Webb, 2 April 2003, Lot 66). 

'Jim Hallowes, ex-43' 

A famous ace who claimed at least 1 7 victories, the majority of them in Hurricanes of No. 43 Squadron ("The Fighting Cocks") during 
the fall of France and the Battle of Britain, winning a D.F.C. and two D.F.Ms in the process. 

'Taffy Higginson, S./L.' 

The 56 Squadron Fall of France and Battle of Britain ace with 12 victories to his credit, and the D.F.C. and D.F.M. 

'H. Jacobs, F./Lt., Jacko' 

A night fighter Navigator who shared in the destruction of at least five enemy aircraft with Bob Braham, winning two D.F.Cs in the 
process (for further details see Dix Noonan Webb, 2 March 2005, Lot 996). 

'G. Jameson, Jamie' 

George Esmond "Jamie" Jameson, the highest scoring New Zealander night fighter ace of the War, with a D.S.O. and two D.F.Cs to his 
credit. 

'J. E. Johnson, 144 Wing' 

The highest scoring British ace of the War, a household name with three D.S.Os and two D.F.Cs to his credit (see his autobiography, 
Wing Leader). 

'George Keefer (126 Wing)' 

The famous Canadian ace with 12 victories to his credit and two D.S.Os and two D.F.Cs. 

'Roy Lane' 

One of the more poignant signatures - having flown in the Battle of Britain in No. 43 Squadron ("The Fighting Cocks"), he went out to 
Burma as an R.A.F. Liaison Officer in the Chindits and was murdered by the Japanese after being brought down over the jungle. 

'Bobby Oxspring, W./C.' 

The famous Battle of Britain ace and Wing Leader who claimed 14 victories before the War's end, winning three D.F.Cs in the process 
(see his autobiography, Spitfire Command). 

'A. G. Page' 

The gallant Geoffrey Page, who claimed an enemy aircraft for each of the operations he had to endure as a founder member of the 
Guinea Pig Club, winning the D.S.O. and two D.F.Cs in the process (see his Tale of a Guinea Pig). 

'J. G. Pattison, F./L.' 

A New Zealander who fought in the Battle of Britain with 92 and 266 Squadrons and ended the War with a D.S.O. and D.F.C. 

'James Rankin' 

One of the most successful British aces to emerge from the War, "Jamie" Rankin claimed over 20 victories in Spitfires of 92 Squadron 
and with the Biggin Hill Wing, winning two D.S.Os and two D.F.Cs in the process. 

'D. J. Scott, D.S.O., D.F.C. (2), R.N.Z.A.F., 486 (N.Z.)' 

One of the most highly decorated New Zealander aces of the war, claimed his victories in Hurricanes of No. 3 Squadron and in 
Typhoons of No. 486 Squadrons, and winning the D.S.O, and two D.F.Cs in the process. He was also C.O. of the Tangmere Typhoon 
Wing (see his Typhoon Pilot). 

'E. H. Thomas' 

A Battle of Britain veteran and ace, who ended the War with the D.S.O. and two D.F.Cs to his credit. 

'R. H. Thomas' 

A Battle of Britain veteran who ended the War with a D.S.O. and D.F.C. to his credit. He was appointed a Wing Leader at Tangmere in 
July 1943.

Leonard Reginald "Len" Cook was decorated for his services as an Air Bomber in Lancasters of No. 50 Squadron, the recommendation 
stating: 

This airman has completed a very successful tour of operational duty during which he has attacked many of the enemy's most 
important targets in Germany and Italy. On the night of 20-21 June 1943, during a sortie against Friedrichshafen, his aircraft was 
attacked by three Ju. 88s during the bombing run. Nevertheless, Flight Sergeant Cook continued calmly to guide his pilot to the target. 
In the face of the enemy, this airman has always performed his allotted task with cool confidence and a high degree of skill.' 

Cook, who also participated in the famous Peenemunde raid on 17 August 1943, in Pilot Officer J. H. Mason's aircraft, was later 
commissioned in the Royal Air Force Volunteer Reserve. His D.F.M. was announced in the London Gazette of 7 December 1943. 

Bernard George Kemp was decorated for his services in Sunderlands of No. 230 Squadron, the recommendation stating: 

This airman is first Wireless Operator / Air Gunner on a Sunderland aircraft. His work has been of outstanding quality and has involved 
nearly 1,000 hours operational flying. He took part with distinction in all the evacuation operations off Yugoslavia, Greece and Crete. 
At one time, his wireless set was the only link between Air Headquarters, Crete, and the British forces in Southern Greece. His work has 
been of a standard which is seldom attained.' 

His award was announced in the London Gazette of 7 July 1942 and by the following year he was back on operations with No. 53 
Squadron. Sadly, however, his Liberator failed to return from an operation on 18 July 1943. The son of George and Isabel Kemp of 
Catford, London, he was just 22 years of age, and has no known grave. 

Robert Stewner was decorated for his services in Wellingtons of No. 40 Squadron, the recommendation stating: 

This N.C.O. joined No. 40 Squadron on 29 April 1942, and after carrying out four operational sorties against the enemy as a 2nd Pilot, 
was promoted to the captaincy of a crew early in July. He has since carried out 14 further operations as Captain of Aircraft. He is a pilot 
of outstanding ability and his operations have been characterised by a display of courage and daring. For example, on the night of 29 
July 1942, when detailed to attack shipping at Tobruk, intense and accurate A.A. fire was encountered, shells bursting at the same 
height of the aircraft. Searchlights were effective but Flight Sergeant Stewner took violent evasive action and successfully bombed the 
target. On numerous occasions, despite intense enemy opposition, he has continued with his task regardless of danger and no thought 
other than the successful bombing of the target allotted him. This N.C.O. has at all times displayed devotion to duty of the highest order 
and has set an example to the remainder of the Squadron which has had an outstanding effect on all personnel.' 

Described in one confidential report as a good officer 'but rather young and wild', the gallant Stewner returned to operations in 
Liberators of No. 355 Squadron in July 1944, and raised his tally of sorties to 44. The award of his D.F.M. was announced in the 
London Gazette of 4 December 1942; sold with extensive copied service record.

George Fletcher MacMunn was born on 14 August 1869 and was educated at Kensington School. He entered the Royal Artillery in 
1888. Served in Upper Burma in the Irrawwady Column, 1892, was wounded and mentioned in despatches and awarded the D.S.O. 
for the Defence of Sadon. Then served in the Sima Column, 1893; Kohat Field Force, 1897, and Tirah Expedition, 1897-98. He then 
served in South Africa with the Artillery and Staff, was wounded and twice mentioned in despatches and received the brevet of Major. 
Served in the Great War in Gallipoli and Mesopotamia, being twelve times mentioned in despatches, received the brevet of Colonel 
and was awarded the C.B., K.C.B., C.S.I., K.C.S.I. Was appointed C-in-C. Mesopotamia, 1919-20 and Quartermaster General, India, 
1920-24. A prolific author, he died on 23 August 1952. With copied research on the recipient.

Kenyon Tilden Gilson was recommended for an immediate D.S.O. while serving on attachment to H.Q. 6th (South African) Armoured 
Division in 13 Corps: 

Tor conspicuous gallantry and outstanding leadership under enemy fire. During the advance of 6th S.A. Armoured Division from 
Radda to Greve, the Divisional Engineers built five Bailey Bridges under intense enemy shell and mortar fire, under the personal 
direction of Lieutenant-Colonel Gilson, whose cheerful devotion to duty and complete disregard of personal safety largely contributed 
to keeping the speed of the Division's advance. Eventually, on 23 July 1944, just south of Greve, particularly heavy enemy shell fire 
had driven the Engineers from their position, but in order to maintain the impetus of the advance, Lieutenant-Colonel Gilson, in spite of 
this particularly heavy fire, insisted on personally visiting the site to complete his reconnaissance, and calmly carried on his 
reconnaissance until wounded so seriously that he had to be evacuated.' 

Gilson had earlier been mentioned in despatches for his services in the 8th Army in North Africa (London Gazette 30 June 1942 
refers), and he was finally demobilised in June 1946.

The superb 'Operation Nimrod' and 'Operation Corporate' group of five awarded to Warrant Officer J. V. Thompson, 
Special Air Service, formerly Royal Army Ordnance Corps, whose unique and extraordinary service saw him present 
during two of the 'The Regiment's' most successful operations of the modern era, encompassing both the Iranian 
Embassy Siege in May 1980 as one of the four members of 'A' Squadron attached to what was a 'B' Squadron 
operation, and then two years later, as a result of his changing squadrons from 'A' to 'G' he took part in this 
Squadron's covert intelligence gathering operations during the Falklands War, which saw his four-man patrol 
embedded on the Island some three weeks prior to the allied invasion - as it turned out had he remained with his old 
squadron he would have missed the Falklands War altogether as they were kept back on home duties

John Vincent Thompson enlisted into the Royal Electrical Mechanical Engineers Junior Leaders in 1959, aged 17, taking up his man 
service the following year. He successfully completed his parachute training, and, staying with the R.E.M.E. joined the Parachute 
Brigade in 1962, being posted to Cyprus on New Years day 1964. He was amongst the first British Paras to remove their red berets and 
exchange them for the light blue beret of the United Nations, when the U.N. took over responsibility for peacekeeping operations in 
Cyprus on 27 March 1964. 

Thompson transferred to the Royal Army Ordnance Corps, Parachute Brigade in 1969 and five years later in 1974, together with his 
Brigadier, gained the rare distinction of being presented at a parade with the Republic of Korea Service Medal on the completion of a 
one-year posting in Korea on a Commonwealth Liaison Mission. 

In 1978 he successfully applied for and completed his S.A.S. selection and was posted to Boat Troop, 'A' Squadron. 

Operation Nimrod 

On the morning of 30 April 1980 six armed gunmen took 26 people hostage at the Iranian Embassy in South Kensington. As a result a 
coded message was sent to S.A.S. H.Q. in Hereford requesting immediate assistance and 'B' Squadron, whose turn it was to act as the 
Counter-Terrorism Team were soon rushed to the scene. Thompson's own involvement in the Siege happened quite by chance three 
days later when 'B' Squadron requested additional support. Thompson and three of his 'A' Squadron colleagues happened to be leaving 
camp on their way to watch Liverpool play Arsenal in a third replay of the F.A. Cup semi-final, when an M.O.D. Policeman stopped 
them and told them that they were to attach themselves to "B' Squadron for the duration of the siege with immediate effect. They were 
taken to London by a Chinook helicopter and at the time were not at all impressed at missing the football match. 

Two days later, on 5 May 1980 at 19:24hrs, following the shooting by the terrorists of one of the hostages the fifty-five men of the S.A.S. 
began their rescue mission. Thompson and his three 'A' Squadron colleagues were split into two pairs and assigned the important roll 
of assaulting the front and rear of the building from the ground level. Thompson and his partner were given the front of the building 
where they successfully fired numerous gas canisters through the four first floor windows. He and his partner had to be alert and ready 
at all times for the terrorists in case they tried try to shoot their way out of the building, and in the actual event had to deal with various 
guns and hand grenades that were thrown out of the windows by the terrorists as well as deal with the hostage reception. The raid 
lasted 1 7 minutes in total and by the end of it five of the six terrorists were dead. One hostage was killed by the terrorists in the raid and 
two others wounded. 

The following year Thompson transferred from Boat Troop, 'A' Squadron to Boat Troop, 'G' Squadron, a somewhat fortuitous move as 
it turned out for an elite soldier seeking action, as the following year his old squadron were destined not to take part in the Falklands 
Conflict being kept back in the essential roll of homeland security. 

The Falklands 

During the Falklands War Thompson with the rest of 'G' Squadron were inserted by helicopter at night in four-man patrols, some three 
weeks prior to the invasion. Thompson's Patrol Commander was awarded an M.M. for this action and his citation which was published 
in the London Gazette gives detail of their mission: 

'Inserted by helicopter from the Naval Task Force at a distance of 120 miles from the islands, he maintained observations of the enemy 
movement and dispositions in the Bluff Cove, West Stanley areas for a period of 28 days. In a totally hostile environment, with the only 
protection from ground and air search provided by the skill and stealth of his patrol, the reporting was both accurate and timely. 

In order to obtain the detail of the enemy disposition he was required to move his observation position to close and often obvious 
positions to gain the intelligence required. This he did with great courage and skill knowing that if compromised his patrol could not 
have been extracted from any predicament caused by enemy action. In addition he communicated his information in an environment 
where the enemy were known to possess a Direction Finding capability.' 

Following the success of this mission Thompson was employed in fighting patrols for the duration of the conflict. As well as the M.M. to 
his Patrol Commander, one other member of his four-man patrol received an M.I.D. 

Warrant Officer I John Vincent Thompson left the Special Air Service on 13 January 1983, aged 40 on completion of 23 years and 77 
days service. He immediately took up a job in the Royal Oman Police Special Task Force and also the Sultan's Special Force Oman, 
with whom he served in the rank of Major between 1983 and 1988. 

On returning to the UK he was active in the security industry, involved in the close protection of several well-known personalities, until 
retiring at 65. During the last 5 years, he has remained reasonably fit by becoming a 1st Dan Black Belt in Martial Arts, a National 
Swimming Lifeguard and running several marathons, including the London and Snowdonia. As well as running these for military 
charities, he also walked up to Everest Base Camp earning a reasonable amount for Help for Heroes. 

However, as he himself says, the real reason for doing these was to ensure that his friends know that this is not YET an obituary!

Charles Lonsdale Robertson was born in Tunbridge Wells on 13 February 1867. He entered the Army in 1886 as a Lieutenant in the 
Royal Engineers on 24 July of that year. Robertson was employed on Survey duties with the Waziristan Delimitation Escort in 1894, 
including the action at Wano, and in a similar capacity with the Waziristan Field Force in 1894-95, under Sir William Lockhart. 
Promoted to Captain in December 1896, he was next employed on Survey duties with the Malakand Field Force on the North West 
Frontier from August 1897 to January 1898, including the action at Landakai, Mohmand (Despatches London Gazette 11 January 
1898). He was attached temporarily to the Headquarters of the Mohmand Field Force, and afterwards to the Buner Field Force, for 
Survey duties, including the attack and capture of the Tanga Pass. 

A contemporary news cutting accompanying the group tells of an alarming incident that occurred during Robertson's service in India: 
'Lieutenant Robertson, R.E., recently had a very narrow escape. He was out riding and met a Ghazi champion runner, and offered to 
race him. Being defeated in the contest the Ghazi attacked Lieut. Robertson with his "tulway," inflicting a severe gash upon his neck, 
which brought the officer to the ground. The faithful horse defended his master from further injury by kicking at the Ghazi and 
attempting to bite him, and but for this affectionate behaviour the Ghazi would doubtless have succeeded in killing the young officer. 
The Ghazi was secured by two natives and subsequently hanged.' 

Roberston subsequently took part in the Mishmi Expedition (Despatches) and in 1902 was one of two Survey Officers appointed to 
accompany Sir Thomas Holdich, K.C.I.E., C.B., R.E., to form the Chile-Argentine Boundary Commission. They went out to South 
America early in 1902 and returned after eight months' work in the field. The difficulty of determining the true watershed had been 
very great, but the result was eminently successful. The award of King Edward VII was based on the report of the Commission and 
signed in November 1902 to the satisfaction of both disputants. Robertson was created C.M.G. for this work. Sir Thomas Holdich 
published his experiences on this Commission in a book entitled Countries of the King's Award. 

Robertson received promotion to Major in April 1905 and to Lieutenant-Colonel in September 1913. Continuing his survey work in 
India during the Great War, he was appointed Superintendent of the Survey of India in 1919 and retired in 1921.

John Morison was born on 6 November 1879, son of Donald Morison, M.D., a medical missionary in Bengal. He was educated at 
George Watson's College in Edinburgh and at Glasgow University where he graduated with honours in 1901. After completing a series 
of house appointments he entered industry, but in 1906 was successful in the I.M.S. entrance examination. During study leave from 
service in the military department he obtained the D.P.H. in 1914. He was on active service throughout the first world war and was 
mentioned in despatches. 

After the war he was appointed to the research department and held a series of laboratory appointments in various parts of India. While 
officiating as director of the Pasteur Institute of Rangoon in 1927, he was visited by Professor d'Herelle, who filled him with enthusiasm 
for research into bacteriophage, with the prospect of wiping out cholera and bacterial dysentery by treating both water supplies and 
patients. He started manufacture on a modest scale in Rangoon, but on his transfer to Assam as substantive director of the Institute in 
Shillong he let his enthusiasm have full rein and started manufacture and distribution on a large scale. In those early days, when the 
high degree of type specificity of bacteriophage was unknown and the electron microscope a thing of the future, he had the 
mortification of seeing his promised land of freedom from cholera and bacterial dysentery fade away, but he never abandoned his faith 
or lost his enthusiasm. In 1932 he was appointed C.I.E., and in 1934 he retired on account of age. In Edinburgh, where he lived until 
his death, he joined the laboratories of the Royal College of Physicians of Edinburgh, where he worked for a number of years, later 
transferring to the Usher Institute to work on epidemiology. He was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society of Edinburgh, and died in that 
city on 21 February 1971.

Arthur Hunter Buist was born on 3 January 1871, and was first commissioned 
from the Militia as 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Scots Fusiliers on 9 September 
1891. He became Lieutenant in February 1894 and transferred to the Indian Staff 
Corps in August 1896, joining the 25th Punjabis in April 1897. He took part in 
the campaign on the Punjab Frontier 1897-98, including operations with the 
Tochi Field Force (Medal with clasp). Buist transferred to the Queen's Own Corps 
of Guides in 1899, being promoted to Captain in July 1903 and Major in 
September 1909. He took part in the Durbar celebrations of 1911 and was 
appointed M.V.O. 4th Class on 10 January 1912, on the occasion of their 
Majesties Visit to India 1911-12. He was in France in 1914 with the 7th Indian 
Division, on the North West Frontier (Tochi Vallety) in 1915-16, and 
subsequently commanded the Guides Infantry in Palestine in Allenby's 
campaign. 

According to his obituary, 'Buster/ as he was known to all his friends, was a most 
lovable character. He excelled at all games which came naturally to him. It was 
acknowledged, generally, that he was one of the finest polo players of his day. 
He was a scratch golfer, and won the Northern India golf championship as a 
subaltern, a captain, and a major. At tennis he excelled also, but at his best there 
was no one in Northern India to extend him, or he might have risen to any 
height. He was the last Commandant of the Corps of Guides, which was split up 
into two separate units, Cavalry and Infantry, during the 1914-18 war. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Buist died at Hove on 28 June 1946, aged 75.

List for April 1945. Mentioned in despatches for Burma. 

Rahim Ali served during the War of 1914-21: Egypt, August 1915; France, November 1914 to May 1915; Egypt, May 1915; Iraq, 
December 1915 to 1918; Egypt, January 191 8 to 11 November 1918 (Wounded, I.O.M.). Served in Waziristan 1922-24.

Subadar Rasul Khan, South Waziristan Scouts. 

This Indian officer displayed great gallantry and devotion to duty. Under heavy fire for a long period on the 14th April 1938, he 
continually exposed himself to hostile fire with complete disregard to his own personal safety. He encouraged his men both by word of 
mouth and by personal example. As senior Indian officer with the patrol he was of the greatest assistance to Lieutenant Alderman who 
was left in command after Captain I. D. B. Derwar had been killed. His long experience of the Frontier was of inestimable value to 
Lieutenant Alderman who had only just joined this Corps. 

Subadar Rasul Khan was indefatigalble in his efforts to make the patrol safe for the night against vastly superior numbers of tribesmen. 
Although ammunition had run short and the position was critical until more ammunition had been dropped by aircraft, he reassured his 
men by his entire disregard for his own safety. Calm and collected throughout, he inspired confidence in others.' 

M.I.D. London Gazette 17 October 1939: 'For distinguished services rendered in connection with the operations in Waziristan, North 
West Frontier of India, 16th December 1937, to 31 st December 1938.' 

The following account of the Dargai Sar action is taken from Frontier Scouts by Charles Chenevix Trench: 

'Meanwhile Dewar on the peak had been ordered by helio to move northwards and join up with Wood's gasht. Leaving Alderman on 
top with three platoons, he took the other three down the ridge. Almost immediately he encountered large numbers of tribesmen and 
was killed. Subadar Rasul Khan withdrew the platoon to the peak, bringing Dewar's body with him. The enemy were closing round 
Alderman, but with six platoons he was able to move the gasht to a strong position on top of the hill where they were surrounded. Air- 
support was summoned by carrier-pigeon and during the afternoon planes were often overhead, bombing and machine-gunning, which 
encouraged the Scouts even though the enemy were not greatly incommoded. 

It was Alderman's first gasht, and his first experience of being shot at. Scouts were very expert at looking after themselves in noisy 
situations, and he had Subadar Rasul Khan, the big, bearded Akora Khattak, clam and capable. His platoons were a good mixture of 
Khattaks, Orakzais and Mohmands. They organised an all-round defence of the boulders on the peak, saw to the wounded and 
checked up on ammunition. Late in the afternoon, under continuous sniping and despite strict fire-control, ammunition was running 
rather low. As they would obviously have to stay there until relieved, they sent off the second pair of pigeons with an urgent request for 
more ammunition, grenades and Very lights. These were duly delivered, but the dropping equipment was at Miranshah and for his last 
drop, late in the evening, the pilot reckoned he would not have time to fly there, load up and return before dark. So he landed on the 
emergency strip of Sararogha, only ten miles away, and while men brought out what the gasht needed, he improvised a parachute from 
strong cord and a Mess tablecloth. Just as it was getting dark, with the Scouts down to ten rounds a man and the Mahsuds closing round 
and calling on them to surrender, he was back over them, flying low and slow. The spread tablecloth with the boxes swinging below 
landed within a few feet of the peak. 

There was no serious night-attack. Faced by one hundred and fifty Scouts, concentrated in a strong position and well-found, the 
Mahsuds sensibly refused battle. When Wood's gasht climbed up the ridge in the morning, not a shot was fired at them.' 

In addition to Rasul Khan's I.O.M., an M.C. and three I.D.S.Ms were awarded for the Dargai Sar operations. Flight Lieutenant George 
Jackson, the intrepid pilot who made four flights in his Westland Wapiti biplane to resupply the beleaguered Scouts, was awarded a 
well-earned D.F.C. for his part.

'On the night of 25/26 March, 1920, when operating near Lefke (Anatolia), this officer was ordered to destroy Lefka Bridge. Although 
subjected to enemy rifle and machine-gun fire at close range, he gallantly carried out the task allotted to him. Throughout the operation 
Major Grimshaw set a fine example to his men'. 

M.I.D. London Gazette 14 January 1921. 

Edmund Usher Grimshaw was born on 3 March 1878 and was educated at St. Edward's School, Summertown. He was first 
commissioned a 2nd Lieutenant in the Miliford Haven Division of the Royal Engineers (Militia) in January 1904. In the Great War he 
entered the Egyptian Theatre of war as a Captain on 3 July 1915. He served in Gallipoli where he was wounded, and in April 191 8 was 
appointed an Acting Major. In July 1918 he commanded 72 Field Company R.E. which accompanied the 39th Brigade to Persia in 
support of the Dunsterville Mission. The unit was lent to the 'Persian Lines of Communications', working in the Hamadan region. In 
December 1918 the unit was ordered to Baku, after the re-occupation of the Caspian Sea port. Leaving Baku in September 1919, the 
unit proceeded to Batoum on the Black Sea and thence to Constantinople for demobilization. Major Grimshaw won his M.C. for 
destroying the bridge at Lefke (Osmaneli), in Anatolia, on 25/26 March 1920, whilst under fire. This was at a time of the allied 
intervention in Anatolia and prior to the resumption of hostilities in the struggle for Western Anatolia during the Greco-Turkish War of 
1919-22. In June 1921 Major Grimshaw was appointed commanding officer of 55 Field Company R.E. Major Grimshaw later lived at 
Friars Hill, Wicklow, Co. Wicklow - a property he bequeathed to his batman upon his death. The M.C., one of 80 for 1920, is one of 
only 4 for the 'Army of the Black Sea'.

He saw further action 
in the Third Afghan War of 1919, and the campaigns in Waziristan between 
1919 and 1921. He was promoted to Subadar on 16 September 1929, and 
distinguished himself in the campaigns against the Mohmands in 1933 and 1935, 
being mentioned in despatches for the first campaign and awarded the I.D.S.M. 
for the second. He was awarded the Order of British India 1st Class in August 
1937, which carried the title Sardar Bahadur, and probably retired at about this 
time as his name does not appear in the Army List for 1939. In addition to the O. 
B.I., 1st Class, he is also entitled to the 1914-15 Trio and I.G.S. 1908-35 with 4 
clasps, for Afghanistan N.W.F. 1919, Waziristan 1919-21, Mohmand 1933 and 
North West Frontier 1935.

'On the 18th March last an excited and unruly mob of Muhammadans estimated to number twenty thousand attempted to take the 
body of a Muhammadan, who was executed for murder, in procession through the streets of Karachi. The density of the crowd made 
communication between the police at the graveyard and at headquarters most difficult and dangerous. Sergeant Farmer volunteered to 
get in touch with them and when information was received that the procession was actually approaching nearer the City, Sergeant 
Farmer proceeded in a car with a military officer, two Honorary Magistrates and a detachment of military and police in motor lorries to 
intercept it at a certain point. The head of the procession however had already passed the point of interception and the lorries 
conveying the military and police were forced to halt as they could make no headway through the dense crowd. Sergeant Farmer's car 
managed to go with the stream until it reached the head of the procession when the crowd stopped and stoned it, smashing the 
windscreen. Sergeant Farmer got out of the car to stop the attack and was struck with stones and sticks, and injured. Both the Honorary 
Magistrates also received injuries from stones, one in the ribs and the other a deep gash on the jaw. With the assistance of a plain 
clothes Inspector who happened to be on the scene the mob's attention was diverted, which enabled the driver to start up and drive 
away the car. Sergeant Farmer managed to drag himself into it amid a shower of stones and lathi blows. His action in facing the mob 
undoubtedly helped the party to extricate themselves from a very dangerous situation. His conspicuous courage and devotion to duty in 
the midst of an excited mob is worthy of the highest praise and recognition'. 

Bar to Indian Police Medal Gazette of India 11 May 1940: 

'Sind. On 5th August 1939, at about 11 a.m. one Amir made a murderous attack on a prostitute near the Denso Hall in Karachi. A large 
crowd collected to watch the murderer, who kept on stabbing his unfortunate victim; but none dared to interfere. Sergeant Farmer, who 
was off duty but happened to be passing by in a gharry, heard the woman's screams and came to the rescue. Though himself unarmed 
the Sergeant pushed through the crowd grappled with the murderer and forced him to drop the knife. Having secured the murderer, the 
Sergeant rendered what first aid he could to the dying woman and sent her off to hospital in an ambulance. Sergeant Farmer's action in 
tackling a man filled with blood-lust and still engaged in stabbing his victim showed great courage and devotion to duty'. 

Trevor Mervyn Farmer was born in India on 21 October 1892. By occupation a Dairy Farmer, on enlistment his father was listed as a 
Captain serving at Station Hospital, Lucknow. He declared previous service with the Simla Volunteer Rifles, 1906-08 and the 
Cawnpore Volunteer Rifles Mounted Corps, 1909-12. He enlisted into the 1 /4th Battalion Dorset Regiment in February 1916 but 
appears to have been immediately transferred to the Supply and Transport Corps as a Sergeant. With the Corps he saw service in 
Mesopotamia during the Great War. In August 1918 he was discharged to a commission in the Indian Army and served with the 40th 
Mule Corps and later 62nd Pony Corps in Waziristan and later Iraq. His papers show he was fluent in Urdu and spoke colloquial 
Arabic, Bengali and Punjabi. Farmer married in June 1916 at Lucknow. Lieutenant Farmer was discharged in March 1921 and 
subsequently saw service with the Indian Police. 

One of 20 recipients of the Indian Police Medal bar for gallantry - of which only six were awarded to Europeans.

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Maharajah of Burdwan's Medal for Gallant Conduct at the Burning of H.M.S. Goliath 1875, silver (H. Marling) brooch 
marks to reverse, otherwise nearly very fine and scarce £600-800 

H.M.S. Goliath was a training ship lent by the Royal Navy to Forest Gate School Board in 1870 . Moored off Grays, Essex, it held some 
450 orphan boys, mostly from the East End of London and was used for training in Naval Service. On 22 December 1875 a fire 
accidentally broke out in the lamp-room and the ship was completely destroyed. One officer and 19 boys are believed to have died in 
the disaster. As reported in The Times of 1 January 1876, the Coroner said, 'Every boy behaved himself like a man. Had they not been 
well disciplined, calamity would have been widespread, but they were free from all panic and tumult. The 14-year-old boy who 
dropped the lighted lamp in the lamp-room gave his evidence in an honest and manly way, as did all concerned.' 

Such was the conduct of the boys that the Maharajah of Burdwan wrote to The Times expressing his desire to award a medal, through 
the Lord Mayor of London, to those boys who had particularly distinguished themselves: 

'Sir, Having read with the greatest admiration the account of the heroic conduct displayed by some of the boys of the training ship 
Goliath on occasion of the recent destruction by fire of that ill-fated vessel, I have felt a strong wish to present a silver medal to each of 
those who signally distinguished themselves on that occasion. I may have been forestalled in this wish, but I trust that I may be allowed 
to do something of the kind, as, coming from India, it will prove to the boys that deeds like theirs have not merely a local fame, but are 
marked and appreciated by their fellow subjects in the most distant parts of Her Majesty's Empire ...' (Extract from The Times , 22 
February 1876).

A total of 46 M.G.S. Medals were issued to officers and men of the H.E.I.C. Service, 16 of whom also received the Army of India 
Medal, this probably being an unique combination of medals and clasps to the H.E.I.C. army. Only 13 medals were issued with the 
combination of Ava and Bhurtpoor, the two most common clasps and yet one of the rarest combinations. 

Robert Seymour, the son of Anthony Seymour, merchant, and Ann, nee Piding, was born in St Petersburg on 5 December 1789. He 
arrived in India as an Ensign in 1805 and was posted to the 13th Bengal N.L Between 1811 and 1816 he did duty with the Bengal 
Volunteers, comprised of sepoys who had volunteered to serve overseas. In August 1811 he took part in Sir Samuel Auchmuty's 
successful expedition to Java which secured the last settlement in the East Indies in the possession of the Batavian Republic for the 
Government of Calcutta. 

The following year Lieutenant Seymour served as Commissary of Provisions on the expedition to Palimbang in Sumatra, and in 1813 he 
was Acting Fort Adjutant and Paymaster at Banca. He returned to his parent regiment and served with the 2nd Battalion during the 
Third Mahratta War, taking part in the sieges and captures of Mandala and Asseerghur. Promoted Captain while on furlough in 1823, 
he was transferred in 1824 to the 26th N.L (late 1/13th N.L). 

During the First Burma War he was 'slightly wounded in action against the enemy' on 27 March 1825 (London Gazette 6 October 
1825). At the Siege of Bhurtpoor in 1826, he was Major of Brigade, 4th Brigade, 1st Division. The next year he was appointed Brigade 
Major to the Establishment at Cuttack, and was afterwards appointed D.A.A.G. to the Presidency Division. Posted Lieutenant-Colonel to 
the 34th N.L on 10 September 1834, he was transferred successively to the rolls of the 74th N.L, 22nd N.L and 21st N.L Seymour 
retired in 1841 and was made Honorary Colonel in 1854. He died at 8 Crompton Crescent, London, on 3 December 1 868.

Charles Vernon Jenkins was born in Calcutta on 5 April 1830, and was educated in classics and mathematics at the Rev. J. E. Bromley's 
School in England. He was commissioned as Ensign on 20 January 1848 and posted to the 47th Bengal Native Infantry, being promoted 
to Lieutenant in October 1851. On 5 June 1857, caught up in the outbreak of the Indian Mutiny, Jenkins, attached to the 2nd Oudh 
Infantry at Sultanpore, together with his wife and family and 35 other ladies, gentlemen and children, arrived at Mulloopore, about 26 
miles from Allahabad, where they were attacked by a mob of hostile villagers. They were recognized by Sepoys Shiunath Upadhya and 
Janki Upadhya of the 47th N.I., who were returning from furlough, and at once came to their aid and brought them food and supplies. 
When the approach of a swarm of insurgents made it necessary for the refugees to split up into small parties, these faithful Brahman 
Sepoys offered to procure Hindustani clothing for Lieutenant Jenkins and his family, and to smuggle them in disguise into Mirzapore. 
This was rendered unnecessary by the action of a loyal Zemindar, Munshi Ajit Singh, who provided the fugitives with dhoolies, camels 
and elephants, and an escort of 150 men to Allahabad. But until they reached their destination, these two loyal brothers were untiring 
in their efforts to get them supplies, especially milk for the ladies and children. For their devotion in this perilous situation, both Sepoys 
were promoted to Havildar and received the Indian Order of Merit. Jenkins afterwards served with the 47th, who had remained loyal 
during the Mutiny, in the campaign in China.

Further promotions followed, being advanced to Assistant Surgeon 1 st Class with 
the rank of Conductor in April 1914 and then to Senior Assistant Surgeon with the honorary rank of Lieutenant in the Indian Medical 
Department in June 1915.

Henry Graham Gauntlett was born at Karachi on 8 December 1887, and 
educated at Harrow and R.M. College, Sandhurst. He was commissioned into the 
York and Lancaster Regiment as 2nd Lieutenant on 14 October 1908, becoming 
Lieutenant in February 1911. Promoted to Captain in March 1915, he transferred 
to the Lincolnshire Regiment, and was employed with the Machine Gun Corps 
from April 1916 to September 1918. Gauntlett served in France and Belgium 
from 12 January to 16 May 1915, 5 October 1915 to 19 January 1916, 10 April 
1916 to 13 October 1917, and 12 January to 28 October 1918. He was twice 
wounded during the war.

John Studholme Brownrigg was born in London in March 1786, youngest son of 
Lieutenant J. S. Brownrigg, 38th Foot. A Cadet of the 1800 season, he arrived in 
India in August 1801 and was commissioned Ensign in the 12th Bengal Native 
Infantry in November 1801. He was promoted to Lieutenant in September 1803 
and served under General Lake with the 12th N.L in the second Mahratta war, 
being present at the battle of Laswarree, 1 November 1803, 'as fierce a fight as 
was ever fought by men.' 

Brownrigg transferred to the 8th N.L, and was Adjutant and Quartermaster of that 
unit 1805-10. He was present at the capture of Java in August 1811 but neither 
claimed nor received the medal for that campaign.

1820, having been promoted Captain in February 1815. Captain Brownrigg 
represented Boston as a Member of Parliament from January 1835 until his 
retirement in 1847.

James Cock was born in Glasgow on 16 July 1 780. A Cadet of the 1 795 season, 
he was gazetted Ensign on 11 October 1796, and arrived in India in February 
1797, where he was posted to the 7th Bengal Native Infantry and promoted to 
Lieutenant in the following October. He was transferred to the 1/18th N.I. in May 
1800 and served with a detachment under the command of Colonel P. Powell, 
when he defeated the Nawab Rumsham Bahadur, at Kora in Bundelkhand. He 
served during the second Mahratta war as part of General Lake's Grand Army, 
and was present at the siege and capture of Deig, 11 th-23rd December 1804, 
and at the unsuccessful siege of Bhurtpore in January and February 1805. 

Promoted to Captain in September 1807, he transferred to the 2/21 st N.I., with 
which unit he served during the Nepaul campaign of 1814-15, in command of a 
small detachment on the Morung Frontier, which compelled the enemy to 
evacuate a stockade. 

Promoted to Major in May 1815, he served again during the Nepaul campaign of 1815-16, in command of a Wing of his regiment 
during the successful attack on the stockaded heights of Fort Harriharpur. At the conclusion of hostilities he was ordered to proceed 
with his Wing across the Hills and down the bed of the Bognutty River, to ascertain if any route was practicable for troops. Cock was 
promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel in March 1821, transferred to the 1/12th N.I., and was appointed Commandant of that corps in May 
1824, becoming Colonel in June 1829. In April 1836, he unsuccessfully petitioned to be recommended to His Majesty to be appointed 
a Companion of the Bath. He commanded the Station at Barrackpore in 1837-38, was appointed to the command of the Benares 
Division in May 1838, received promotion to Major-General in June of the same year, and was appointed Colonel of the 9th Native 
Infantry in 1846. 

Major-General Cock died at his home, Hopton Hall, Suffolk, on 1 7 March 1851.

Sergeant H. D. Vivian was one of the Explosion Party at the capture of the 
Fortress at Ghuznee. 

The following account is taken from the history of the Indian Sappers and Miners 
by Lieutenant-Colonel W. E. Sandes: 

The Explosion Party advanced in silence, Durand leading with Macleod in close 
attendance, followed by six men of the H.M.'s 13th Light Infantry, a Subedar and 
fifteen Bengal Sappers carrying powder-bags or bags of earth to tamp the charge, 
Sergeants Robertson and Vivian with the hose [fuse], Peat with another Sergeant 
and a Jemadar and five Bombay Sappers to assist as required with bags of earth or 
to replace casualties, and in rear another small squad of British infantry. When 
about 150 yards from the works, the party was challenged and then fired upon. 
Blue lights flared on the battlements and a general fusillade began, but the fire of 
the covering party disturbed the enemy's aim to such an extent that there were no 
casualties. 

Durand pushed on across the bridge, through the fausse-braye and up to the winding road to the Kabul Gate, while Peat halted in a 
sally port of the fausse-braye after posting the rear party of infantry in a position to repel any attacks from swordsmen. Under the 
superintendence of Durand, Subedar Devi Singh of the Bengal Sappers and Miners laid the first bag containing the end of the powder- 
hose; the other powder-carriers followed, and finally those with the earth for tamping the charge. Each man, having deposited his 
charge, retired under the direction of Macleod along the foot of the massive walls, where he was screened from fire. 

Meanwhile, Durand and Sergeant Robertson were uncoiling the hose towards a sally-port to the right of the gateway, laying it close to 
the wall. The enemy tried to interfere by hurling down stones and clods of earth, but these did no serious damage because most of 
them bounced clear of the attackers. Most fortunately, the end of the hose just reached to the shelter of the sally-port, the existence of 
which was unknown when the hose was prepared, for the length had been designed only to give Durand a slender chance of escape if 
he was forced to flash the train with a pistol to save it from being seized and extinguished by the enemy. At first the port-light would 
not light, and Durand was occupied for some time in trying to ignite it by blowing on the quick-match and port-fire held together. Even 
then, when he had succeeded, the port-fire went out when laid on the ground. The garrison redoubled their efforts with musketry, 
stones, bricks and earth. Then Durand drew his pistol, and telling Robertson to run, prepared to flash the train and probably die in the 
explosion. Robertson, however, refused to leave him and begged him to give the port-fire another chance. He did so, and it burned 
steadily at last. The roar of the guns was deafening, the rattle of musketry incessant, and after calling several times to Peat and receiving 
no answer, Durand and Robertson retreated some distance and lay down to watch the flame of the ignited train run up to the gateway. 
A heavy report and a column of fire smoke showed that the charge had exploded and that the way was open to the stormers; but no 
bugle call rang out and no troops advanced, and after sending Robertson back with an urgent message, Durand made for the nearest 
covering party of infantry to find a bugler. 

The ensuing assault, when it finally came, was met with little resistance and the fortress captured with the loss of only seventeen men 
killed and 165 wounded. The Afghans, however, had over 600 killed, some 1,600 taken prisoner, and an unknown number of 
wounded.

E.M. 2nd Class London Gazette 25 July 1913: His Majesty the King has been graciously pleased to award the Edward Medal of the 
Second Class to Thomas Wagstaff and Allan Holliday under the following circumstances:- 

'On 20th February, 1913, at the Burton Brewery Company's Work, Burton-on-Trent, a number of men were lime-washing the ceiling of 
a hop-press room. On the wall, about two or three feet above the scaffolding on which the men were standing, a shaft was running, 
driving two cog-wheels. One of the men, named Arbon, was leaning over the shaft when he was suddenly caught and dragged into the 
machinery. Holliday, who was standing near, at once seized hold of him and became entangled in the gear-wheels himself. The 
clothes of both men were torn from them, and they were in imminent peril. With great presence of mind Wagstaff seized hold of 
Holliday and succeeded in keeping clear of the cog-wheels. Holliday escaped with very serious injuries, but Arbon unfortunately lost 
his life. There can be no doubt that by their plucky action both Holliday and Wagstaff incurred the gravest risk to their own lives.' 

From the numerous local newspaper reports, the accident was obviously of a very distressing nature. Edwin Arbon, of Heath Road, 
Stapenhill, Burton-on-Trent, who was married but had no children, had his neck broken, his left arm completely torn away, and his 
body shockingly mutilated. 

Holliday, also from Heath Road, Stapenhill, was conscious, but sustained a scalp wound, a dislocated shoulder, and numerous bruises 
about the body. He was married and had ten children. Both men received their Edward Medals from the hands of King George V at 
Buckingham Palace on 12 August 1913. This medal is used as the Illustrative Award' in British Gallantry Awards, Abbott & Tamplin, 
2nd Edition.

Barthropp's remarkable wartime career needs little introduction here, not least since the Lot is accompanied by a signed copy of his 
autobiography, Paddy ; so, too, by a letter of provenance in which he confirms the sale of the above described set of miniatures and by 
a photograph of him wearing them. 

But by way of summary, he first went into action at the height of the Battle of Britain as a Pilot Officer in Spitfires of No. 602 Squadron, 
claiming his first victory in the same month, a score to which he rapidly added in the following year with No. 91 Squadron in 
numerous cross-Channel operations. He was awarded the D.F.C. and rested as an instructor, but quickly gained a reputation for fast 
cars and fast living, on one occasion writing off a two-litre Lagonda in a collision with a London taxi, and on another collecting a fine 
for assaulting a publican when he was refused entry to a dance - the magistrate doubled the fine when Barthropp called him a 'silly old 
bastard.' It was just such incidents that prompted his C.O. to end his spell as an instructor and get him back on operations, and before 
long he reported to No. 122 Squadron. Five days later he was shot down near St. Omer and taken P.O.W., the beginning of a relentless 
chapter of escape activity that never quite paid off, and, by the time he was liberated in Lubeck in May 1945, he was a shadow of his 
former self, having endured the Gestapo, months in solitary confinement and an appalling forced-march. Notwithstanding such 
setbacks, he quickly acquired a Mercedes fire engine, and, with a friend, drove it to Brussels via Hamburg, at which latter city they met 
two ladies who were happy to spend the night with them in return for a tin of corned beef. 

Post-war the gallant Barthropp added the A.F.C. to his accolades but he became increasingly despondent with mounting red-tape and 
pen-pushers - it was said he 'obeyed only the rules he agreed with'. So he was happy to take his 'golden bowler' in 1957 and went on 
to establish a successful luxury car hire business, in addition to being a stalwart supporter of the Battle of Britain Association. Given his 
contention that 'as long as you keep smoking cigarettes and drinking plenty of whisky and tap water - not this rubbish in a bottle - 
you'll go on for ever', he had a good innings, dying in April 2008, aged 87 years.

Freeborn's remarkable wartime career needs little introduction here, not least since the Lot is accompanied by a signed copy of his 
biography, A Tiger's Tale , by Bob Cossey, and a bound copy of his combat reports, with signed presentation inscription; so, too, by a 
selection of photographs, including one of him wearing the above described set of miniatures. 

But by way of summary, he first went into action over Dunkirk in May 1940 as a Flying Officer in Spitfires No. 74 (Tiger) Squadron, 
claiming at least two "kills" in the same month, a score to which he rapidly added during the Battle of Britain and, when finally rested 
in early 1941, he had been with the squadron longer than any other Battle of Britain pilot and flown more operational hours. He had 
also been forced to carry out at least one crash-landing and taken to his parachute on one occasion during the Battle. Awarded the D.F. 
C. in August 1940 and a Bar in February 1941, his score then stood at 11 and two shared destroyed, in addition to numerous 
'probables' and damaged. He later commanded No. 602 and No. 118 Squadrons, prior to being appointed Wing Commander Flying of 
286 Wing in Italy.

Frederick Sears was born in Eastney, Portsmouth, Hampshire on 29 April 1869, the son of James Sears and Jane Rowe. He was 
educated at the Greenwich Hospital School and enlisted into the Royal Marines on 21 May 1885. Sears was successively advanced to 
Gunner, 1886; Bombardier, 1893; Corporal, 1895; Sergeant, 1897, and Colour Sergeant, 1902. 

Serving with the R.M.A. in the Sudan, he was seconded to the Egyptian Army in July 1897. His service papers record that he was 
'brought to the notice of H.H. The Khedive in despatches of 30 May 1898 for good service in gunboats leading up to the battle of 
Atbara', and that he 'received the thanks of the Admiralty.' For his services in this regard he was awarded the D.C.M. He was awarded 
the Bar to the D.C.M. for his services in November 1899 during the final pursuit and defeat of the Khalifa. His papers further record that 
his name was 'brought to the notice of H.H. The Khedive for good service during the re-occupation of Bahr-el-Ghazal Province, Egypt 
Army Order 31 77 of 10 Nov. 01.' 

Sears was discharged from military service on 20 May 1906 and was awarded the Royal Marine Meritorious Service Medal with an 
annuity of £10 on 7 June 1906. Remaining in Egypt he was later an Assistant Agent in the Stores Department in Alexandria and in 1917 
was awarded the Order of the Nile for his civilian service.

Richard Achenbach, who was born in 1916, qualified for a Glider Pilot's badge in the Deutscher Luftsport Verband in 1934 and joined 
the Luftwaffe on the outbreak of hostilities in September 1939. He was subsequently awarded the Iron Cross, 2nd class, and captured 
while commanding a coastal anti-aircraft battery in Normandy during the summer of 1944, following which he was held in a P.O.W.

James Stewart is the only recipient from the 94th to receive the maximum entitlement of clasps to these two medals as a pair. It should 
be noted that Lieutenant Charles Campbell, whilst shown on Gould's Army of India medal roll as entitled to the same combination, did 
not receive the M.G.S. medal; this was awarded to a different officer of the same name in the same regiment. Approximately 150 Army 
of India medals issued to Europeans with three clasps, and a total of only 48 clasps issued for Asseerghur. 

James Stewart was born in the Parish of Blairgowrie, Perthshire, and was a Weaver by trade when he enlisted for unlimited service in 
the 94th Foot (Scotch Brigade) on 16 August 1800, aged 20. He served in the East Indies from July 1801 until December 1807, during 
which time he participated in the Second Mahratta War of 1803-05, and was present in the actions at Asseerghur, Argaum and 
Gawilghur. After less than a year's home service, Stewart went to the Peninsula in December 1809, serving in all the actions and sieges 
where the 94th took a part. He had been appointed Corporal in September 1807 and was promoted to Sergeant in June 1811, serving 
in Portugal, Spain and France until the end of hostilities in March 1814, when he went to Ireland and was engaged in recruiting. 
Stewart was discharged on 25 February 1818, being 'worn out' and 'unfit for further service', and admitted to the Royal Hospital, 
Kilmainham, on an out-pension of 1 shilling 7 pence-halfpenny per diem.

The Forlorn Hope Medal was in the Hyde Greg collection in 1879 and in the Whitaker collection by 1890. Whitaker's collection was 
dispersed by Spink from 1959 onwards. Little's medal was acquired by Orpen-Smellie from Spink for £100 on 23 March 1964, to be 
reunited with his three campaign medals recently purchased through Baldwin's from the Elson sale on 24 September 1963 for £357. 
Whilst Little's Forlorn Hope Medal has been on record for more than 125 years, nothing more is known about the circumstances of its 
award. He was certainly at Badajoz where the regiment were indeed distinguished in the storming but no list survives of the names 
from the 44th. 

The Forlorn Hope Medal is of the pattern instituted by the 52nd Foot in January 1820 for members of the storming parties at Ciudad 
Rodrigo, Badajoz and St Sebastian. Little's medal has been adapted by the struck wording The Officers 52nd Regiment to ... 52nd 
Regiment' being removed from the reverse and the regimental designation 'Ll I' removed from between the bugle cords on the obverse. 
The date '6th Apr. 1812' is engraved above the bugle as usual. 

This is an extremely rare combination of M.G.S., Waterloo and Army of India medals to the 44th Foot, which was claimed by only one 
officer and five men. Little was a Sergeant in Captain William Burney's company at Waterloo, he being the only officer to get these 
three medals (with a South Africa 1834-53 and Knight of Hanover in addition). 

Cottrell (Cottral on papers but signs as Cottroll) Little was born in the Parish of St Paul's, Dublin, on 23 April 1 792. He enlisted into the 
44th Foot on 13 August 1805, and was discharged on 24 August 1826, his constitution being broken by long service. His discharge 
papers state: 'This man has been in the Field with his Regiment in almost every action that it was engaged in & at all times conducted 
himself as a gallant soldier.' 

He served as a Private 7 years 208 days; Corporal 299 days; Sergeant 7 years 166 days; Colour-Sergeant 4 years 69 days; served in the 
East Indies, November 1822 to August 1826, 3 years 40 days, and allowed 2 years additional for Waterloo. Total service 22 years and 
12 days. Little became an out-pensioner at the Royal Hospital, Chelsea, w.e.f. 24 September 1826, on a pension of one shilling eleven 
pence halfpenny per day, to reside at Strablane. His pension was reduced to one shilling per day in 1830 in view of having wrongfully 
been credited with 3 years 8 months service 'under age'. He was refused an increase in pension in August 1854, and refused an in¬ 
pension in September 1857. Sold with copied discharge papers and other research.

Lewes Geismann joined the King's German Legion in August 1812 and served in the Peninsula in 1812-13; in Southern France 1813 
-14; in the Netherlands 1814; the campaign of 1815 and the battle of Waterloo where the 5th Line Battalion suffered 162 officers and 
men killed wounded or missing out of a strength of 379. 

The Wheatley Diary - A Journal and Sketchbook kept during The Peninsular War and the Waterloo Campaign , written by Lieutenant 
Edmund Wheatley, gives an excellent account of the exploits of the 5th Line Battalion in Southern France in 1813 and 1814, as well as 
at Waterloo. An anecdote in Wheatley's diary for the campaigning near Bayonne in 1814 briefly mentions Ensign Geismann: 

'On getting into the heat of the fight I found the warfare an unpleasant one, as not a soul could be seen. Now and then a voice in the 
hedge would say 'Frangais ou Anglais?' and a thrust through the bush was an answer. Our Brigade Major, Dreschel, lost his life that 
way. The same question was put to him and instead of jumping into it, he proudly answered, 'A German,' when a ball in his groin 
convinced him how much the snake in the bush respected his nativity. Giesmann and Buhse seized the Frenchman and sent him in the 
rere, an honorable prisoner. Lord Ellenborough would have acted otherwise. What incongruity!' 

At Waterloo, the 5th Line Battalion suffered most of their casualties defending the rear of La Haye Sainte. At first the 1st Light, 5th Line 
and 8th Line Battalions were attacked by a body of cuirassiers. The 1 st Light and 5th Line, protected by British cavalry, were enabled to 
form square but the cuirassiers made repeated attacks on the square of the 5th Line Battalion, retiring after each unsuccessful charge 
into a hollow where they were protected from the fire of the square. 

A little later, as the 5th Line Battalion stood in square behind the hollow road, a column of French infantry having debouched from La 
Haye Sainte, Sir Charles Alten sent Colonel Ompteda directions to deploy the 5th Line Battalion and attack the column. Ompteda 
represented that such a movement could not be made without a useless sacrifice of men, more particularly as a body of the enemy's 
cavalry lay in wait on the other side of the ravine. At this moment the Prince of Orange rode up and ordered Ompteda to deploy; on 
the same reparations being made to his royal highness, he impatiently repeated the order, upon which Ompteda instantly mounted his 
horse, gave the fatal word of command, and led forward the battalion. His gallant men jumped cheerfully over the ravine in their front, 
and fell upon the French column with a loud hurrah! The column gave way and fled but, just at the same moment, the enemy's 
horsemen rushing from their ambuscade, came thundering down upon the flank and rear of the German battalion. The consequence 
may be imagined; the battalion was literally ridden over, and the slaughter was tremendous. Lieutenant Wheatley later wrote: 

'On recovering my senses, I looked up and found myself, bareheaded, in a clay ditch with a violent head-ache. Close by me lay 
Colonel Ompteda on his back, his head stretched back with his mouth open, and a hole in his throat.' 

The brave Colonel Ompteda was dead along with his adjutant, with eight other officers wounded and about 130 men struck down. 
Lieutenant Colonel von Linsingen and about eighteen men (including Geismann) were all of the battalion that remained together after 
this fatal charge. 

Lieutenant Geismann, along with other officers of the King's German Legion, was placed on Half Pay in February 1816.

This group was first sold by Debenham's in November 1899 and subsequently in the Littledale Collection at Sotheby in November 
1910. Another Waterloo exists to Budgeon, named to him as a Lieutenant in the 2nd Battalion, which was part of the Mackenzie 
Collection at Glendining's in July 1927. It should be noted that he was promoted to a Captaincy in the 1st Battalion just days before 
Waterloo. 

Of the eight 95th officers who survived to claim the MGS for Corunna only four were also at Waterloo. Of these, one was a Surgeon, 
the other two being Sir Harry Smith and his brother, both of whose medals are in the Rifle Brigade museum, leaving Budgeon as the 
only fighting officer of the 95th with medals for Corunna and Waterloo available to collectors. 

John Robert Budgen/Budgeon was born on 1 December 1791, eldest son of Thomas Budgen, late Lieutenant-Colonel Royal Engineers 
(of the Budgen family of Ballindoney, Co. Wexford). He was aged sixteen on his first appointment to the Army, as a 2nd Lieutenant in 
the 95th Foot, on 17 March 1808. He served in the Peninsula with the 1 /95th, which formed the rearguard in Moore's retreat to 
Corunna. He was present at the creditable rearguard action at Cacabelos on 3 January 1809, in which the French General Colbert was 
killed by Rifleman Thomas Plunket, and at the battle of Corunna on the 16th. He was promoted to 1 st Lieutenant in April 1809, and in 
July of the same year embarked on the Walcheren expedition. 

Returning to the Peninsula in March 1810 with the 2nd/95th, he served at Cadiz and Tarifa, and participated in the battle of Barrosa, 
the action at San Millan, the battle of Vittoria, the campaign in the Pyrenees, action at Vera, crossing of the Bidassoa, and subsequent 
battles of Nivelle, Nive, Orthes, Tarbes, and Toulouse, in France. He was slightly wounded during the crossing of the Bidassoa, 7-9 
October 1813, and again wounded at Aranjues on 29 October, subsequently receiving a pension of seventy-five pounds, commencing 
27 October 1813. 

Promoted to Captain in the 1 st Battalion 95th on 15 June 1815, he took part in the battle of Waterloo immediately afterwards, and was 
placed on half-pay in 1818. Budgeon exchanged briefly into the 73rd Regiment on 9 August 1833, but retired from the Army on the 
23rd of the same month. 

Budgeon was later J.P. and D.L. for Surrey and J.P. for Co. Wexford. He married, 13 January 1823, Williamza Caroline Mary, 3rd 
daughter of Colonel Lorenzo Moore of the Battle Axe Guards (bodyguard at Dublin Castle, similar to Yeomen of the Guard at the 
Tower, disbanded on grounds of cost in 1831), by Henrietta, only daughter of Sir S. T. Janssen Bart. He was resident at Richmond 
House, Twickenham, Middlesex, at Ballindoney, County Wexford, and at Beaulieu, Jersey, where he died on 4 December 1866.

Interestingly, the presence of Pioneer in such an inhospitable setting echoes the story of the R.N's operations on Lake Tanganyika in the 
Great War, for she, and Adventure , had been sent out in sections from Jarrow-on-Tyne and then hauled over 200 miles of virgin 
territory before being assembled on the lake's shores. 

Magor states of their part in the expedition, following the commencement of operations against the rebel chief Makanjira: 

'H.M.S. Pioneer and H.M.S. Adventure then took part in a combined operation against Makanjira's mother, Kalunda, a slave trading 
chieftainess, who with her warriors was shelled out of her village at Rifu Bay. Makanjira sent a dhow to rescue his mother but this was 
sunk by the Pioneer.'

Aboard the same ship, he was next engaged in the Ballaraghur 
Expedition in the Gambia, January 1901, followed by service on the Niger River, February-March 1902 - he was one of eight members 
of the Royal Marines to be awarded the 'Aro' clasp. Stephenson was discharged on 23 March 1906 and in addition to the medals was 
in possession of four Good Conduct Badges. Immediately after he enrolled into the R.F.R. but was discharged as medically unfit in May 
1911. He was not recalled for service in the Great War, being still medically unfit and he died on 9 August 1922. With copied service 
paper and other research.

John Miller was born in Stratford, Essex on 26 June 1874. A Labourer by occupation, he enlisted into the Royal Marines on 26 
September 1892. Serving on the 1st class cruiser Powerful from September 1899, he landed in South Africa in October with the Naval 
Brigade attached to the Kimberley Relief Force. He was present at Belmont, 23 November and Graspen, 25 November 1899, and was 
wounded in the latter action. A total of 31 medals with the single clasp 'Belmont' were issued to the ship. His next seagoing posting 
was on the sloop Perseus , March 1901-April 1904, during which time he served in Somaliland. He was discharged after completing his 
period of engagement in September 1904 and in February 1905 he enrolled in the Royal Fleet Reserve. With the outbreak of war he 
was mobilised. He was killed in action on 22 September 1914, aged 40 years, when the armoured cruiser Cressy was torpedoed and 
sunk by the German submarine U-9. He was the son of James Miller of Maryland Point, Stratford and husband of Kezia Miller of 40 
Strode Road, Forest Gate, London. His name is commemorated on the Chatham Naval Memorial. 

At the time of her loss the Cressy was engaged in rescue operations, attempting to save the crews of her sister ships, the Aboukir and 
Flogue both of which had been torpedoed by the U-9, when she too was fatally hit. As the Cressy was the last to be attacked all her 
lifeboats were away and mostly filled with survivors from the other two ships. She therefore possessed little means of saving her own 
crew and as a result, the loss of life on the ship was very heavy. The total loss of life in this triple disaster was over 1,400 men.

Victor Henry Deane was born in Eastney, Hampshire in May 1897 and joined the Royal Marines in June 1914. A Private in the 
Portsmouth Division by the outbreak of hostilities, he was embarked for Dunkirk with the R.M. Brigade in September and was taken 
prisoner of war at the defence of Antwerp in the following month. 

Repatriated in January 1919, Deane was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant, R.M. in December 1921 and enjoyed several seagoing 
appointments in the period leading up to the renewal of hostilities, among them H.M.S. Sussex 1929-30 and H.M.S. Dorsetshire 1933 
-35 and, by September 1939, he was serving as a Captain, R.M., in the cruiser Leander in the New Zealand Division. 

By and large, Leander was employed in the Pacific and Indian Oceans in the period 1939-43, although she also served in the 
Mediterranean, and among early actions were her part in the sinking of the Italian armed merchantman Ramb I off the Maldives on 27 
February 1941 and her capture of the Vichy French merchantman Charles L.D. between Mauritius and Madagasgar on the 23rd of the 
following month. Having then lent valuable service against Vichy forces in the Syria-Lebanon campaign and elsewhere in the 
Mediterranean, she returned to the Pacific. Meanwhile, on the formation of the Royal New Zealand Navy in October 1941, she was 
officially re-titled 'H.M.N.Z.S.', while for his own part, Deane was given the Brevet of Major at the end of the same year. 

The Leander fought her final engagement of the War off the Solomon Islands on 13 July 1943, in what became known as the battle of 
Kolombangara, when Rear-Admiral Walden Lee Ainsworth's Task Group of three cruisers - the others being the U.S.S Honolulu and U. 
S.S. St. Louis - and 10 destroyers, met a Japanese force under Rear-Admiral Isaki, comprising the cruiser Jintsu and five destroyers, part 
of the famous "Tokyo Express", and assorted transports carrying some 1200 enemy troops and supplies. In the ensuing night action 
Leander contributed to the destruction of the Jintsu by accurate gunfire, but the Japanese quickly retaliated, their destroyers unleashing 
around 30 'Long Lance' torpedoes, one of which found the Leander and killed 28 of her crew on impact - others damaged the St. Louis , 
the Honolulu and the destroyer Gwin, which latter had to be scuttled. And although the Leander made her way back to port without 
further incident, the extent of the damage inflicted on her precluded her from further operational duties. 

By the war's end, Deane was serving at the Ipswich shore establishment Wolverstone, a landing craft base and training establishment 
and it was presumably around this period that he qualified for the Atlantic Star. He subsequently settled in New Zealand.

George Wright was the son of John Wright of 45, Lawrence Avenue, Manor Park, Essex and the late Jane Wright; he landed in Gallipoli 
on 26 May 1915 as reinforcement to the 2nd Battalion Royal Fusiliers. The Battalion were continually engaged in battle and by the end 
of September out of the original strength that landed, 279 had been killed, 954 wounded and 103 were missing. Wright survived, 
returned home and was posted to the 8th Battalion. On 7 July 1916, during the Battle of the Somme, the battalion attacked Ovillers. 
The Battalion carried the first three lines of the German defence but were then forced back to consolidate on the former second 
German line. In this attack the Battalion lost 640 casualties and included in this number was Private George Wright. His body was not 
recovered and his name is recorded on the Thiepval Memorial. 

David N. Wain was born in Loughborough, Leicester. He joined the Army at Leicester on 19 September 1914 and landed in France 
with the 16th Battalion K.R.R.C on 16 November 1915 so qualifying for the 1914-15 Star. As part of the 100th Brigade 33rd Division 
the Battalion moved to the area of Flatiron Copse and on 15 July attacked High Wood. The trees of High Wood itself hid many German 
sharp shooters and not one inch between the Wood and the Bazentin Village was safe. By lOOOhrs the attack was held up and the 
16th K.R.R.C. had lost nearly all their officers. General Baird wrote of his Brigade "That it had behaved with the greatest gallantry. The 
slopes lying to the West of Marinpulch and High Wood were a grim slaughterhouse. Dead, dying and wounded lay thickly upon the 
blood stained turf." From 15-22 July the Brigade lost 18 Officers and 247 Other Ranks killed and 58 Officers and 1,023 Other Ranks 
wounded. Among the wounded was Private David Wain who died of his wounds on 21 July 1916. He was buried in the Albert 
Communal Cemetery Extension. He was the son of Thomas Potter and Lillian Wain of 1 Chestnut Street, Loughborough.

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William Henry Edwin "Freezer" Frost was born in Dublin in July 1893, the son of a Company Sergeant-Major in the Army Service 
Corps. He served in his father's old corps in India during the Great War as a Corporal, his MIC entry revealing his sole entitlement to be 
the British War Medal, though this was returned as per King's Regulations 1743 of 1912 (i.e. not claimed for 10 years), this probably 
because Frost had joined the Tientsin Volunteer Corps shortly after the War, afterwards re-titled in 1925 the Tientsin British Municipal 
Emergency Corps. 

He subsequently served as a Sergeant-Major in the Guard of Honour at the funeral of Sir Lancelot Giles, C.M.G., our man in Tientsin, 
in December 1934, and a further glimpse of him at work, after being commissioned, may be found in The Ford of Heaven by Brian 
Power: 

'The late Queen Victoria's birthday, May 24, was also Empire Day. Woodhead used to say with pride that it was celebrated more 
heartily in Tientsin than anywhere in England. 

The day began with a church parade. The Consul-General in his cocked hat attended the service at All Saints and afterwards reviewed 
the troops. H.M.S. Hollyhock , dressed with flags, was open to the public. 

In the afternoon the inter-schools sports meeting was held at the Min Yuan opposite our house. Mr. Peebles was chief referee, assisted 
by the umpire, Captain "Freezer" Frost, a short man with a large moustache waxed at the ends. After serving as a sergeant in the British 
Army in India, the Captain had found work as the secretary of the Tientsin Racecourse. He joined the Volunteer Corps and soon rose to 
his present rank. 

Mr. Peebles admired the Captain's efficiency. Wherever Mr. Peebles presided as chairman, be it at the St. Andrew's Society or the Ice 
Skating Club, you could be sure to find Captain "Freezer" Frost, the perfect secretary, sitting at his side, armed with a battery of sharp 
pencils and plenty of paper... ' 

Frost, who was also employed as an accountant for the Kailan Mining Co., was among those interned by the Japanese in early 1943, 
and appears to have been held in Weihsien Internment Camp at Weifang City in the Shadong Province of China. Liberated in August 
1945, he later settled in New Zealand, where he died at Wellington in September 1956, aged 63 years; sold with a copy of the 
aforementioned book and a file of research.

Having 
completed his training in Ganges and elsewhere, he joined the cruiser H.M.S. Arethusa in June 1915, and was still similarly employed 
when she hit a mine off Felixstowe on 11 February 1916 - drifting ashore, she broke her back before an effective tow could be put in 
place. Having then served briefly in the Christopher, Walker removed to another destroyer, the Norman, in which capacity he 
remained employed until the end of 191 7. His final wartime appointment was in the battle cruiser Princess Royal in the North Sea from 
January 1918, although as stated, he went on to qualify for his rare Naval General Service Medal while detached from the Espiegle in 
the Iraq operations of 1920. Walker was discharged ashore in April 1927; sold with copied service record.

Arthur Perrett entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class on Northampton on 20 October 1 898 and was advanced to Boy 1st Class in 
January 1899. He was promoted to Ordinary Seaman in October 1899 when on Diadem and to Able Seaman in May 1902 when on 
Argonaut. He served on the latter vessel on the China Station, 19 April 1900-16 February 1904 - serving under Captain George Henry 
Cherry a noted martinet. As a joke for having to put up with him, his unfortunate junior officers awarded themselves a medal for this 
onerous service - The Cherry Medal'. Perrett survived the experience and in April 1905 he was discharged and enrolled in the Royal 
Fleet Reserve; re-enrolling in 1911. With the onset of war he was mobilised and like many other reservist, he was posted to one of the 
Royal Navy's more ancient vessels, serving on the armoured cruiser Bacchante , August-November 1914. The ship formed part of the 
7th Cruiser Squadron - known as the 'Live Bait Squadron' but unlike her unfortunate sisters Aboukir, Cressy and Flogue , survived the 
war. Perrett's war ended in 9 February 1916 when he was discharged having accidentally damaged his hand. With copied service 
paper; a 'Don't be Vague Haig' line holder; a R.A.M.C. cap badge and sundry ribbon.

Able Seaman James Brown, R.N. was killed in action when serving aboard the armoured cruiser H.M.S. Warrior at the battle of Jutland, 
31 May 1916. Warrior formed part of the 1st Cruiser Squadron serving with the Grand Fleet. During the battle the armoured cruisers 
Defence and Warrior were closing with the crippled German light cruiser Wiesbaden, when they were surprised by heavy units of the 
German High Seas fleet. Under intense fire Defence blew up and Warrior was heavily damaged and only saved from a similar fate by 
the erratic manoeuvres of the battleship Warspite. The battleship's steering had jammed and it made two complete circles in front of the 
German battle fleet, which turned every gun that could bear upon it. Able to withdraw, the Warrior made for home and was 
subsequently taken in tow by the seaplane carrier Engadine. However, too badly damaged to survive, Warrior foundered in the morning 
of 1 June. During the battle she had suffered 71 men killed and 36 wounded.

Ronald Gordon Gordon was born in Chiswick on 21 December 1898, the son of 
Granville Dempster Gordon, Solicitor.

In the Spring of 
1918 he was gazetted as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Sussex Regiment. He 
entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 1 August 1918, joining the 2nd 
Battalion at the front. He was killed in action on 18 September 1918 near St. 
Quentin when leading his platoon in a night attack - being shot through the 
head. 

His Colonel wrote to his mother: 

'I deeply regret that your son lost his life leading his Platoon in a night attack. I 
met one of his men who was with him at the time, and he told me how your boy 
was leading the Platoon, when machine guns opened heavy fire on the other 
section. According to the man's account your boy said, "That's our objective and 
I'm going to get there" - he then rose and called on his men to follow him, but, 
though it was a most gallant deed, the enemy's fire was too much, and the lad 
was soon hit.' 

It is further recalled from the same biographical source, that in his last letter 
home, written the day before his death, he said that he was 'having the time of 
his life.'

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William Francis Richardson, who was born in the parish of St. Martin's, Birmingham, in December 1883, enlisted in the 16th (Service) 
Battalion, Royal Warwickshire Regiment in October 1914 having, according to his attestation papers, previously served in the 1st 
(Volunteer) Battalion for six years, and the 8th Battalion for two years, and been discharged at his own request. Remaining employed in 
the U.K., and quickly appointed a Colour-Sergeant, he was commissioned in the 18th Battalion, Middlesex Regiment, in August 1915. 

South Africa and the Far East 


Having then transferred to the 25th Battalion, also in the U.K., he was embarked 
for the Far East in early 1917, the voyage nearly ending in serious loss of life, for 
his transport, the Tyndareus , was mined off Cape L'Agulhas, off Cape Town, an 
incident which prompted the King to commend the embarked troops for their 
discipline and courage which 'worthily upheld the splendid tradition of the 
Birkenhead, ever cherished in the annals of the British Army'. One newspaper 
correspondent reported that the mine 'shook the transport from stem to stern', 
and that the assembly was immediately sounded: 

'And the troops, each man wearing a life belt, lined the decks in perfect order. 
The ship was settling down by the head with the propellers hanging out of the 
water, and it appeared almost certain that the vessel would sink before assistance 
could reach her, but, though they must have realised their imminent peril, the 
demeanour of the men suggested, not that they were facing death, but that they 
were parading for long leave.' 

Richardson, who commanded 'C' Company, and all of his comrades were 
eventually rescued and, after an extended stay in South Africa, they resumed their 
journey to the Far East, where he was appointed Provost Marshal and 
Superintendent of the Detention Barracks in Hong Kong. And aside from trips to 
such places as Colombo and Sydney, he remained employed in that capacity 
until the summer of 1918. 

Russia 1918-20 

Then in July 1918, Richardson's battalion was ordered to North Russia, arriving at Vladivostok on 3 August and, before long, was 
involved in operations against the Bolsheviks, including armoured train actions. He is believed to have returned to the U.K. in the 
following year, quite possibly as a result of illness judging by reference to a Silver War Badge on his M/C entry, dated in August 1919. 
Be that as it may, he clearly recovered, for by early 1920 he was serving in South Russia as a Captain in the Royal Engineers, attached 
Railway Advisory Staff, in the vicinity of Novo Rossisk. But, as confirmed by the following letter received by his widow, from Captain 
G. N. Wood of the Dorsetshire Regiment, he died suddenly on 7 February 1920: 

'As a friend of Captain Richardson, I feel that I must write to you to express my very deepest sympathy in your great sorrow. 

I first met Captain Richardson on the journey to Russia, and though our acquaintance was short, a very real friendship existed between 
us. 

As I was the only other Englishman with him at the time of his illness, I can give you some particulars which you might be glad to 
know. 

Your husband and I had been working together for a fortnight in the mountains, north of Novo Rossisk on the preparation of a line of 
defences. The weather was extremely cold, and was probably the cause of his sudden illness. 
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Captain Richardson had been in the very best of health and spirits, until one 
morning he complained of having slept badly, and having pains in his body. He 
remained in bed during the day, but in the evening was plainly very ill. I 
managed to find a doctor from a Russian regiment who gave him medicine, and 
advised me to get him to hospital at Novo Rossisk. 

During that night his Russian orderly, interpreter and I myself sat with him, and 
did all possible for his comfort. He slept a little at times, and did not seem to be 
in great pain. 

The next morning we carried Captain Richardson into the railway carriage of an 
English Colonel who was passing through, and who promised to see him into 
hospital safely. I also sent my own English servant to sit with him and attend to 
his needs. 

Although the house in which we were living in the village of Bakanskaya was 
very poor, Captain Richardson was not living in discomfort. The Cossacks were 
most kind and did everything possible for him. He had good food, milk, tea, wine 
and brandy. 

All the Russians with whom we were working, and the villagers, were most 
distressed at Captain Richardson's illness and I had many enquiries and 
expressions of sympathy from them. 

On my return to Novo Rossisk, about a week later, it was with the greatest sorrow 
that I learnt of the loss of my friend. 


The funeral took place here on the afternoon of the 12th. Several of his friends were present, and his Russian orderly, Alexander, asked 
to be included in the carrying party. The funeral ceremony was very simple, but everything was performed with the greatest care and 
reverence. The service was conducted by the Rev. Churchwood of the Y.M.C.A. and a Naval bugler sounded the "Last Post" over the 
grave. 

Captain Richardson lies in an English plot in the Russian cemetery at Novo Rossisk, with several others of our officers and men, on a 
hill overlooking the sea. 

Mr. Churchwood will send you some photographs of the grave when the cross is erected and all is in order. 

I have in my possession some camera films taken by your husband just before his death. I will have them developed and sent to you.' 

Richardson, a confirmed recipient of the Russian Orders of St. Anne and St. Stanislaus, was 37 years of age and left a widow, May 
Lillian Richardson of Edgbaston, Birmingham, and a young daughter - both of whom were left destitute as a result of his early demise, 
or certainly according to a letter sent by their local M.P. to the War Office in May 1920 (copy included). 

In light of the fact his grave could no longer be maintained in Russia, Richardson's name is also commemorated on the Haidar Pasha 
Memorial in Turkey.

Stanley John Warner, who was born in September 1911 and entered the Royal Navy in September 1929, volunteered for the submarine 
branch in October 1931. 

Advanced to Leading Telegraphist shortly after the outbreak of hostilities, while serving in Sealion, he remained actively employed in 
that capacity until December 1940, and won a mention in despatches ( London Gazette 1 January 1941 refers). Commanded by 
Lieutenant-Commander "Ben" Bryant, R.N., who was to emerge as one of the most aggressive and successful submarine captains of the 
War, Sealion was quickly in action, delivering an attack against the U-21 off Dogger Bank in early November 1939. 

But it was for her war patrols in home waters and off Norway in the following year that Bryant won the D.S.C. and Warner his 
'mention", a period best summarised by the following extracts taken from the former's obituary: 

'Off Norway in 1940 the clear water, sudden freshwater rips, almost continuous daylight and constant air surveillance made submarine 
operations extremely hazardous. 

Off Stavanger in July 1940, he [Bryant] had what he called his 'worst patrol', during which Sealion was depth-charged several times 
and attacked by aircraft whenever she surfaced to try and recharge her main batteries. 

In August 1940 Sealion collided with an enemy ship while Bryant was attacking a convoy. Both periscopes were badly damaged, 
leaving the boat "blind", but Bryant got Sealion home and was exonerated from all blame. 

Once, after Sealion was forced to remain dived for nearly 24 hours, her air quality was so poor that when she finally surfaced the diesel 
engines would not start until the boat had been ventilated. 

It was one of the few times Bryant was downcast. The war was going badly, and two submarines commanded by friends of his had just 
been lost. But when he went up into the fore ends, where the sailors lived, his mood changed. 

"Suddenly," he recalled, "the atmosphere of unworried serenity passed from them to me. I realised that they would go into action on 
the morrow without backward thoughts, that with a crew such as I was privileged to command we could not be beaten: the depression 
left me." ' 

Bryant would go on to win three D.S.Os for further operations in the Mediterranean, while Warner's subsequent wartime appointments 
included service in P. 228 in April-June 1942, in which period she was commanded by Lieutenant Ian McGeoch, R.N., and the 
Tribune in June-October 1942, in which period, under the command of Lieutenant N. J. Cole, D.S.C., R.N., he participated in her 13th 
and 14th war patrols in the Arctic, when she provided cover for convoys P.Q. 17 and and P.Q. 18 and encountered the Admiral 
Hipper and the U-403 - but was unable to get into a position to attack. 

He was discharged ashore in September 1945; sold with copied submarine service record.

Frederick Hughes, who was bom in Prestwich in October 1916, volunteered for the Royal Air Force in June 1939 and was embarked 
for training in Canada and the U.S.A. in February 1942. Commissioned as a Pilot Officer in early 1943, he returned to the U.K. and, on 
qualifying as a 2nd Pilot in Sunderlands of Coastal Command, was posted to No. 228 Squadron at Pembroke, in which unit he would 
fly operationally over the Bay of Biscay until June 1944, mainly in the crews of Flight Lieutenants Squire or Bowie. His Flying Log Book 
records some 30 anti-submarine patrols in this period and at least two attacks, one on a U-Boat off Brest on 4 January 1944, when 
Squadron Leader Bailey was shot down, and another on 5 June 1944. So, too, other notable events, including 'sighted F.W. Kurrier who 
tried to attack' on 31 December 1943 and the loss of Flight Lieutenant Grimshaw's Sunderland in flames on 1 7 January 1944. 

Qualifying as a 1st Pilot and advanced to war substantive Flight Lieutenant in January 1945, Hughes returned to the operational scene 
in No. 119 Squadron, another Swordfish unit, and completed at least another 20 sorties off the Dutch and Belgium coasts, largely on 
the prowl for further U-Boats. 

Post-war, while employed in 1693 Communications Flight, a unit of the British Air Forces of Occupation (B.A.F.O.), Hughes was killed 
in a flying accident on 25 June 1946 when his Anson struck a hill near Osnabruck.

F/O. Griffiths and F/Lt. Heywood have not returned from a sortie in the Caen area and 
have been reported as missing.'

Frederick Edward Witte was born in Pimlico, London on 10 August 1826, and joined the Navy as a Boy 2nd Class aboard H.M.S. Styx 
on 14 January 1843. He subsequently served in Skylark as Boy 1st Class, from January 1845; as Ordinary Seaman aboard Albion from 
July 1845; in Powerful as Yeoman of the Storerooms, from February 1848; as Able Seaman in Prince Regent from April 1851; as 
Yeoman of the Storerooms once again aboard Neptune, from March 1854, in which vessel he served in the Baltic campaign (Medal); 
and in the same rate aboard Rodney from January to August 1856, after which he joined Shannon. 

The following extracts relative to the storming of the Begum's Palace at Lucknow are taken from The Devil's Wind by Major-General G. 
L. Verney, D.S.O., M.V.O.: 

The next move of the Naval Brigade was to a corner of the Martiniere Park in order to breach the wall of the compound of Banks' 
House. When this place had been taken, some of the Naval guns were brought forward under command of Lieutenant Young and 
placed in battery to the right of it, while Lieutenant Salmon took another battery of two guns into a garden on the right of the road 
leading to the Begum's Palace. 

At about 5 p.m. the breach was considered practicable. General Napier decided on the precise moment when the firing should cease; 
officers commanding batteries and those told off to lead the storming parties compared their watches. 

At daybreak on the 11 th Outram's batteries opened fire, and at the same time the Naval guns began their bombardment of the Begum's 
Palace. An hour after noon the bluejackets pushed two of their heaviest guns right up to within 150 yards of the massive Palace walls. 
At this range, the 8-inch shot went through all three walls of the Palace's surroundings. 

Dr Munro was with the storming party. "Behind some ruined buildings and battered walls, nearly opposite the breach, stood some eight 
hundred men throughout whose ranks reigned a silence as deep as death. Each man stood leaning on his rifle, wrapt in his own 
thoughts... Suddenly there was a slight movement in the ranks, just enough to break the previous stillness. Officers moved quietly to 
their places, men stood erect, pressed their bonnets firmly down upon their heads, stretched their arms and limbs and then, grasping 
their rifles, tightly, stood firm and steady. 

"Thus they remained for a second or two, when the tall form of their favourite leader, Adrian Hope, appeared, and his right hand 
waved the signal for assault. Then a cry burst from their ranks. It was not a cheer, which has a pleasant ring in it, but a short, sharp, 
piercing cry which had an angry sound that almost made one tremble. I never heard the like before and never since. 

"With the leading party and amongst the foremost stormers was Pipe-Major McLeod who, entering the breach, tuned up at once and 
pacing up and down within the inner court of the enemy's works, played the Regimental Gathering while the fight raged fiercely round 
him, thinking, as he said afterwards, that 'the lads would fight all the better when they heard the music of the pipes.' 

"The air resounded with the cries of the wounded and dying, the cheers of our soldiers and the echoes of dropping fire. It was at this 
time that Captain Hodson was mortally wounded. Gradually, as all became still, we knew that the enemy's second line of defence was 
captured and the Begum's Palace in our hands." 

Lord Roberts considered it a "marvel" that the Begum's Palace had been taken at such small cost to the attackers, for the Palace was 
"most formidable". Some 600 or 700 sepoys were buried next day in the great ditch, and by all accounts they had fought desperately as 
they were unable to get away. 

On 27 March the guns were withdrawn from the Residency, and on the next day everyone was delighted to hear that Captain Peel was 
well enough to go out for the first time in a doolie. Another of the wounded, however, died.' 
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China 1900, 1 clasp, Taku Forts (G. Jackson, P.O. 2 CL, H.M.S. Fame) nearly extremely fine £450-500 

A total of 245 clasps for Taku Forts to the Royal Navy, including 58 to H.M.S. Fame. 

The destroyer Fame , under the command of Lieutenant Roger Keyes, R.N., afterwards Admiral of the Fleet, participated in a spectacular 
cutting-out operation, in concert with Whiting , on 17 June 1900, when both ships were ordered to capture four Chinese destroyers 
lying between Taku and Tongku - each ship towed into action a whaler manned by a dozen "Bluejackets", all of them volunteers, on 
one of the last occasions boarding parties went into action with the cutlass. 

In his subsequent report to the Rear-Admiral, China Station, dated 27 June 1900, Keyes stated: 

'After a slight resistance and the exchange of a few shots, the crews were driven overboard or below hatches; there were a few killed 
and wounded; our casualties were nil. No damage was done to the prizes, but the Fame's bow was slightly bent when we closed to 
board, and the Whiting was struck by a projectile about 4 or 5 inches abreast a coal bunker. This was evidently fired from a mud 
battery on the bend between Taku and Tongku, which fired in all about 30 shots at us, none of the others striking, though several 
coming very close ... There was a good deal of sniping from the dockyard so I directed all cables of the prizes to be slipped and 
proceeded to tow them up to Tongku.' 

George Jackson was born at Newton Abbot, Devon, on 30 April 1869, and joined the Navy in April 1885. He retired on pension as 
Petty Officer 1st Class Diver in 1909, but was recalled for service in August 1914 and returned to his pension in July 1918. His service 
in H.M.S. Jupiter , from 16 August 1914 to 19 May 1915, included her mission as an ice breaker at Archangel in the White Sea, 
February to May 191 6. 
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Naval General Service 1915-62, 1 clasp, Yangtze 1949 (D/KX.92134 A. Garns. P.O.S.M. R.N.) very fine £2500-3000 

Petty Officer Stoker Mechanic Albert Garns was one of the 'Tew" who served in Amethyst throughout the entire Yangtse incident. He 
was frequently involved in activities on board as illustrated by the following extracts taken from Yangtse Incident by Lawrence Earl: 

'On board Amethyst , at about eight o'clock on the evening of the 20th, Hett had asked for volunteers who would gather the dead 
together, removing them from where they had fallen at the time of the action to X-gun deck. "Me, sir," McNamara, the canteen 
manager, said. "Me, sir," George Hartness and Leighton Rees echoed. 

A little later McNamara, Rees, and Albert Garns - Hartness was needed elsewhere, and Garns had volunteered to substitute for him - set 
to work at their grim task of collecting the dead together. 

Garns went out on the upper deck through the captain's hatch, crouching low. He was afraid of the snipers on the far shore. He 
stumbled on over the body of one of the ammunition numbers. Garns tried to lift the body without any assistance, and as he did so a 
groan seemed to leave the dead man's mouth. Garns almost dropped the body. 

"He's alive!" he thought. But the body was quite stiff, and the man had been dead for some time. The sun was quite warm now, and 
getting warmer, and the corpses were beginning to throw off the sweet, unwelcome, sickly smell of death. Monaghan brought up a 
bottle of whisky from the wardroom. "Better have a tot of this," he said. 

Each of the three men had a long drink. Then they went back to collecting the dead. The bodies which were still in one piece were 
carried down to X-gun deck by the arms and legs. The others were rolled into hammocks and carried that way. The men had another 
tot of whisky. Then the job was done. 

On the 28th the sampan arrived, It was operated by three women, two of them in their early twenties, the third wrinkled and aged. One 
of the younger women carried a baby. 

These three Chinese females, in their small sampan, became Amethyst's sole contact with shore. Each morning, weather permitting - 
and the women seemed to have an unerring instinct for diagnosing rain or high winds - they paddled out to the ship and fastened, 
leechlike, to her side. Each evening they paddled ashore again. At first the rice diet of these three women was supplemented by left¬ 
overs from Amethyst's galley. 

They were the only women Amethyst's men were to see for a very long time. The youngest of them, a small, very dark, and quite pretty 
woman, the men called Midnight. They named the ancient one Gran and the mother of the small child Cheesi. "How about a date, 
Midnight?" Garns yelled, grinning, over the side. "How about a date?" Midnight yelled back in high-pitched Chinese. Garns asked a 
Chinese steward to tell him what Midnight had said in reply. The steward hesitated for a moment. "Maybe better you not know," he 
said. 

As early as mid-May Kerans reserved a corner of his mind for thinking about a possible break-out from the river in case his negotiations 
for a safe-conduct should fail. With this in his mind he decided to get the ship into seaworthy shape as soon as possible. He appointed 
Garns and Saunders, under the supervision of Strain, as a damage-control party, which soon became jocularly known among the ship's 
company as the Wrecker's Union. But Kerans did not mention to anyone his secret fears that a break-out might eventually become the 
only avenue to freedom. 

Garns and Saunders pitched in with great enthusiasm. They busily stuffed hammocks with mattresses and blankets and old clothing - 
anything they could lay their hands on that could be spared. Then they took these bulging, sausage-like wads and stuffed them into the 
gaping shell-holes. They used from one to three of these at a time, according to the size of the hole. 

After that they shored up the damaged area with planks, using the stock of timber - which they cut down to the proper sizes - which, 
fortunately, had been taken aboard in Malaya some time previously. In a month they had succeeded in adequately filling in eight holes 
along the waterline; but one waterline hole, dead astern and directly over the rudder, resisted all their efforts. During this time Garns' 
official period of service in the Navy came to a close. 

Garns was a short, sandy-haired man of about thirty years of age. "Here I am, stuck." he said sadly to Saunders. He had been in the 
Navy for twelve years. "One thing I can tell you, though: the Navy will never get me again after this. No, Sir!" Saunders grinned. "Don't 
be an ass, Garnsey. Don't you know you'll never get out of this predicament? Don't you know you'll never be demobbed now?" Garns 
gave him a long, sideways look of suspicion. "You'll be soldiering on, me lad," he said, "long after / get back to Civvie Street. And, 
brother, am I going to have the laugh on you!" [For the record, Garns did in fact sign up for another term of service in the Navy.] 

Kerans was feeling pretty good about the break-out now that the decision had been made. He had worked out all the angles, quietly 
and alone, during the long, tiresome wait. He drew up a list of seventeen petty officers and key ratings, and ordered them to meet in his 
cabin at about eight that evening. The seventeen trooped silently into Kerans' small cabin. There was not much room to spare. The 
door was shut, and almost at once the air became stifling. 

"I'm going to break out to-night at ten," Kerans said matter-of-factly. 

One or two of the men nodded silently. Some of them were still stunned. Garns, who had been put in charge of the quarterdeck - 
ordinarily a petty officer's job - suddenly felt sick in his stomach.' 

When Amethyst finally slipped her mooring, a brief maelstrom of firing, mostly inaccurate and causing much damage to the 
Communists themselves, enabled Kerans to steer Amethyst neatly through and under and around the wild barrage and make good his 
escape. After an anxious dash downriver Amethyst rejoined the fleet on 30 July, and eventually reached England on 1 November, 
1949, where the Commander-in-Chief, Plymouth, notified the ship's company that their conduct had been 'up to standard'. 
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c We have felt that our last act before leaving the region which has been our home for so long should be one of homage 
to the shipmate who sacrificed his life to our work. We have had a large wooden cross prepared for sometime; it bears 
the simple carved inscription to the memory of poor Vince, and yesterday it was erected on the summit of Hut Point, so 
firmly that I think in this undecaying climate it will stand for centuries. Today our small company landed together for the 
last time , and stood bareheaded about his memorial whilst I read some short prayers.' 

Captain Scott's entry for 16 February 1904, The Voyage of the Discovery. 

A rare and poignant Boer War and Polar Medal pair awarded to Able Seaman G. T. Vince, Royal Navy, who died in 
Scott's first Antarctic expedition in March 1902, after slipping down a steep ice slope during a blizzard while 
employed in a sledging party under Frank Wild

Of the 60 Polar Medals in bronze issued for Scott's first Antarctic expedition 1902-04, just five were awarded to members of the 
Discovery's crew. 

George Thomas Vince was born in Blandford, Dorset in September 1879 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in October 
1895. Advanced to Able Seaman in March 1899, he served off South Africa in H.M.S. Beagle in the period May-October 1901, and, 
shortly thereafter, joined the National Antarctic Expedition under Scott at Simon's Town. 

The following extracts from Scott's Voyage of the Discovery confirm the sad loss of Vince while serving in a sledging party under Frank 
Wild: 

[4 March 1902]: 

'The five who now remained submitted themselves to the guidance of Wild and followed him in single file as he again struck out for 
the direction in which they supposed the ship to lie. As they proceeded they found the slope growing steeper and the difficulty of 
foothold increased, especially for Vince, who was wearing fur boots, but they never doubted they would soon come to the bottom and 
find themselves in one of the valleys which would guide them to our winter quarters. In this manner they must have proceeded about 
500 yards, when the leader suddenly saw the precipice beneath his feet, and far below, through the wreathing snow, the sea. Another 
step would have take him over the edge; he sprang back with a cry of warning and those behind him, hearing it, dug their heels 
instinctively into the slippery surface and without exception all succeeded in stopping. What followed was over in an instant. Before his 
horror-stricken companions had time to think, poor Vince, unable to check himself with his soft fur boots, had shot from amongst them, 
flashed past the leader and disappeared. 1 

[13 March 1902]: 

'We had now finally and sadly to resign ourselves to the loss of our shipmate, and the thought was grievous to all. From the moment 
when he joined us at the Cape of Good Hope, Vince had been popular with all; always obliging and always cheerful. I learnt that he 
had never shown these qualities more markedly than during the short sledge journey which brought him to an untimely end. His 
pleasant face and ready wit served to dispel the thought of hardship and difficulty to the end. Life was a bright thing to him and it was 
something to think that death must have come quickly in the grip of an icy sea. 1 

Vince's Queen's South Africa and Polar Medals were despatched to his father, the former in September 1903. He is also 
commemorated in Blandford Parish Church; sold with copied research. 
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The important Great War Q-ship operations D.S.O. and Bar group of five awarded to Captain F. H. Grenfell, Royal 
Navy, who commanded the 'The splendid Penshurst ' in several actions and was second only to Gordon Campbell, V. 
C., in terms of U-boats destroyed 

Distinguished Service Order, G.V.R., with Second Award Bar, silver-gilt and enamel; 1914 Star (Lieut. F. H. Grenfell, R.N., 
Transport Staff); British War and Victory Medals (Capt. F. H. Grenfell, R.N.); France, Croix de Guerre 1914-1917, minor 
enamel damage to wreaths on the firstotherwise good very fine and better (5) £12000-15000

Francis Henry Grenfell was in Hampshire in December 1874 and entered the Royal Navy as a cadet in Britannia in January 1889. 
Advanced to Sub. Lieutenant September 1894 and to Lieutenant in April 1897, he became a physical fitness instructor, but was placed 
on the Retired List at his own request in December 1905, when he was given the rank of Lieutenant-Commander. 

Having in the interim been employed as an Inspector of Schools for the Board of Education, he was recalled on the outbreak of 
hostilities in August 1914 and served as a Transport Officer at Marseilles before being appointed C.O. of the armed merchant cruiser 
Cedric in November of the same year, in the rank of Commander. 

Then in December 1915, with his transfer to Cyclops on 'special service', he commenced his remarkable career in "Mystery Ships", 
namely with his appointment to the command of the Penshurst (a.k.a. Q-7), who, with her three masts, low freeboard and funnel aft, 
resembled a tank steamer (or oil tanker). 
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Described by Keble Chatterton as 'a courteous and charming country gentleman whose shy manner concealed an exceptionally gallant 
spirit', Grenfell had to endure nearly a year of unrewarded patrols before being able to orchestrated his first "kill", the interim seeing 
him and his crew master their new roles off Ireland, Scotland and in the English Channel. And among his officers was Lieutenant Cedric 
Naylor, R.N.R., who became one of the most decorated Naval Officers of the Great War, winning three D.S.Os and two D.S.Cs, the 
whole services in Penshurst. 

30 November 1916 - destruction of the UB-19 

Grenfell first went into action in Penshurst in November 1916, when she sank the UB-19 on the 30th in a textbook Q-ship action, 
luring her prey to within 250 yards range after sending off her "panic party". Grenfell takes up the story: 

1 passed the word to the guns that she [the UB-19] was coming round to our starboard quarter, and then slithered across the deck and 
had another spy-hole cut in the screen in a moment. Then I saw her coming round the stern, and when she was on the quarter and the 
guns were all bearing on her I leapt for the signal bell and signalled 'open fire'. 

Inside ten seconds the 3-pounder got off its first shot, which carried a man clean off the conning tower; the second immediately 
afterwards went through her engine room. The 6-pounder and the 12-pounder took up the game almost at once, and the shells began 
to burst all over the sub. We hit her mostly in the conning tower and the after part. Shells burst all along her water line and the 12- 
pounder Lyddite did grand work. Most of the conning tower was blown clean away, and one shell blew a great sheet of deck plating 
spinning into the air. We could see the men running on her deck, and falling or diving overboard. A knot gathered at the fore and 
where the shells were less numerous. It was a grand sight - and I must admit I mafficked [celebrate, as in Mafeking Day] - I had to run 
down and shake old Naylor, at the 12-pounder - by the hand. 

All this time the sub was going ahead towards our boars, and we learned afterwards that our second shot, besides preventing her 
submerging, also prevented them stopping engines. The submarine was now partly shrouded by the smoke of the bursting shells, and a 
shout went up that the men on her were waving in token of surrender. I stopped the firing, but as I was mindful of Admiral Colville's 
injunction to me when we commissioned not to take any chances, but to go on firing until the sub. sank, I commenced firing again. A 
very little more, however, convinced me that all was up with her.' 

Grenfell duly returned to Portland, with 13 survivors from UB-19's crew. He was awarded the D.S.O., which insignia he received at 
Buckingham Palace on 14 February 191 7. 

14 January 1917 - destruction of the UB-37 

Meanwhile, in January 1917, Grenfell sighted the UB-37, Kapitain Lieutnant Gunther. The U-Boat opened fire immediately and 
Grenfell ordered the usual "panic party" tactics to be carried out. Slowly the UB-37 closed in until she was 700 yards off the Q-ship's 
starboard bow and twice in succession Penshurst was hit by shell fire and several members of her crew, who were waiting in 
concealment for the order to open fire, were killed or wounded. At first Grenfell anticipated that Gunther would take UB-37 around to 
the Q-ship's boats off Penshurst's port quarter and that such action would afford the opportunity of decreasing the range, but it soon 
became obvious that Gunther had no intention of closing in and Grenfell decided to reveal his true colours and commence an action. 

At 4.24 p.m. Penshurst hoisted her White Ensign and her apparently deserted decks became alive with activity as the screens 
concealing her armament were lowered and her guns opened a rapid fire on the submarine. The first shell from Penshurst's 12-pounder 
struck the base of UB-37's conning tower and when the black smoke which resulted from the violent explosion had cleared away, it 
was observed that a part of the U-Boat's conning tower was missing. A second shell caused further damage to UB-37's hull and at least 
four more hits were registered on her conning tower before she sank to the bottom with all hands. To ensure the U-Boat's destruction, 
Penshurst steamed over the position where she had disappeared and dropped depth-charges before returning to Portland. There were 
no survivors. 

Grenfell was recommended for the C.B., no doubt as a result of his senior rank, but was instead awarded a Bar to his D.S.O., which 
insignia he received at Buckingham Palace on 16 November 1918. 

22 February 1917 - U-84 severely damaged 

Just over a month later, two days after an inconclusive action 20 February, Penshurst engaged the U-84 off the south coast of Ireland. 
Having avoided a torpedo attack, Grenfell and his men achieved several hits, causing U-84 significant damage and wounding members 
of her crew - the U-boat managed to limp back to Germany on the surface, where Admiral Scheer described her survival as a miracle. 

Following the actions of 20 and 22 February 1917, he was specially promoted to Captain, presumably in lieu of receiving another D.S. 

O. 

On 8 March Grenfell fought another surface action with a U-Boat at the Eastern end of the English Channel. Both vessels were badly 
damaged, Penshurst requiring a major refit. And it was at this juncture that he was appointed to the Staff of the Director of Anti- 
Submarine Defence, in which capacity he would have kept in touch with Penshurst's activities and been among the first to hear of her 
demise in December 1917. 

Demobilised in November 1918, in order to return to his appointment on the Board of Education, the gallant Grenfell died in April 
1946; sold with copied research. 
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The remarkable North Russia operations D.S.O. and Bar group of seven awarded to Commander P. H. Edwards, Royal 
Naval Volunteer Reserve, C.O. of the Anglo-Russian Naval Brigade in 1918 and, on attachment to the Army, of the 
Slavo-British Legion in 1919: he had earlier been wounded in Gallipoli and in France with Howe Battalion, R.N.D., 
and again as a member of a storming party in the Zeebrugge raid, by which time Admiral Keyes described him as a 
'one-eyed, bearded warrior... who was spoiling to get in the ring again' - when finally discharged to an 80% disability 
pension in 1920, it was noted that he had received no less than 53 wounds

Tor distinguished service in connection with Military Operations in Archangel, North Russia/ 

Mention in despatches London Gazettes 12 July 1916 (Gallipoli), 23 July 1918 (Zeebrugge) and 3 February 1920 (North Russia). 

The original recommendation for his part in the Zeebrugge raid - for a D.S.O. - states: 

'During the preparation this officer's experience in the Naval Division in Gallipoli and France was most valuable in the training of the 
Naval storming party. He volunteered for service in Vindictive, and to accompany the force which assaulted the Mole, and by his spirit 
and the manner in which he carried out his duties set a fine example to his men. He was severely wounded and disabled just before 
Vindictive arrived alongside the Mole.' 

Patrick Harrington Edwards was appointed a Sub. Lieutenant in the Royal naval Volunteer Reserve in October 1914, when he joined 
the Royal Naval Division at Crystal Palace. Posted to Howe Battalion late in the same month, he was duly embarked for the 
Dardanelles in February 1915 and quickly went into action in Gallipoli. 

Gallipoli and France with the Royal Naval Division - multiple wounds and a "mention" 
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Such was Edwards' keenness to get to grips with the enemy that he was one of only a handful of the Howe Battalion to reach the 
Turkish positions in the Battle of Krithia on 4 June 1915, albeit wounded. The ferocity of the enemy's fire is best illustrated by the 
official casualty returns: in just 45 minutes the Naval Brigade lost 60 out of 70 officers and 1300 of its 1900-strong contingent of P.Os 
and ratings. 

He was mentioned in despatches for gallant services during the period of General Sir Charles Munro's command of the Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force, from October 1915 right up until the final evacuation ( London Gazette 12 July 1916 refers), and was advanced to 
the temporary rank of Lieutenant-Commander. 

Having then spent early 1916 in hospital in Mudros, suffering from 'debility and exhaustion', he was given temporary command of 
Howe Battalion and embarked for France in May 1916. And once again, he quickly came to the notice of his superiors for 
distinguished conduct, not least during the Battle of Ancre on 13-14 November 1916, when he fell seriously wounded after assisting in 
an attack on the German redoubt at Beaumont Hamel. Ignoring his wounds, which would lead to the loss of a eye, Edwards regained 
his feet and continued to direct the advance. The ferocity of the enemy's fire is again well illustrated by the relevant casualty returns: in 
the desperate fighting that month, the R.N.D. lost 100 officers and more than 1600 men killed, and 160 officers and 2377 men 
wounded. 

Back in London, after being evacuated via the Duchess of Westminster's Hospital at Le Touquet, Edwards attended a Medical Board in 
January 191 7: 

'This officer received shrapnel wounds (i) in the head (ii) right arm (iii) back and right buttock. The wound on the face was on the left 
side just below the zygoma and crossing the nose cavity and emerging below the right eye. The shock caused a rupture of the left optic 
nerve, causing complete blindness of that eye. The wound has slowly healed and vision in the right eye is good. There was a 
perforating wound of the upper arm through the fleshy parts without damage to important structures. There was a superficial perforating 
wound from the outer side of the right buttock to the right side of the spine, not involving important structures. The wounds have all 
healed and his general health is completely re-established.' 

Edwards had witnessed, to his cost, the two most disastrous actions yet experienced by the Royal Naval Division. It is rather ironic, not 
forgetting the lack of recognition he received for Gallipoli, that the History of the Royal Naval Division should credit him with a D.S.O. 
for his latest deeds. Regrettably no such honour was forthcoming and, remarkably, Edwards was once more to lose out on the same 
decoration after being recommended for his gallantry on the occasion of the Zeebrugge raid. 

Zeebrugge - more wounds and another "mention" 

Having then been employed on port duties on the west coast of Africa for much of 1917, Edwards, determined as ever to do his bit, 
volunteered 'for an undertaking of real danger' - the audacious attempt to block the canal at Zeebrugge. And he was subsequently 
interviewed by Vice-Admiral Sir Roger Keyes, Commanding the Dover Patrol, who recalls their meeting in his memoirs: 

'Davidson also recommended me to take Lieutenant-Commander Harrington Edwards, R.N.V.R., a one-eyed bearded warrior who had 
been all though the Gallipoli campaign, and had since been badly wounded in France. Apparently he was resting to recuperate at the 
balloon station and was spoiling to get into the ring again. He had been though the mill of close trench fighting for the best part of three 
years, so I sent for him, and after a short conversation had no hesitation in selecting him for service with the Naval assaulting force. I 
have recently read some extracts from an account he wrote at the time. He certainly showed no signs of the doubts he appears to have 
had as to my sanity; and of the many people to whom I unfolded the plan, I can think of no-one who appeared to be more genuinely 
delighted at the thought of being allowed to take a hand, than that hardened warrior. In his account of the interview, Edwards says that 
after I had explained the plan to him I asked him what he thought of it: 

"Phew, what did I think of it? My mind rapidly revolved round all the strikingly original, hopeless, brilliant, practically impossible 
schemes that I have been in, or nearly in, in the way of attacks on land, but never anything like this for rank, sheer madness and - yes - 
impertinence; but there was the pleasant smile of a proud father on the Admiral's face, and I could not tell him my real opinion, so 
tried to get time, and asked: "What about the mines; how will our ships ever get there?" "Oh," he said, "you need not bother about that, 
the Navy will look after that; what you have to think of is the landing part. Davidson said you were all through Gallipoli and have had 
lots of experience, and it is your land experience I want, as the training of the landing party will be your job" ... When I arrived back at 
Chatham I was full of it. I thought it was quite hopeless. It was desperate, but I realised our position and the frightful losses the U-boats 
were inflicting on our shipping were also desperate. The boats engaged were of no great fighting value; the officers and men? Ah! That 
was another matter. I went off to my cabin that night, but I could not sleep. How lucky I was to be in it. 1 

Edwards was duly appointed to command one of the Seaman Storming Parties in H.M.S. Vindictive , arguably one of the most 

dangerous occupations of the raid, for, as the Vindictive neared her objective, she was subjected to a devastating fire from the Mole 

battery just 250 yards distant. The number of personnel in exposed positions was meant to be limited mainly to those manning the 

guns, rocket apparatus and flame-throwers, but the senior officers of the storming parties, however, stationed themselves in the most 
handy position for leading and directing the assault, with the result that they were exposed to the full blast of the hurricane of fire from 
the Mole battery - of the fourteen landing-brows only two were eventually serviceable, Captain Halahan, commanding the naval 
storming forces, quickly being shot down and killed. 

For his own part, as described by Keyes in his memoirs, Edwards was standing alongside Halahan at the same moment, and 'fell shot 
through both legs; finding that he could not move, he ordered two men who passed to carry him on to the Mole, as things did not seem 
to be going too well. However, in spite of his protests, they carried him below and thus probably saved his life.' 

As cited above, he was recommended for the D.S.O., but, in the event, received another "mention". He also participated in the V.C. 
Ballot. 

North Russia - Double D.S.O. 

After recovering from his wounds, Edwards was chosen to command the Anglo-Russian Naval Brigade in North Russia, where he had 
charge of volunteer Russians employed in river vessels under R.N. command. Thus, in addition to the monitor M-25, and a brace of M. 
Ls, his force comprised the Russian paddle-steamers Advokat, Gorodok and Razlyff, each armed with 12-pounders, and all of which 
participated in operations up river on the Dwina, including engagements at Bereznik, Troitsa, Borka and Chamovo, while Bolshevik 
gunboats sometimes ventured down river. But with the advent of winter, and the arrival of ice, the flotilla was withdrawn in November 
1918. 

Edwards was awarded the D.S.O. and the Russian Order of St. Vladimir, 4th Class, awarded in the Provisional Government's despatch 
of 23 April 1919: 

'He has rendered valuable service in the formation of the Russian Allied Naval Brigade and subsequently in command of it on service 
on the Onega front.' 

Subsequently seconded for land duties, with the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, under General Ironside, and on attachment to the Salvo- 
British Legion, he participated in the military operations in Archangel, North Russia, and was rewarded with a Bar to his D.S.O., a 
unique award for this theatre of war; so, too, presumably, with the Russian Order of St. Anne, 2nd Class, though confirmation of this 
latter distinction has yet to surface. 
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However, his many wounds and arduous service were now taking their toll, as a result of which he was presented with his D.S.O. and 
Bar while a patient at Queen's Hospital, Sidcup, in April 1920, in which month he reverted to Naval service. But, as starkly recorded in 
a medical report issued at the Royal Herbert Hospital, Woolwich, a few weeks later, he was anything but fit for further duty, the 
examining surgeon finding evidence of no less than 53 wounds, among them the loss of his left eye and five teeth, a perforated antrum 
and nasal septum, and 'multiple pieces of metal in his head', as a result of which he 'suffers from headaches, permanent partial loss of 
voice, loss of smell and partial loss of taste - and he cannot walk more than a mile.' 

He was awarded an 80% disability pension and, in the circumstances, probably survived beyond expectation, dying in September 
1945; sold with copied research. 
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The unique Murmansk 1919 operations D.S.O., Shackleton 1914-16 Antarctic Expedition O.B.E., Q-Ship operations D. 
S.C. group of twelve awarded to Commander J. R. Stenhouse, Royal Naval Reserve: according to Shackleton 'he

The original recommendation states: 

'Lieutenant J. R Stenhouse, R.N.R., whose great keenness, vigilance and good seamanship render him an exceptionally valuable officer. 
But for his promptness in sighting the submarine we might not have been in time to ram her/ 

Mention in despatches London Gazette 31 August 191 7. The original recommendation states: 

'He displayed excellent spirit and perfect discipline on the occasion of an action with an enemy submarine on 2 July 191 7/ 
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Joseph Russell Stenhouse, the scion of a Scottish ship building family, was born in Dumbarton in November 1887, and first went to sea 
in 1903 - his father and grandfather were well-known for the clippers they built under the name Birrell, Stenhouse & Company, and 
young Joseph became one of the last men to gain his Master's Certificate in a square-rigger. In fact, as one obituarist put it, 'Sailing 
ships were in his blood.' 

Shackleton 's Antarctic Expedition 1914-16 

In August 1914, Stenhouse joined Shackleton's Trans-Antarctic Expedition, initially as Chief Officer of the Aurora, under Lieutenant A. 
L.A. Mackintosh, R.N.R., but when the ship reached a suitable landing place near Hut Point in January 1915, Mackintosh went ashore 
with his Ross Sea party and Stenhouse took overall command. 

Shackleton had ordered Stenhouse to winter the Aurora north of Glacier Tongue, but since the ice was in a constant state of movement 
and no shelter could be found from the tearing winds and blizzards, it was not until March 1915 that a suitable anchorage could be 
found. By that stage large quantities of coal had been used up in fighting against the ice packs and the chosen anchorage could only be 
described by the Second Officer 'as good a place as there is at present offering'. Despite every effort to secure stable moorings it was 
not uncommon for the anchors and supporting wire hawsers to be wrenched up by drifting ice and on 6 May 1915, during a severe 
southerly gale, the Aurora was finally cast adrift. The Second Officer records the event thus: 

'At 9.35 p.m. or thereabouts I had just been turned in when the after moorings began to strain and the decks to groan and then I knew 
the ice had again started to go out of North Bay C. Evans. This was a very dangerous thing as the ice was so thick. I did not turn out 
immediately but it got so bad that Hooke woke me to come out and I was thinking it was about time I was making a move. As the strain 
was so great that something had to go either the decks with the bits or the wires. I soon found out which it was as the two wires parted 
with reports like the report of guns and then I heard several other snaps and by the time I was dressed fit to go on deck I could see we 
had carried away all our moorings and we were going out into the Sound with our bow anchors down. We called all hands and put 
tackles upon our cables to relieve our windlass of the strain when we dragged our anchors. The Engine Room were set to work to get 
everything ready for steam. I was let go after midnight by the Chief Officer but there was mighty little sleep to be had as the ship got out 
from under the shelter of the land. The wind was blowing fiercely and it was so thick that one could only see a few yards from the ship 
and when the floe we were stuck fast in began to break up and we got amongst the loose pack, the pounding this ship got would have 
sent almost any steel ship to the bottom but this ship stood it wonderfully well. So ended the most eventful night of the trip up to the 
present.' 

The Aurora now had to take her chance with the pack ice and whilst Mackintosh and the shore party were on the minds of Stenhouse 
and his crew, for they were aware the former were in need of supplies, there was nothing they could do to get south again since the 
Aurora had been forced into a northward course (it was at this time that Shackleton and the Endurance were suffering the same fate on 
the opposite side of the Antarctic continent). 

By July the Aurora began to suffer from the pressure of the ice and her rudder was smashed and carried away - in fact conditions 
became so bad that preparations were made for her to be abandoned. However, Stenhouse was able to reverse this decision when the 
climate showed signs of improvement and a replacement rudder had been constructed. 

On 6 August 1915 Mount Sabine and Cape Adare came into view and by 22 September Sturge Island was sighted and Oates Land was 
seen to the south. The main problems aboard the ship at this stage were a shortage of food and clothing, but by February 1916 the ice 
was showing signs of breaking up and Stenhouse realised they stood a fighting chance of getting back to New Zealand. The melting 
pack ice left the Aurora at the mercy of some substantial ice floes and if these were combined with a heavy swell, then the ship's 
position became somewhat precarious. The entry in the ship's log, 29 February 1916, states: 

'The battering and ramming of the floes increased in the early hours until it seemed as if some sharp floe or jagged underfoot must go 
through the ship's hull. At 6 a.m. we converted a large coil-spring into a fender and slipped it under the port quarter, where a pressured 
flow with a twenty to thirty feet underfoot was threatening to knock the propeller and stern-post off altogether. At 9 a.m., after pumping 
ship, the engineer reported a leak in the way of the propeller-shaft aft near the stern-post on the port side. The carpenter cut part of the 
lining and filled the space between the timbers with Stockholm tar, cement and oakum. He could not get at the actual leak, but his 
makeshift made a little difference. I am anxious about the propeller. This pack is a dangerous place for a ship now.' 
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Because of the shortage of coal, steam was not raised until 1 March, but following a further two weeks of battle against the ice, the 
Aurora cleared the pack - in celebration Stenhouse 'spliced the main brace' and blew three blasts of farewell to the ice with the ship's 
whistle. He now had a long voyage back to New Zealand with a battered ship and only a few tons of coal left in the bunkers. There 
were times when they made little progress and even when the replacement rudder could be lowered for use, it needed constant 
nursing. In addition there existed a shortage of crew, and one or two of the men were creating difficulties. 

Despite all these serious difficulties, the Aurora safely reached Port Chalmers in April 1916 - an achievement which was largely made 
possible by the outstanding seamanship of Stenhouse. Shackleton later wrote: 'He accomplished successfully one of the most difficult 
journeys on record, in an ocean area notoriously stormy and treacherous.' 

Stenhouse was awarded the O.B.E. 


"Mystery Ships " 

Having been appointed a probationary Sub. Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Reserve in August 1914, Stenhouse now commenced a 
distinguished career in "Mystery Ships", when he was appointed to the "splendid Penshurst", under Lieutenant Cedric Naylor, D.S.O., 
D.S.C., R.N.R., in May 1917. And he quickly saw action, Penshurst having a protracted duel with an enemy submarine in the Western 
Approaches on 2 July. Narrowly avoiding a torpedo, Naylor ordered out the ship's "panic party" and waited for the enemy to close - 
alas, the latter chose to stand off at 6,000 yards, and then 4,500 yards astern, delivering a positive storm of fire - luckily inaccurate fire - 
from the submarine's forward gun. At length, Naylor lost his patience and closed the enemy: 

'I gave orders first of all for 'dead slow' and then, as the ship began to answer the helm, 'full speed ahead', in order to bring all guns to 
bear on the port side. 

At 4.13 p.m. we opened fire at a range of 4,500 yards with common pointed shell, the engines then being stopped. At this stage hits 
from all the guns were observed, and after the second or third hit a dense cloud of white smoke issued from abaft the conning tower, 
and then rolled away leeward, where it hung low down in a dense cloud for a considerable number of minutes. No more smoke was 
observed to issue from the submarine. Then her stern settled down and her bows rose slightly out of the water and she continued in this 
trim until 4.45 p.m., when she appeared to regain her natural trim. At this stage we observed 16 hits, 11 on the conning tower and five 
in the hull. 

All this time the submarine was under weigh and crossing our bows. Eventually, as the 12-pounder could no longer bear on the 
submarine, I went full speed ahead and brought all guns on the port side to bear, and at the same time attempted to close the 
submarine. However, she began to draw away from us, and finally passed out of range and ultimately, at 5.30 p.m., sight.' 

Stenhouse was mentioned in despatches and, five days after the action in question, removed to P-61, under Lieutenant-Commander F. 
A. Worsley, R.N.R. And, once again, he was quickly in action. Worsely takes up the story: 

'Lieutenant J. R. Stenhouse, R.N.R., was on the Bridge with me, when he sighted an object through the thick mist. This object was 
bearing on our starboard beam about half a mile distant. The helm was immediately put hard a port and engines full speed ahead, and, 
as we turned towards the object, it was observed to be an enemy submarine on the surface distant about half a mile away and heading 
westward, steaming at nine knots. 

Action stations had previously been sounded and immediately the submarine was properly sighted, fire was opened from the port 12- 
pounder gun, and one round of common shell at point-blank range was fired into the submarine, striking her just before the conning 
tower. 

Engines were now being worked at full speed and course being shaped to ram the submarine. 

Both engines were stopped to permit the bows to drop deeper in the water, and make a better hit as the ship sinks down aft at full 
speed. 

The orders to the engine room had just been obeyed when P-61 struck the enemy stem on the port side just abaft the conning tower at 
a speed of at least 20 knots. Just before the impact, I gave orders to 'Stand by to ram' and a severe shock was felt. I believe the 
submarine turned over as we passed over her. 

When our stern was over the enemy vessel a very violent explosion took place and I thought for a moment that we had been torpedoed 
by another submarine. 

Engines which had been stopped were now put ahead again and the ship circled under starboard helm taking a position at the place of 
the explosion. 

The sea round this spot was boiling with foam and rushes of immense air bubbles were coming to the surface for some minutes after 
the explosion. Oil was also observed floating on the surface of the water. 

As I circled back I saw two men struggling in the water and life belts were immediately thrown to them. One managed to secure a hold 
and was afterwards brought on board P-61 in the second whaler. The other was drowned. 

The survivor was Alfred Arnold, who proved to be the Commanding Officer of the submarine.' 

Stenhouse was awarded the D.S.C. and, in early October, assumed command of another Q-ship, the lanthe , in which capacity he 
remained employed until 1918. 

North Russia 1918-19 


In the autumn of 1918, Shackleton, then a Major, was sent to Murmansk as a Director of Equipment and Transport for Syren Force, and, 
in order to strengthen his position, he requested four members from his earlier Antarctic expeditions to join him - thus the arrival of a 
brace of recently employed Q-ship C.Os: Stenhouse and Worsely. 

Given German ambitions to use Murmansk as a U-boat base, Shackleton declared to his new arrivals, 'I'd like us to finish up with each 
of us driving a dog-team over the snow into Berlin', a wish never granted in the light of the Armistice, and the growing distractions of 
equipping our land forces for the fight against the Bolsheviks. 

For his own part, Stenhouse was actively employed alongside the Finns, leading a flotilla of small craft on Lake Onega - among them 
his own command, the Jolly Roger. Such duties aside, he was from time to time asked to partake in operations of a more clandestine 
nature, akin to the type of work carried out by Agar, V.C., in his C.M.Bs from Terrioki. 

Thus what was described as 'a curious mission' - with a Royal Marines' detachment drawn from H.M.S. Glory - to the Finnish border at 
Knaja Ghuba, in March 1919, where delicate negotiations were under way to repatriate some Finnish Red Guards and their ex-Prime 
Minister, Mr. Tochoi - the "Reds" wanted to remain armed, but the "Whites" were having none of it. Meanwhile, Stenhouse and his 
men, having travelled over two days in cattle trucks, holed up in a pine forest to await developments - snow was thick on the ground 
and Finnish scouts on skis were all around them. In the event, however, a successful conclusion was negotiated between the two 
factions and Stenhouse returned to Lake Onega. 

He was awarded the D.S.O. 
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Further work in the Antarctic 

In 1921, Shackleton embarked on his next Antarctic adventure in the Quest , a vessel that quickly proved difficult to handle, so he 
wrote to a friend saying he hoped to get Stenhouse to join him at Cape Town, Tor I can see it will require everyone to be a sailor to 
handle this ship/ Famously, however, events overtook his request, when, in early January 1922, Shackleton died. 

But between 1924-27, Stenhouse served as National Adviser to the Discovery Research Committee, and he re-rigged and commanded 
Scott's old ship on whaling research work on the fringes of Antarctica for two years. And between time passed in pack-ice and 
elsewhere, he managed to keep up his R.N.R. training exercises and to write his sailing ship memoirs, Cracker Hash. He was, 
moreover, awarded the R.N.R. Decoration ( London Gazette 1 May 1928 refers), and advanced to Commander. 

Journey's End 

Recalled on the renewal of hostilities in September 1939, he was appointed S.N.O. afloat on the Thames and Medway Examination 
Service, his ship being mined in October 1940 with a loss of eleven lives - to no-one's surprise, Stenhouse risked his life in saving 
another. Three months later, after a period of recovery from this latest ordeal, he was ordered to join the Staff of the C.-in-C. East Indies, 
for salvage duties, and he duly arrived at the Aden shore base Sheba. And it was during operations out of this base that he was posted 
missing, presumed killed, near Massowah, on 12 September 1941, though the exact nature of his fate remains uncertain. 

'Duty', according to his ex-shipmate and Q-ship C.O., Worsely, was Stenhouse's watchword. And his epitaph should be 'A seaman - 
he served his country well.'

When originally sold at Sotheby's on 27 June 1985 (Lot 343), and described as 'The Property of Mrs. J. P. Mantel], Daughter of 
Commander J. R. Stenhouse', the cataloguer noted that the 'recipient's original D.S.O. was stolen and that the example offered for sale 
was a replacement obtained by the family.'

Tor his services during the advance from Qurnah and capture of Amara at the beginning of June 1915. Lieutenant Singleton was in 
command of the armed launch Shaitan, and displayed great skill and energy in pursuit of the enemy gunboat Mamariss and other craft. 
He went ahead of the main force through Amara in a gallant manner, and performed the remarkable feat in his small armed tug of 
bringing to surrender a body of about 11 officers and 250 Turkish troops, whom he had intercepted, and causing a large number to 
retire, thus largely contributing to the surrender of the town.' 

Mark Singleton was born in Theale Wedmore, Somerset, in June 1887, and entered the Royal Navy as a cadet in Britannia in May 
1902. Advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in May 1907 and to Lieutenant in December 1909, he was serving in the base ship H.M.S. Espiegle 
in the Persian Gulf on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, and was subsequently employed with naval units co-operating with 
military forces in Mesopotamia. 

By May 1915 the Turks had been driven from the lower reaches of the Tigris, and in order that the Navy might render assistance to the 
Army in following them up, a number of flat bottomed tug boats were commandeered and commissioned as H.M. Ships for use on the 
river. One of these, the Shaitan, was placed under Singleton's command. Crewed by eight men, his boat was armed with a 12-pounder 
quick-firing gun in her bows and a smaller gun aft. 
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Eleven Turkish officers and 250 men surrender to Singleton 


Advancing from Qurnah in June, the Shaitan, due to Singleton's skilful boat handling, got ahead of the other small craft, and reached a 
point three miles south of Amara on her own. As she entered the reach of the river immediately below the town, which was situated on 
the east bank, large numbers of enemy troops were seen crossing the river to the western bank by a bridge of boats and getting into a 
barge secured to the Turkish gun boat Mamarris. The bridge of boats was then opened, the enemy gun boat clearly going to depart up 
river. Singleton immediately opened fire with the 12-pounder, causing the troops to abandon the barge for a safer spot on the west 
bank. Shaitan then steamed on and as she passed through the bridge of boats found the town was occupied in force. Half a battalion of 
Turks, moving through the streets to the river front, smartly retreated. Around the next bend on both banks yet more troops were retiring 
from the Shaitan which was in effect surrounded. The Turks held their fire for fear of drawing the attention of Shaitan's 12-pounder, and 
she continued upstream for about half a mile, whence Singleton called on a party of about two hundred Turks with six officers to 
surrender. The Bluejacket's disarmed them and, taking their weapons on board, compelled them to march down river abreast of the 
tug. On the way back to Amara, Singleton took more prisoners, who emerged from trees and threw down their arms; and, unattended, 
the sorry Turkish party obediently walked to the now deserted town where they sat down by a coffee shop and awaited the arrival of 
British troops. 

Thus Singleton, at the expenditure of only two or three shells, captured 250 Turkish troops and 11 officers and contributed largely to 
the evacuation of Amara by 2000 troops. It was the opinion of the official historian of the campaign that greater daring than the 
Singleton's cool audacity could hardly be imagined. He was awarded the D.S.O. 

Having taken part in further advances up river over the course of the next three months, and been mentioned in despatches ( London 
Gazette 21 January 1916 refers), Singleton, due to heavy casualties and sickness, became the Senior Naval Officer on the Tigris 
although only 26 years of age. And in February 191 6, he was given command of the 98-ton gunboat Stonefly, in which capacity he was 
twice mentioned in despatches for further actions on the Tigris and the Euphrates ( London Gazettes 5 April 1916 and 21 September 
191 7 refer). 

Returning home in January 1918, he was invested with his D.S.O. at Buckingham Palace that March and saw out the War with the 
Harwich Force in command of the destroyer Patrician. Placed on the Retired List on account of ill-health in December 1923, the gallant 
Singleton died in December 1952; sold with copied research.

Roger Vincent Alison was born in Glastonbury, Somerset, in January 1885 and entered the Royal Navy as a cadet in Britannia in 
September 1899. Advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in April 1904 and to Lieutenant in October 1906, he was serving as a recently promoted 
Lieutenant-Commander in the cruiser H.M.S. Black Prince on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914. 

In the first week of January 1915, however, he commenced a period of protracted service in destroyers, when he was given command 
of the Druid, of the 1st Destroyer Flotilla, and quickly saw action at Dogger Bank on the 24th of the same month, when he and his 
crew shared in the prize money for the enemy cruiser Blucher - Druid's battle ensign from the engagement is today preserved at Ceiriog 
Memorial Institute in Wales. 

Removing to the command of the Moresby in March 1916, he was next present at the battle of Jutland, and was awarded the D.S.O. for 
the above cited deeds - namely a brace of daring torpedo attacks. The first of these attacks was delivered at long range - about 8,000 
yards - under a heavy and accurate fire, Moresby, and her consort, Onslow, being 'smothered in falling salvos'. But, as Alison would 
recount in his official report, careful observation and use of the helm prevented any direct hits. Alison's next attack was undoubtedly 
more successful: 

'I considered action imperative ... hoisted compass west, hauled out to port, firing a high-speed torpedo at 2.37 G.M.T. ... This incident 
and opportunity was over very quickly, as the enemy was steaming at 18 knots south-east. A concussion shook the ship about two 
minutes later... Mist and smoke prevented the enemy being seen again, but I feel certain that the torpedo hit something.' 

He was right. His torpedo had found the German destroyer V. 4, which sank. 

In July 191 7, Alison took command of the recently launched Umpire, in which capacity he remained actively employed until the War's 
end, when he was advanced to Commander. And from then until being placed on the Retired List at his own request in January 1923, 
he held one more seagoing appointment, in addition to serving as a Staff Officer 2nd Grade in the Operations Division at the 
Admiralty. 

Advanced to Captain on the Retired List in January 1930, Alison was mobilised shortly before the renewal of hostilities in September 
1939, and served on the staff of the S.N.O., Port of London, and thence, in a similar capacity, on the Southampton Harbour Board, but 
he was discharged on account of sickness in the summer of 1940; sold with copied research. 
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A rare Baltic 1919 operations D.S.O. group of five awarded to Captain R. V. Eyre, Royal Navy, who had earlier been 
commended for his command of the destroyer H.M.S. Mounsey at Jutland and awarded the Russian Order of St. Anne

Ralph Vincent Eyre was born in Mayfair, London, in September 1882, the son of Henry Eyre, a Colonel in the Coldstream Guards. 
Entering the Royal Navy as a cadet in Britannia in May 1897, he was advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in April 1902 and to Lieutenant in 
June 1904 and, by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, was serving as a Lieutenant-Commander and C.O. of the destroyer Brisk. 

Removing to another destroyer, the Mounsey , in November of the following year, he remained similarly employed until January 1918, 
and was accordingly present at Jutland in the 11th Destroyer Flotilla, being commended for his services and awarded the Russian Order 
of St. Anne. 

Having then been advanced to Commander, and served in a staff appointment, he was appointed C.O. of the destroyer Wryneck in 
September 1918, and it was in this latter capacity that he went on to win his rare Baltic operations D.S.O. in the following year, when 
Wryneck was employed in the destroyer flotilla based at Libau, at which port she lent valuable gunfire when it was attacked by German 
forces in the first two weeks of November 1919. 

Also as part of the Naval force under the overall command of Rear-Admiral Walter Cowan - a force sent to encourage the Baltic States 
to resist German and Red Russian aggression - Wryneck was sent with 150 reinforcements to the garrison of Windau on 5 November 
1919, where once more she came under enemy fire. But it was most probably for his gallantry at Libau that Eyre was recommended for 
the D.S.O., Cowan observing that the enemy's withdrawal was 'a death blow to the German attempt to once again overwhelm and 
dominate the Baltic.' 

He received his decoration at Buckingham Palace on 23 July 1920, and was also mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 9 April 
1920 refers). 

Eyre relinquished command of the Wryneck in August 1920 and his only other command before being placed on the Retired List in 
March 1923 was the sloop Magnolia. Whilst on the Retired List he was promoted Captain, his seniority dating from 21 September 
1927. He died in April 1940; sold with copied research. 
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A rare Great War Auxiliary Patrol and North Russia D.S.C. and Bar group of six awarded to Lieutenant E. W. King,

Only 91 D.S.C. and Bars were awarded during the Great War, 28 of these to officers of the Royal Naval Reserve.

'For distinguished services in command of H.M. Paddle Minesweeper Walton Belle at Onega on the 1 October 1919, when he handled 
his ship with great skill and courage under very trying circumstances.' 

Ernest William King was born in Portsmouth in January 1886 and gained his Master's Certificate in August 1912. Appointed to the 
temporary rank of Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Reserve in July 1915, he was borne on the books of Actaeon for additional duties, 
namely employment in the paddle minesweeper Walton Belle , in which capacity he was awarded the D.S.C. in April 1918 and the 
French Croix de Guerre that May. 

In May 1919, the Walton Belle was converted for use as a hospital tender, and King was placed in command and ordered to sail her to 
the White Sea, a voyage undertaken in 20 days. Subsequently, while bound from Onega to Archangel, on 3 August 1919 - and not 1 
October as stated in the recommendation for his second D.S.C. - King and his crew had to subdue a mutiny, as reported by Surgeon 
Lieutenant W. F. Castle, who was present on the same occasion. 

Earlier that day, after a failed attack on Onega, the Walton Belle had to make her exit under heavy shell and machine-gun fire, bringing 
with her an increasingly demoralised party of 30 Russian troops and, apparently, several Bolshevik prisoners. Exactly what followed 
appears to be the subject of conflicting accounts, though all agree the mutiny commenced when a Mills bomb was hurled at the bridge. 
Quickly arming his merchant seamen and a pair of Sick Berth Attendants, and with Castle's assistance, King and his men duly quelled 
the mutiny, but not before three of the Russians had been killed - two of them having their heads blown off by a shotgun 'left and right' 
in the hands of one of the S.B.As. A boarding party having then arrived from H.M.S. Fox , Archangel was reached without further 
incident. King was awarded a Bar to his D.S.C. 

Mutiny aside, Walton Belle lent valuable service as a hospital tender over four months in the River Dwina campaign, came under fire 
on several occasions, and was returned to her owners with plenty of bullet holes though her funnel. 

King returned to his career in the Mercantile Marine after the War and died in March 1923, after fracturing his spine; sold copied 
research. 
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A rare Great War East Africa operations D.S.C. group of three awarded to Surgeon Lieutenant A. F. R. Wollaston, 
Royal Navy, a noted explorer, mountaineer and naturalist who was also awarded the Patron's Gold Medal of Royal 
Geographical Society: latterly employed as a Tutor at his alma mater, Kings College, Cambridge, he was shot dead in 
his rooms by a demented undergraduate in June 1930 - Stanley Baldwin, the University's Chancellor, subsequently 
describing how Cambridge 'mourned a prince among men'

D.S.C. London Gazette 22 February 1918. The original recommendation states: 

'For conspicuous devotion to duty and for his unfailing care of the sick and wounded. During the operations on the Rufigi, he not only 
attended to the casualties of the unit to which he was attached but he also voluntarily assisted those of the Rufigi River Transport. The 
Naval Officer-in-Charge of the latter men speaks highly of the assistance rendered by Surgeon Wollaston. Later, he was attached to 
Mafia for a period of two months during the time she was engaged in evacuating casualties from the Rufigi Delta, when he did all in his 
power to ensure their having proper attention/ 

Alexander Frederick Richmond Wollaston was born in May 1875 at Clifton, the son of George Hyde Wollaston, 'a man of wide culture 
and one of the most outstanding figures at Clifton College during the headmastership of John Percival', and scion of a family whose 
name 'occurs more often in the annals of the Royal Society than any other'; his talented mother, Sarah Constance, was a niece of the 
portrait painter, George Richmond. 

Young Alexander also attended Clifton College, where he cared little for school life and games, but quickly gained a reputation as a 
first class naturalist. Going up to King's College, Cambridge in 1893, where he was one of the select few to attend the zoology lectures 
of Alfred Newton, he also took a long vacation, the commencement of much foreign travel, when he walked from Hammerfest through 
Lappland to the Baltic. 

Explorer 

Indeed on graduation he decided to pursue a career as an explorer, as a result of which he felt bound to qualify in medicine in order to 
facilitate such travel - an objective eventually achieved in London and back at Cambridge, though he found life as a medical student 
dull and irksome. Accordingly he took every opportunity to escape the country, participating in climbing expeditions to the Alps and, 
in 1903, gaining membership of the Alpine Club. 

And by way of satisfying his naturalist instincts, he twice visited the Sudan with N. C. Rothschild, collecting bird and animal specimens; 
so, too, by journeying as far afield as New Zealand and Japan. Then in 1906, he joined his first official expedition, namely the British 
Museum's expedition to the Ruwenzori mountains in Central Africa, under R. B. Woosnam. Here he climbed what was then supposed 
the highest peak (15,286 ft.), afterwards named Wollaston Peak by the Duke of Abruzzi, and the returned home down the Congo with 
Douglas Carruthers, publishing a charming account of his travels and observations in From Ruwenzori to the Congo in 1908. 

In the following year he joined the British Ornithologists' Union's expedition to Dutch New Guinea, under Walter Goodfellow, but it 
failed to reach the Nassau range on account of sickness, though Wollaston made a valuable study of the primitive pygmy Tapiro tribe 
and gathered an equally valuable collection of natural history specimens. And at the request of the expedition's committee, he 
subsequently wrote an account of it in Pygmies and Papuans. 

But Wollaston was sufficiently disappointed by the failure to reach the Nassau range that he returned to New Guinea under his own 
steam in 1913-14, taking C. B. Kloss as his only white companion. Their journey was very arduous, being beset by 'dense vegetation, 
bad climate, noxious insects and the complete absence of any local food supplies'. Notwithstanding such challenges, Wollaston and 
Kloss secured a valuable collection of ethnological and natural history specimens, and the former delivered a 'delightful lecture' at the 
Royal Geographical Society in early 1914. For this, and his earlier exploration, he was awarded the Society's Gill Memorial. 

Sailor Surgeon - from East Africa to North Russia 

The outbreak of hostilities witnessed Wollaston entering the Royal Navy as a Surgeon Lieutenant, and he quickly went to sea with the 
Northern Patrol in the armed merchant cruiser H.M.S. Mantua - the whereabouts of his 1914-15 Star remains unknown. Having then 
enjoyed further seagoing experience in the battleship Agincourt, he was embarked for East Africa in the Hyacinth in March 1916. And 
it was here, as cited above, and while on attachment to R.M.A. units, that he won his D.S.C. 

He was, moreover, the recipient of a brace of "mentions", the first of them for operations in East Africa in the period December 191 6- 
July 191 7, the original recommendation stating: 

'When the unit was encamped at Hibxibaur, he volunteered to give medical attendance, the unit to which he was attached (Heavy 
Artillery) being at this time camped some way from there. He took great personal interest in the men and went to considerable trouble 
to teach them to take proper precautions. Afterwards, he was attached to the Mafia whilst she was evacuating sick from Utete and he 
did all in his power to make the sick comfortable and to ensure they had proper attendance.' 

And the second as a result of Captain Altham's despatch ( London Gazette 12 December 1919 refers): 

'I would like to bring to notice the exceptionally good work of the following officers of the Naval Medical Service with the advanced 
flotilla. Both these officers have to my personal knowledge performed valuable services under fire on a number of occasions.' 

Wollaston returned to the U.K. in 1918, served in the Naval Intelligence Department, and was then present in further operations off 
Murmansk and Archangel in the monitor Humber in May-September 1919. 
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The Mount Everest Expedition 1921 and further exploration 

Having been demobilised on his return from North Russia, Wollaston was elected to a six-years' fellowship at his alma mater, King's 
College, Cambridge. And his next major enterprise was the Mount Everest expedition of 1921, led by Lieutenant-Colonel C. K. 
Howard-Bury. His medical services to members of the expedition and to native Tibetans were highly appreciated, added to which he 
collected some unique plant specimens and took some of the finest photographs of the entire expedition. In July 1922, he contributed a 
paper to the Geographical Journal , in addition to contributing a couple of chapters to Mount Everest , The Reconnaissance. 

On his return home, Wollaston married Mary, the daughter of Daniel Meinertzhagen, head of the banking house of Frederick Huth, 
and together they visited the unexplored Sierra Nevada of Santa Marta, in Columbia, in 1923, a paper subsequently being published in 
the Geographical Journal of August 1925. He was awarded the Patron's Gold Medal of the Royal Geographical Society and, in 1928, 
was appointed Honorary Secretary. 

Murder 

In the same year he was re-elected a fellow at King's, where he proved to be a highly successful and popular tutor, gifted as he was 
with a wonderful sense of humour, astonishing insight and broad outlook - 'he could unlock hearts with a word or a look, and break 
down everyone's reserves, except his own'. Thus his tragic death at the hands of a demented undergraduate in June 1930 caused utter 
horror and indignation, Stanley Baldwin, the University's Chancellor, speaking of Cambridge 'mourning a prince among men'. His 
murderer afterwards turned his gun on himself; sold with copied research, including a poignant article which appeared in the 
Telegraph Sunday Magazine in October 1977 - 'Nicholas Wollaston pieces together the jigsaw of his father's murder one sunny day in 
the summer of 1930'. 
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A fine Great War D.S.C. group of four awarded to Commissioned Gunner H. Turner, Royal Navy, who was decorated 
for his gallant part in the celebrated 'Swift and Broke' action of April 1917, himself firing one of the torpedoes that 
claimed an enemy destroyer - set 'to run cold on the surface'

D.S.C. London Gazette 10 May 191 7: 

'Awards for service in the action between H.M. Ships Swift and Broke and German destroyers, on the night of 20-21 April 191 7/ 

Henry Turner was born at Ponders End, Middlesex, in April 1882 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in August 1898. 
Commissioned as a Gunner (T.) in early 1912, he was serving in the the cruiser H.M.S. Antrim on the outbreak of hostilities in August 
1914, but was invalided ashore on account of sickness in the same month. Having then returned to active duty as Gunner (T.) in the 
battleship Agincourt in March-May 1915, he removed to his first destroyer, the Opal , and thence, in September 1916, to the Swift , in 
which capacity he remained employed until the War's end. 

And of events on the night of 20-21 April 191 7, the following is an extract from the official action report submitted by the C.O. of H.M. 
S. Swift , Commander A. M. Peck, R.N.: 

'I have the honour to report that while on patrol in company with H.M.S. Broke this morning at 0.45 a.m. in a position 3 miles to the 
eastward of South Goodwin Light Vessel, a division of 5 enemy destroyers were met with and engaged. We were steaming at 12 knots, 
when the enemy were sighted by the Leading Signalman on Watch on the port bow. Immediately afterwards, the enemy opened fire. I 
at once ordered full speed ahead both, and observing the enemy vessels to be steaming in line ahead on an opposite course, ordered 
hard-a-starboard with the intention of ramming if possible. Flashes from enemy's funnels revealed their position and made it obvious 
they were working up to high speed. 

We opened fire immediately. Owing to the blinding effect of the 6-inch gun we failed to ram, and passing through their line I found 
myself engaging closely an enemy vessel on my port side. The after torpedo, set to run cold on the surface, was observed to hit this ship 
on her starboard quarter [Turner's handiwork], and she also suffered from our gun fire. One hit from the 6-inch gun setting fire to the 
fore end of the ship. She was at this time steering a diverging course about 150-300 yards on my port beam. 

The course was again altered to port with the intention of ramming another vessel, but at this time all Officers on the bridge were very 
seriously incommoded by the flash of the 6-inch gun, the blinding effect of which lasted for half a minute or more and I attribute our 
failure to use the ram to this cause, as we undoubtedly passed very close under the stern of an enemy boat. 

After thus missing her the helm was put hard-a-port and we commenced a chase of at least two enemy boats, engaging one nearly end 
on, and were still severely hampered by gun flash blindness. Shortly afterwards it was reported to me that the Stoker's Mess Deck, 
which extends from 24 station to 46 station was flooded with four feet of water. This was the first intimation I had that we had suffered 
any damage to our hull. It had been reported a short time previously that the main W/T Installation was out of action as the aerial had 
been shot away. This had been done by a shell passing between the fore bridge and fore mast. 

We had then been steering in an easterly direction at very high speed for about 10 minutes, and I concluded that I must be rapidly 
approaching the Barrage. This consideration together with the fact that I was ignorant of the extent of the damage to the fore mess deck 
induced me to abandon the chase. I therefore turned to try and find Broke whom I had lost sight of since the commencement of the 
action, switching on my fighting lights to ensure recognition. Shortly she flashed her name and pendants to me on an electric torch 
informing me that her lights were out and that she could only go dead slow. She was in the neighbourhood of an enemy destroyer 
badly on fire and in a sinking condition with a heavy list. 

About this time I heard several voices in the water near the ship crying for help, but could see nothing owing to the pitch darkness. I 
sighted another destroyer right ahead of me broadside on and heard from her cries of 'surrender'. Observing her to be very low in the 
water I switched the search light on her and watched her sink by the stern. I lowered boats as she went under and picked up survivors. 
We picked up altogether during the night and following daylight hours 6 unwounded Officers, 50 unwounded Men, 13 wounded and 
one dead. 

I regret to report that we suffered one death casualty: J. Done]], Stoker Petty Officer, who was killed on the Stoker's Mess Deck, and 
four other Stokers were injured at the same time: F. Brien and Barnes seriously, S. Sykes and J. Brooks slightly. 

I cannot speak too highly of the behaviour of all Officers and Men of H.M. Ships under my Command who behaved throughout in 
accordance with a high tradition of the service.' 

Turner subsequently gave evidence before the Court of Enquiry assembled 'to investigate the circumstances attending the action 
between H.M.S. Swift and H.M.S. Broke and the enemy on the night of 20-21 April 1917', in which he confirmed seeing the enemy 
ship he torpedoed 'going down like a stone'. Clearly the presiding officers agreed. He was awarded the D.S.M. 

Having then been placed on the Retired List at his own request in August 1920, Turner was recalled on the renewal of hostilities in 
September 1939, and served as a Commissioned Gunner at Vernon until released in October 1945. Sadly his retirement was short¬ 
lived, for he died at the R.N.H. Haslar in March 1947; sold with copied research. 
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A good Great War D.S.C. group of four awarded to Captain W. P. Stocker, Royal Navy, who witnessed extensive 
action in cruisers, including Jutland, Heligoland Bight and in the Baltic 

W. P. Stoker, R.N.); British War and 
Victory Medals (Lieut. W. P. Stocker, R.N.), together with the Ogilvy Medal, in gold, 39mm., as awarded to the top 
candidate in the R.N's torpedo course (Lieutenant William Pennell Stocker, R.N.), in its fitted case of issue, and his 
Royal Life Saving Society Medal, in bronze, the reverse inscribed, 'W. P. Stocker, Mar. 1903', mounted as worn, 
generally very fine (6) £2000-2500 

D.S.C. London Gazette 27 June 1919: 

'For distinguished services in H.M.S. Galatea , 1st Light Cruiser Squadron, and H.M.S. Cardiff, 6th Light Cruiser Squadron.' 

William Pennell Stocker, who was born in August 1892, the son of an architect and surveyor, entered the Royal Navy as a cadet at a 
training establishment in May 1905. Advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in January 1913 and to Lieutenant in April 1914, he was serving in 
the cruiser H.M.S. Royal Arthur on the outbreak of hostilities. And other than his attendance at Vernon to qualify as a Torpedo Officer 
in February-August 191 7, when he won the Olgilvy Medal, he remained actively employed in cruisers for the entire war. 

Thus his services in Galatea in the 1st Light Cruiser Squadron from March 1915 until January 1917, in which period she was credited 
with bringing down the zeppelin L-7 on 4 May 1916; so, too, with lending valuable service at Jutland, when she was flying the broad 
pennant of Commodore Alexander-Sinclair, of the First Cruiser Squadron - indeed it was Galatea who first spotted the enemy, the 
Commodore signalling 'Enemy in sight, consisting one destroyer', which message prompted Beatty to send up a reconnaissance 
seaplane from Engadine. Shortly afterwards, however, or certainly from Galatea's perspective, no further confirmation of the enemy's 
whereabouts or early intention was required, the S.M.S. Ebling hitting Galatea just below her bridge with a 5.9-inch shell - mercifully, it 
failed to explode. Later in the day she received some splinter damage, too. 

Removing to the recently launched Cardiff in the summer of 191 7, and now as a qualified Torpedo Officer, Stocker was next engaged 
at Heligoland Bight on 17 November, when his ship took hits on her forecastle, the superstructure and in the torpedo department. 
Cardiff afterwards had the honour of escorting the German High Seas Fleet between two immense columns of British ships in the Firth 
of Forth on 21 November 1918, following which she was employed in anti-Bolshevik operations in the Baltic in 1919. Stocker was 
awarded the D.S.C. 

Advanced to Lieutenant-Commander in April 1922 and to Commander in June 1927, he was placed on the Retired List as a Captain in 
January 1939. Quickly recalled on the renewal of hostilities, his expertise in torpedoes found him serving in assorted shore 
establishments, a report in early 1944 describing how he had 'worked hard and loyally for many years on the technical aspects of 
torpedoes', in which respect he had been 'of immense value to the Service'. Stocker reverted to the Retired List in December 1945; sold 
with copied research. 
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An exceptional South Russia operations D.S.C. group of seven awarded to Commander B. J. Littledale, Royal Navy, 
who served in the Siwash Motor Boat Flotilla

D.S.C. London Gazette 7 September, 1920. The original recommendation states: 

'For conspicuous gallantry in the presence of the enemy during the recent advance. He took an active part in transport of part of the 
Siwash Flotilla from the right to the left flank, and the subsequent launching of these boats, which had to be dragged 200 yards through 
deep mud before floating, the whole being accomplished under enemy machine-gun fire. Lieutenant Littledale, in the absence of the C. 
O. of the Flotilla, took charge of the successful operation of landing the Caucasian Cossacks on the night of 6-7 June/ 

Russian Order of St. Stanislaus, 3rd Class with bow, Allied Forces South Russia, Order of the Day 3150, 6 May 1920: 

'For gallantry in the field and for devotion to duty.' 

Russian Order of St. Vladimir, 4th Class with bow, and Cross of St. George, 4th class: 

'By special orders of the Commander-in-Chief of the Russian Army: Lieutenant B. J. Littledale of the British Naval Mission, for 
exceeding bravery and absolute disregard of personal safety.' 

Bernard John Littledale entered the Royal Navy in the second group of cadets to attend Osborne College on its opening in 1903. 
Passing out as Midshipman from the training cruiser Cornwall in the summer of 1908, he was advanced to Sub. Lieutenant in 
December 1911 and to Lieutenant two years later - Littledale was subsequently among the first officers of the common entry system to 
volunteer for engineering and attended the relevant course at Keyham College. 

On the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he joined the battleship Glory, flagship of Rear-Admiral Phipps Hornby, for engineering 
duties, and in her he served in the Atlantic and in the Dardanelles. 

His next appointment, in December 1916, was in the battle-cruiser Tiger, while in June 1917, he joined the cruiser Blake, and was 
commended for his 'coolness and courage' when she was torpedoed that October. And he ended the War with successive 
appointments as Engineer Officer in the destroyers Napier and Nimrod. 

Littledale was subsequently employed by the British Military Mission in South Russia and, more specifically, by the Naval Department 
(including Naval Intelligence) in the Crimea, a post he appears to have relinquished in July 1920. He was latterly employed as a Liaison 
Officer with the Siwash Motor Boat Flotilla. 

In addition to the above cited acts of bravery, Littledale was commended for his deeds on 8 July 1919, when three seaplanes were sent 
to render assistance to the Jolly Roger - on fire 'about four versts south of Lobskagora' (1 verst = 3,500 feet). On arrival they discovered 
that the ship had already been abandoned but that the majority had life saving apparatus or driftwood to assist them. It appears that all 
were successfully rescued, the official R.A.F. report concluding: 'Captain (sic) Littledale, who had been in the water about 40 minutes, 
had during the whole of this time been supporting one of his crew (an elderly man unable to swim and who was exhausted). His 
splendid action most assuredly saved this man's life.' 

Advanced to Commander (E.) in December 1926, after two years in the battleship Malaya in the Mediterranean, he was appointed, in 
February 1927, to Hong Kong for charge of stores and for Fleet duties. One year later, however, Littledale was appointed to the gunboat 
Bee, flagship of the Rear-Admiral and S.N.O. Yangtze, and was still employed in her at the time of his death at Shanghai in January 
1929, aged 37 years; sold with copied research. 
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An exceptional Great War Royal Naval Division operations M.C., C.G.M. group of five awarded to Temporary 
Lieutenant F. W. Stear, Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, late Royal Navy, who was decorated for his gallantry in Anson 
Battalion in Gallipoli in June 1915 and in Hawke Battalion at Welsh Ridge in December 1917 - having in the interim 
been invalided with shell-shock: according to Douglas Jerrold, Hawke 'never had a better company commander'

'He showed great gallantry and did meritorious work on 4 June in rallying the men of the support line of the Collingwood Battalion, 
which had lost most of the officers, and in leading them to the assault of the enemy's trenches.' 

Frederick Witton Stear was born in Devon in May 1893 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in May 1893. A Chief Petty 
Officer by the outbreak of hostilities, he was seconded to Anson Battalion, Royal Naval Division, in September 1914, and quickly saw 
action in Belgium, following which he was embarked for Gallipoli in the early summer of 1915. 

Gallipoli 

And it was here, as cited above, that he displayed conspicuous gallantry in the attack launched against Achi Baba, near Krithia on 4 
June, when Anson Battalion stormed a Turkish redoubt and quickly carried the enemy's front line, its advance being met with ferocious 
rifle and machine-gun fire. In fact, in the first seconds of the attack, more than half of the officers of the 2nd Naval Brigade were hit, 
and following Anson's onward sweep under sole surviving officer Lieutenant Stuart Jones, R.N.V.R., with the gallant Stear at his side, 
just five officers and 250 men returned to the British lines out of the 70 officers and 1900 men who had originally started out; see 
Douglas Jerrold's History of the Royal Naval Division for further details. 

Stear was awarded the C.G.M. and commissioned as a Temporary Sub. Lieutenant, R.N.V.R., in mid-June 1915. But the arduous nature 
of his service in Gallipoli was soon apparent, when, at the end of the following month, he was admitted to No. 1 Field Ambulance 
suffering from shell-shock. Evacuated to Malta, via Mudros, he next went down with jaundice and enteritis, as a result of which he was 
embarked for England in the Mauretania and admitted to the R.N.H. Haslar. 
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France 

Having then been granted a period of leave on his recovery, he rejoined the R.N.D., attached 4th (Reserve) Battalion, at Blandford, in 
early 1916, from whence he attended physical training and bayonet courses, and at which establishment he was awarded the L.S. & G. 
C. Medal that June - the whereabouts of which remains unknown. 

Then in May 1917 he went out to France, and quickly distinguished himself as C.O. of 'D' Company, Hawke Battalion, not least in the 
severe fighting at Passchendaele on 31 October. Jerrold's history takes up the story: 

'Lieutenant Stear's 'D' Company of the Hawke Battalion had achieved an equal measure of success. Here the first enemy post attacked 
was on the left of the Battalion's front, and was probably the same that had held up our attack on 26 October. Nine men and a 
machine-gun post were captured and four hours later an enemy ration party arrived and were also captured. When the first post was 
secured, Lieutenant Stear pushed out posts on either flank and to the north of long disputed Banff House.' 

In his history of the Hawke Battalion, Jerrold also refers to further gallant work on the part of Stear's 'D' Company at Welsh Ridge that 
December, in which action he won his M.C.: 

'At about 9 a.m. [on 31 December 1917] the enemy, attempting to exploit their success, put down a barrage and came over in force, 
but Lieutenant Stear, rising to an urgent occasion, took his mixed force over the top and met the enemy in the open with the bayonet. 
For five minutes the fighting continued, and then the enemy broke and were driven back beyond their earlier gains, so vigorously were 
they followed up, notably by Lieutenant Stear himself and Sub. Lieutenant Wilson of the same company, who unfortunately died of 
wounds received in this brilliant and successful engagement in which he played a considerable part. Both he and Lieutenant Stear 
received the Military Cross for their services.' 

Casualties in killed, wounded and missing during this period of fighting were 63 officers and 1335 men, among them two Battalion 
commanders and the second-in-command of Howe Battalion. 

Appointed to the temporary rank of Lieutenant in June 1918, Stear was finally demobilised in January 1920. 

Sold with a small quantity of original documentation, including commendation from Major-General A. Paris, commanding the R.N.D., 
in respect of his gallantry on 4 June 1915, and a period hand written copy of the original recommendation for his C.G.M.; Hawke 
Battalion Orders, dated 23 July and 13 August 1917, announcing his advancements in rank; and a copy of a congratulatory message 
from Sir Douglas Haig, together with copied research. 
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A rare Great War Falklands 1914 D.S.M. group of six awarded to Chief Petty Officer D. Leighton, Royal Navy, the 
senior naval rating to be decorated for this action

recommendation states: 

'While the ship was under heavy fire, he went along the mess deck with Commander Bedford to A3 case mate where some charges 
were on fire. He pulled some burning bags out from the bag racks close to the case mate and played water on them/ 

David Leighton was born in Kincardineshire in February 1868 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in September 1883. 
Having then gained advancement to the acting rank of Chief Petty Officer in February 1899, he served off China in H.M.S. Humber in 
the period July-September 1900, gaining one of just 103 Medals awarded to the ship. Adding the L.S. & G.C. Medal to his accolades in 
April 1901, he was discharged ashore in early 1906, when he joined the Royal Fleet Reserve. 

Recalled on the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he joined the cruiser Kent, and quickly saw action in the battle of the Falklands 
on 8 December. On that occasion, the Kent pursued and sank the enemy cruiser Nurnberg, but not before a spectacular duel in which 
Kent was hit on no less than 36 occasions and sustained casualties of five killed and 11 wounded, of whom three later succumbed to 
their injuries. And of all of these hits, the most dangerous was the one that set alight charges in a gun casement - a potential disaster 
averted by the bravery of Leighton, who was awarded the D.S.M., and a Sergeant in the Royal Marines, who was awarded the C.G.M. - 
three other ratings were also awarded the former decoration. The Nurnberg, her decks a mass of twisted metal, finally succumbed to a 
broadside of lyddite shells delivered from 3,000 yards range and all but a handful of her complement perished. 

And three months later, on 15 March 1915, the Kent was present at the destruction of the Dresden, the only enemy ship to have 
escaped an earlier demise off the Falklands. In February 1916, Kent sailed to South Georgia to search, without success, for Shackleton 
and she eventually returned to Plymouth in January 1917. 

Thereafter, Leighton was employed at a succession of shore bases and ended the War at Rosyth, where he was discharged for a final 
time in February 1919; sold with copied research.

The following awards have been approved for services in White Sea Operations, 1918. 

Modyugski Island, at the sea end of the channels leading to Archangel, was captured on 1 August, 1918, after the batteries had been 
silenced by the Allied warships, and the town of Archangel was occupied on the 2 August, the Bolshevik Forces being quickly and 
efficiently overcome and driven out of the vicinity. 

Following these operations, a River Expeditionary Force was organised with local craft, armed and manned by Allied crews, and this 
expedition succeeded, in co-operation with the military forces, in clearing the River Dwina and River Vaga of hostile craft up to the 
time when Allied ships had to be withdrawn to avoid the ice, several of the principal enemy vessels being destroyed.' 

The original recommendation states: 

'Leading Seaman Edward Eves, H.M.S. Attentive. Fought his 6-inch gun under battery fire with marked coolness and success at the 
taking of Modyugski Island on 1 August 1918.' 

Ten D.S.Ms and two Bars were awarded for these operations. 

Edward Eves was born in Portsmouth in July 1886 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in October 1901. A Leading Seaman 
in the cruiser Attentive by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, he remained similarly employed until August 1919, a protracted 
period of service that witnessed his advancement to Leading Seaman and operations off the Belgian coast, including the Zeebrugge raid 
of April 1918, and, more particularly, in respect of the above cited deeds for his D.S.M., further action in the White Sea operations of 
1919 - when Attentive was hit by the return fire of the enemy fort on Modyugski Island. Awarded his L.S. & G.C. medal in July of the 
latter year, he was finally discharged ashore as a Petty Officer in July 1926; sold with copied research. 

John Eden Eves was born in Portsea, Hampshire in October 1890 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in October 1906. A 
Leading Seaman in the destroyer Mohawk by the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, then commanded by ex-Scott Polar hand, 
Commander E. R. G. R. Evans, R.N., he remained similarly employed in the Dover Patrol until coming ashore to an appointment in 
Victory, and subsequently, the gunnery establishment Excellent. Then in August 1915, he joined the battleship Canada, in which ship 
he remained actively employed until the War's end, being advanced to Petty Officer and present at Jutland - when she fired over 40 14- 
inch shells.

D.S.M. London Gazette 11 November 1919. The original recommendation - for a C.G.M. - states: 

'He was in charge of one engine of Coastal Motor Boat No. 31 in the attack on Kronstadt harbour on the morning of 18 August 1919. 
This boat torpedoed the Bolshevik battleship Andre Pervozanni.' 

Harry Eric Sadler, who was born in September 1895, entered the "Wavy Navy" as a Chief Motor Mechanic in London in April 1918. 

Subsequently enrolled for service in Coastal Motor Boats (C.M.Bs), he found himself ordered to Bjorko in the Baltic in the summer of 
1919, in one of eight C.M.Bs intended for use in a raid on Kronstadt harbour, under Commander C. C. Dobson, D.S.O., R.N. 

And accompanying them in that daring enterprise on the night of 18-19 August - but only as an observer - was Augustus Agar, V.C., 
who had already established a secret base at Terrioki on the Finnish shore north of Kronstadt, from whence, in addition to carrying out 
a courier service for agents in his C.M.B., he had executed a brilliant solo attack on the Russian cruiser Oleg in Kronstadt harbour on 16 
-1 7 June, winning a V.C. in the process - and a price of £5,000 on his head from the irate Bolsheviks. 

Of subsequent events on 18-19 August, much has been written, not least by Agar in Baltic Episode , but the following account of 
Dobson's fortunes in C.M.B. 31 , with Sadler as his mechanic, is taken from The Victoria Cross at Sea, by John Winton: 

'At 1 a.m. on 18 August, the eight C.M.Bs led by Commander C. C. Dobson in C.M.B. 31, left Cowan's base at Bjorko Sound, thirty 
miles east of Kotlin Island. The C.M.Bs were manned by two officers and an Engine-Room Artificer, and each had a Finnish smuggler 
on board with local knowledge of the Bay. They reached the north side of the island at about 4 a.m. just as the diversionary bombing 
attack by twelve R.A.F. Sopwith Camels was taking place, and slipped past a row of forts which were supposed to be armed with heavy 
11-inch, 9-inch and 6-inch guns (in fact, at least two forts had only rifles and machine-guns). However, the guns' crews were caught 
completely napping and even when the C.M.Bs roared into the inner harbour at about 4.25 a.m., many of the guns could not fire 
because they feared to hit each other or because they could not depress far enough. 

Three C.M.Bs had been detailed to sink the destroyer Gavril at the entrance but their torpedoes ran too shallow and missed. Assisted by 
searchlights from the forts Gavril retaliated and eventually sank three C.M.Bs. Meanwhile, the others swept into the harbour in two 
columns. C.M.B. 31, conned by Lieutenant McBean [and with Saddler aboard], reached the inner jetty and torpedoed the battleship 
Andrei Pervozvanni. The C.M.B. stayed for a time in the harbour, under heavy machine-gun fire, whilst Dobson directed the other C.M. 
Bs before retreating under the shelter of the harbour walls to the open bay. 
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On the run into harbour the C.O. of C.M.B. 88, Lieutenant Dayrel 1-Reed, was shot through the head and killed. His body slumped over 
the steering wheel so that the motor boat began to career out of control. The second-in-command, Lieutenant G. C. Steele, manhandled 
his dead Captain's body away from the controls and took charge himself, steadying the boat on course once more for her target, the 
battleship Andrei Pervozvanni. Steele fired one torpedo at 100 yards range, and then had to manoeuvre the C.M.B. in a very confined 
space to get a clear shot at the other battleship, the Petropavlosk, which was obscured by the hull of the Andrei Pervozvanni and 
shrouded in the smoke from her. Steele only just had enough room to turn but headed for the entrance, firing at the machine-guns 
along the wall as he went, and he too gained the safety of the bay outside, where Agar in C.M.B. 7, who had been acting as a kind of 
traffic marshal, was waiting. There, Lieutenant Bremner in C.M.B. 24 also arrived, having torpedoed and sunk the submarine depot ship 
Pamyat Azova. Both battleships sank in the inner harbour, as the remaining C.M.Bs roared across the water back to base. 

This brilliant coup de main severely embarrassed the Cabinet, who were at that very moment conducting delicate negotiations with the 
Bolsheviks for the withdrawal of the large British land forces then in Archangel. The raid also had another unexpected and unfortunate 
political effect. The Russian Baltic Fleet, and especially the Kronstadt garrison, had been scornfully critical of the Bolsheviks. The 
audacity of the raid caused them to turn temporarily over to the Bolshevik side. However, Victoria Crosses are happily not awarded by 
politicians, and Dobson [S.N.O. and Sadler's skipper] and Steele were duly gazetted on 11 November 1919, the first anniversary of 
Armistice Day.' 

Sadler was demobilised in December 1919; sold with copied research.

William George Peters was born in Gosport, Hampshire in August 1899 and enlisted in the Royal Marines Light Infantry as a boy 
recruit in May 1914. Posted to the Portsmouth Division, he was awarded the King's Badge in the summer of 1918, by which stage he 
was serving in Russia. 

A full account of the Royal Marines in Russia 1918-19 may be found in Blumberg's Britain's Sea Soldiers 1914-19, a publication that 
also confirms the recipient's award as being one of just nine D.S.Ms to the Corps for these operations. It is clear, however, that the year 
inscribed on his D.S.M. should actually be 1918, rather than 1919 (by October of which year the Allied Naval Brigade had returned 
home), a deduction also made possible by entries in Peters' service papers - he was among the 94 N.C.Os and men of the Royal Marine 
Field Force that accompanied "Elope" Force in the River Dwina operations, the whole having been transferred to the books of H.M. 
Monitor 25. 

It is interesting to note that due to the intense cold of the Arctic winter, Sir Ernest Shackleton travelled to Murmansk to advise the Force 
based on his experiences gained in the Antarctic. As a result, each man was issued with an Arctic kit designed by him, comprising four 
sets of Wolseley underclothing, one Burberry suit, one large woollen lined overcoat, 12 pairs of socks, one pair of Shackleton boots, 
one Arctic cap, special gloves, one pair of blizzard goggles, one pair of skis and sticks, and one Westinghouse rifle manufactured in the 
U.S.A. The Force was also equipped with small axes, sleighs as used in Sir Ernest's last expedition, sleeping bags, Stockholm tar and 
specially prepared food. 

Following his services in Russia, he remained a "regular", was awarded the Jubilee 1935 and Coronation 1937 Medals (service papers 
refer), and was discharged in August 1938. Soon after the renewal of hostilities, however, he was recalled by his old Corps and appears 
to have served at assorted R.M. Barracks and Depots in the U.K. until being released for a final time in September 1945; sold with 
copied research.

Joseph Baldock was born in Portsmouth in April 1908 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in November 1923. Joining the 
cruiser Despatch in the Far East in January 1925, and following his advancement to Ordinary Seaman, he was among those 
subsequently transferred to the Kiawo for the rescue operations on the Yangtze in September 1926. 

The Steamer Wanliu , owned by Messrs. Butterfield & Swire, ran into difficulties with General Yang's soldiers at Yunyang when the 
Chinese claimed that two sampans were capsized by the ship's wash and several of their soldiers drowned, in addition to claiming the 
loss of many thousands of dollars which had been on board. Wanliu's captain denied this account of the incident and stated that his 
ship was boarded by armed soldiers and had been fired on whilst endeavouring to escape. As a reprisal General Yang - one of Wu Pei 
Fu's supporters - seized the two Butterfield & Wire ships Wanhsien and Wantung at the port of Wanhsien, placing 300 soldiers aboard 
the vessels, and confining the officers in their quarters. 

As a result, in early September 1926, the Royal Navy mounted a rescue mission with the gunboats Cockchafer and Widgeon , and the 
steamer Kiawo , the latter owned by Messrs. Jardine Matheson & Co., but taken over by the Royal Navy and manned by four officers 
and 60 men, most of them drawn from the crew of the cruiser Despatch. Initially placed under the command of Lieutenant- 
Commander H. D. C. Stanistreet, D.S.O., R.N., by the time of the action Kiawo was actually under Commander F. C. Darley, R.N., the 
S.N.O. Armed With Stings , The Saga of a Gunboat Flotilla , by A. Cecil Hampshire, takes up the story: 
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In accordance with instructions, Stanistreet had prepared the vessel for her task to the best of his ability in the short time available ... 
sheets of steel plating and barricades of coal bags had been erected to provide cover for the boarding-parties, and some Lewis guns 
from the Mantis mounted on board. The ship had also been hurriedly painted to alter her appearance, her normally red funnel being 
painted black and her upperworks bright red. Darley had brought with him a number of Maxim guns, and for heavier armament the 
Scarab's 2-pounder was transferred to the Kiawo and mounted aft on her saloon deck. The sailors carried rifles and unfixed bayonets 
and wooden truncheons. For communication purposes the expedition had been provided with a short-range wireless set, but in the 
event this proved completely useless ... ' 

Cecil Hampshire continues: 

'In broad outline the plan was to run alongside the starboard, or mid-stream, side of the Wanhsien and disembark a special party of 
bluejackets to rush the steamer's bridge and rescue the British officers barricaded there. Other parties of sailors would board 
simultaneously through the Kiawo's baggage ports, secure the ship, disarm the Chinese troops, drive them forward and keep them 
under guard. The same procedure would then be repeated in the Wantung.' 

In the event, the Kiawo and her consorts faced fierce competition long before they even reached their quarry. Cecil Hampshire 
continues: 

'Unknown to them no fewer than eleven field guns were now covering the warships. In his yamen Yang was gleefully anticipating the 
humiliating rebuff he was about to administer to the British. 

Then suddenly round the bend of the river appeared the Kiawo , the black smoke gushing from her funnel and the creaming bow wave 
piled up at her forefoot as she stemmed the 8-knot current giving the impression of high speed. The time was 6.15 p.m. As she foamed 
up river towards the waiting city and the warships and merchantmen anchored off its waterfront the Red Ensign was hauled down from 
her jackstaff and two White Ensigns broke out and billowed her yardarms. There was no need for further deception: she was a unit of 
the British Fleet on His Majesty's Service. 

But even before she revealed her true identity sporadic rifle fire broke out from the river banks and bullets began zipping around her. 
Making no attempt at retaliation she steamed past the Cockchafer and, skilfully handled, nosed alongside the Wanhsien. On the latter's 
fore deck a group of Chinese squatted around a cooking pot, to all intents and purposes peacefully eating their evening meal. As the 
bugler on board the Kiawo sounded the twos Gs to signal the grapnel party to secure alongside, one of the Chinese put down his bowl 
and began to help with the grappling-irons. To Darley gazing down from the bridge it seemed that the operation would indeed be a 
walkover. The bugler sounded the "Charge", and the British sailors began swarming aboard the Wanhsien. 

But the moment the first British bluejacket set foot on her deck all hell broke loose. From machine-guns set up within the cover of the 
companionways, from riflemen hidden in deckhouses, cabins and behind barricades of sandbags a hurricane of bullets blasted the 
sailors to death. Along both banks of the river and from prepared positions on the waterfront rifles, machine-guns and field batteries 
opened fire on the Kiawo and the two warships ... In the Wanhsien the Kiawo's men had accomplished part of their task. But with her 
tiers of decks, numerous passages and doorways the Wanhsien was a difficult ship to board. Despite the murderous fire of the Chinese 
defenders the bridge party had managed to attain their objective, and Thomson and his officers and five of the steamer's crew were 
safely transferred to the Kiawo. But the naval casualties were severe ... ' 

In fact three officers and four men were killed, and one officer and eight men wounded. Among the former was the S.N.O., 
Commander F. C. Darley, R.N.: 

'Lieutenant Fogg-ElIiott had gone aft in the Kiawo to direct the fire of the pom-pom gun's crew when Commander Darley decided to 
board the Wanhsien and see how the battle was going. Hardly had he stepped aboard than he was shot dead. Hand-to-hand fighting 
was raging round the decks, in the cabins and passages. Chinese soldiers crouching behind sandbags in the after saloon were keeping 
up a hot fire on the Kiawo , whose anti-boarding party were replying with interest. Lieutenant Peterson and the remnants of his section, 
fighting like tigers, had managed to clear part of the after deck of the Wanhsien , but it was obvious to Fogg-El I iott that they would never 
be able to recapture the ship. Bleeding from a bullet wound sustained in his hurried reconnaissance he made his way back to the 
bridge to report the hopelessness of the situation to Darley. When he learned the Commander was dead he decided to cast off and 
make an effort to rescue the officers of the Wantung. The bodies of all but three of the British dead - Darley and two seamen - were 
recovered from the bloodstained deck of the Wanhsien, and under fire from all sides the Kiawo slipped her grapnels and steamed up 
river.' 

Amazingly, having then rescued Captain Bates from the Wantung, the Kiawo returned to the Wanhsien in another attempt to recover 
the bodies of Captain Darley and the two bluejackets, all the while under continuing heavy fire. But they were not to be found and at 
length she steamed off down river. 

Two D.S.Cs, two C.G.Ms and four D.S.Ms were awarded for the action, all but one of the D.S.Cs and one of the D.S.Ms to the gallant 
crew of the Kiawo. In the words of one correspondent, 'It was Zeebrugge on a small scale, a manifestation of the same splendid spirit 
that animated the greater deed.' 

Baldock enjoyed a number of seagoing appointments over the coming years and had just returned to the U.K. from Hong Kong in the 
acting rank of Petty Officer when hostilities commenced in September 1939. Initially employed ashore, Baldock served in the 
minelaying base ship Manchester City from March 1940 to December 1941, in which period he was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal, 
and aboard the auxiliary anti-aircraft ship Alynbank from March 1942 until January 1943, in which period he would have served on the 
Arctic run and out in the Mediterranean. 

A series of shore appointments then ensued, including time at the Southampton base Shrapnel in mid-to-late 1943, but he returned to 
sea in the newly launched destroyer Wakeful in the period February-July 1944, prior to ending the War in the old harbour ship 
Comorant. 

Confirmed in the rank of Chief Petty Officer in December 1945, Baldock was still serving at the end of the decade. 

Sold with the recipient's original Certificate of Service and Gunnery History Sheets, in addition to an old newspaper cutting announcing 
awards for the Wanhsien incident. 
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An exceptional campaign service group of nine awarded to Chief Petty Officer E. H. Watkins, Royal Navy, whose 
action-packed career included his ship being mined in the Baltic in 1919 and service off Somaliland in 1920: so, too, 
extended service in the destroyer H.M.S. Electra from her rescue of survivors from the S.S. Athenia in September 1939 
up until her own demise in the Java Sea in February 1942 - the interim witnessing her part in the Battle of Narvik, the 
Bismarck action (when she picked up the Hood's three survivors), the first Arctic convoy of the War, and the battle of 
Kuantan in December 1941, when she rescued some 570 souls from the Repulse: Watkins was mentioned in 
despatches and became a P.O.W.

Ernest Hector Watkins, who was born in Fulham, London, in August 1900, entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class in February 
1916 and witnessed active service in the armed merchant cruiser Orvieto from February 1918 until the end of the War; so, too, out in 
the Baltic in April-September 1919, in which latter month his ship, the destroyer Verulum, was mined and sunk off Seskaer Island in the 
Gulf of Finland - about half of her complement died, Watkins and the survivors being picked up by the Walpole. 

Next employed as an Able Seaman in the Clio, he served off Somaliland in 1920, to which Medal & clasp he added his L.S. & G.C. in 
November 1933, and, by September 1939, he was serving as a Petty Officer in the destroyer Electra, under Commander S. A. "Sammy" 
Buss, R.N. 

And few had a quicker introduction to the future intent of Hitler's U-boat packs, Electra being early on the scene of the S.S. Athenia's 
demise west of Donegal on the first day of hostilities - of her 1100 passengers, at least 300 of them U.S. citizens, 93 were lost - 69 of 
these women and 16 of them children. 

In the following year, Electra was present in operations off Norway, including the battle of Narvik, and she would go on to serve as an 
escort in the first ever Arctic convoy, but meanwhile command devolved to Commander C. W. May, R.N. And, as it transpired, Electra 
was to become involved in further significant events and rescues - not least the Bismarck action of May 1941, when she picked-up the 
Hood's survivors and escorted the damaged Prince of Wales back to port. Watkins was mentioned in despatches ( London Gazette 1 
July 1941).

Electra next sailed with the repaired Prince of Wales - and the Repulse - to the Far East, in which theatre of war both were famously lost 
to enemy aircraft off Kuantan in December 1941 - Watkins and his shipmates rescuing some 570 souls from the Repulse's complement. 
Alas, Electra was destined for a comparable demise at the battle of Java Sea on 27 February 1942 when, in an effort to protect the 
damaged Exeter , she sacrificed herself in a very gallant attack against the enemy cruiser Jintsu and six escorting destroyers - badly 
damaged by several hits, she went down, bow first, with her White Ensign flying. Around 50 of her crew were later picked up by the 
American submarine S-38, commanded by Lieutenant H. G. Munson, U.S.N., including Watkins, who was wounded. Munson later 
reported: 

'Several of the men picked up were badly wounded from splinters and there were two cases of powder burns. Five had to be removed 
by stretchers and all were suffering from shock and exposure. In spite of this and the extremely cramped and uncomfortable day spent 
in a submarine designed for a crew of 35, on a 13 and a half hour dive in the tropics, these men remained plucky and cheerful in the 
face of their disaster and were an inspiration to us all.' 

Ten badly wounded men, including Watkins, had to remain in Java after being disembarked there by the S-38 , while the remainder 
were taken on to Australia. As a result, Watkins became a P.O.W. and had to endure three and a half years of Japanese hospitality, an 
ordeal which he nonetheless survived. He was discharged as a Chief Petty Officer in October 1946; sold with copied research.

Jean Pierre Galiffe was born on 23 September 1767, a member of an old French family living in Geneva, Switzerland. At the age of 
seventeen he received a commission, and later became 1st Lieutenant in the Swiss Regiment of Chateauvieux, with which he went to 
Germany, after the massacre of the Swiss Guard on 10th August 1 792 and the fall of King Louis XVI, in order to join the army of the 
Princes or that of Conde. However, he was shortly afterwards called back to Geneva, together with the other Geneva officers and men, 
to the defence of their city during the siege by General de Montsequiou. After the downfall of the Government of Geneva, Galiffe 
joined the Dutch service and took part in the disastrous campaign of 1794-95, first as a Volunteer Officer, later as Captain in the Red 
Hussars of Timmerman, and finally as Aide de Camp to the Princes of Orange, with whom he went to Germany to organize a new 
army. When the French overran Holland, he went to England and after serving for a few months as a Subaltern in the 6th West India 
Regiment, he was transferred in October 1796 to the York Rangers, with the rank of Captain. This regiment was disbanded in the 
following year and some of the officers, including Galiffe, were transferred to the 60th Regiment. At the close of 1 797, a 5th Battalion 
was added to the 60th, clothed in green and equipped as a Rifle Corps. To this battalion Galiffe was appointed, and served therein until 
its disbandment in 1818. 

He accompanied the 5/60th in the expedition to Surinam in 1804 and afterwards to Halifax, Nova Scotia. In 1808 he received the 
brevet rank of Major and proceeded to the Peninsula with his battalion which formed one of the original units of the force under Sir 
Arthur Wellesley. Major Galiffe was present at every action with Wellington throughout the Peninsular campaigns. After Fuentes de 
Onor, 16 May 1811, he had a remarkable piece of good fortune, for in conjunction with a party of Artillerymen, and accompanied by 
Rifleman Daniel Loochstadt, of the 5/60th and doubtless his servant, he was immediately despatched to inspect the three Rifle 
Companies in Beresford's Army Corps. Galiffe arrived at his destination just in time to take part in the battle of Albuhera on 16 May 
1811. It happened, in consequence, that he was the only combatant officer who received medal clasps both for Fuentes and Albuhera, 
as too did Rifleman Loochstadt who received the silver medal with 15 clasps for the actions he shared with Galiffe. 

Galiffe was wounded at Talavera, and had at first been reported killed at Salamanca, where he received no less than five wounds. 
Some other sources state that he was also wounded at Rolica, Vittoria and Toulouse. From the beginning of the campaign of 1813 until 
the end of the war in 1814, he commanded the 5th Battalion, and in March 1814 was given the brevet rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. At 
the end of the war he took the remnant of the Riflemen back to Ireland. 

It is stated that 'John Galiffe's brilliant conduct in command of the light troops of Picton's Fighting Third Division, called forth the 
applause of that distinguished general and the admiration of his brothers-in-arms.' In Wellington's Supplementary Despatch, Vol. VIII, 
he is mentioned in laudatory terms as leading the advance of the 3rd Division at the battle of Nivelle. Galiffe also commanded the 
battalion at Vittoria, the Pyrenees, the Nive, Orthes and Toulouse, but was awarded no gold clasp for either the Pyrenees or the Nive; 
nor did he get one for Albuhera, although the senior Rifle Officer present. 

During the 'Hundred Days' Galiffe was in Switzerland and was given command of a Swiss regiment, but whether it was engaged on 
active service is not known. He was nominated a Companion of the Bath on 4 June 1815. In 1819, Galiffe was given the military 
command of Halifax, and afterwards of the Bermudas, from 1821 to 1824. After leaving the Bermudas he finally held the command, for 
a short period, of Berbice, in British Guyana. In 1825 he was appointed to the command of the 2nd Battalion of the 60th, but retired six 
months later. He resided in Geneva until his death on 21 November 1847. He died without seeing the Silver Medal given that same 
year, but Queen Victoria sent it with a kind letter to his widow. The group is sold with a modern watercolour portrait by the noted 
military artist Pierre Turner.

A fine Guelphic Medal group of four awarded to Hussar William Francis, 3rd Hussars, King's German Legion, for 
gallantry during General Wallmoden's campaign against the Danes in Northern Germany and at the battle of 
Waterloo 

Guelphic Medal for Bravery 1815 (Hus[sar Wilh]elm Francis, vom 3 H[ussar R]egt.) naming weak in parts due to contact 
wear; Military General Service 1793-1814, 1 clasp, Sahagun & Benevente (Wilhelm Francis, 3rd Hussars K.G.L.); Waterloo 
1815 (William Francis, 3rd Reg. Hussars K.G.L.) fitted with original steel clip and later ring suspension; Hannoverian

Awarded the Guelphic Medal in the 1818 List: 

"In December 1813, Francis was on a night patrol with a non-commissioned officer and six men near Eckernforde in Holstein. Going 
forward alone, he fell in with three of the enemy's patrol, whom he made prisoners, and learned from them that a detachment of one 
hundred and fifty men, would follow in the course of an hour; upon hearing which he placed himself as vedette. The detachment 
arrived, was challenged by him, and upon the answer "Danes" he fired and rode back. Having reached the patrol, he gave the word of 
command in a loud voice "Threes right wheel! gallop! march!" and directed his comrades to extend their files and fire quickly, in order 
to deceive the Danes as to their strength; this was done, and the enemy's detachment were induced to retreat. Also showed great 
courage at Waterloo; while skirmishing he rode at a French officer and shot him." (Ref Beamish p509, Von Wissel p215) 

At Benevente, a young hussar of this regiment called Bergmann is generally credited with the capture of the French General Lefebvre. 
William Francis served in Lieutenant Francis Pawer's Troop at Waterloo when the 3rd Hussars formed part of the 7th Cavalry Brigade 
and lost 20 per cent of their strength in killed and wounded. Francis is noted as still being alive in 1856. This group of medals first 
appeared on the London market in 1895. 
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A Guelphic Medal group of four awarded to Sergeant Henry Frehrking, 5th Line Battalion, King's German Legion, who 
was captured but escaped from prison at Burgos in 1812

Sergeant Henry Frehrking served in the 5th Company at Waterloo and had applied on at least three occasions for the Guelphic Medal 
which, on 13 March 1843, had been regretfully refused since he was unable to back up his Bayonne claim with documents. Finally his 
case was reconsidered and passed on 14 August 1843, and published on 22 October 1843: 

Tor gallantry in escaping from prison at Burgos in 1812 and during the enemy sortie from Bayonne on 14 April 1814. With Sergeant 
Schaefer was captured by the enemy during a sortie by the latter from Burgos on 18 October 1812, and imprisoned with Sergeant 
Erdfelder in the citadel. In November they succeeded in escaping and after many adventures were able to rejoin. Frehrking was at the 
time a Corporal and was promoted Sergeant as a reward' (Their adventures are recounted at length by Von Wissel). 

'During the enemy sortie from Bayonne on 14 April 1814, the enemy was on the point of being thrown back when the 7th Company 
was sent forward on reconnaissance. They had gone far forwards when a murmur of voices was heard. Lieutenant Kohler, the Company 
Commander, halted them and went forward, with the Sergeant and one or two others, to investigate. They had hardly advanced 100 
paces when they received a heavy fire, which mortally wounded the officer. Frehrking brought him back to the Company. On hearing 
the noise, the Battalion also came up and the 7th Company was sent off to the right flank to capture a place occupied earlier on. 
Frehrking was now in command of the Company; he drove the enemy from their posts and defended these against repeated and vicious 
enemy attacks with the most praiseworthy zeal, until an English Company came to his assistance.' (Ref Von Wissel p88 and pi90, 
much condensed) 

This much belated issue of the Guelphic Medal is fitted with a silver clip and ring suspension and is named to Frehrking in the 
occupation he held in 1843 of Thorschreiber, or doorman.

Joseph Simmons was born in 1795 in the Parish of St Mary's, Beverley, Yorkshire, and joined the 34th Foot as a Volunteer on 11 
September 1811. Through his brother George, an officer of the 95th Rifles and well-known author of the journal published under the 
title A British Rifle Man , he obtained a commission in the 23rd Foot in May 1812, and later transferred into the 95th Rifles. Joseph 
served in the Peninsula from September 1811 until the end of hostilities and participated in the storming of the forts at Almaraz, the 
engagements at San Munas and San Milan, the battle of Vittoria, the actions of Tanzi Bridge and Echelor, the storming of Vera Heights, 
the crossing of the Bidassoa, and the battles of Nivelle and Nive. Simmonds was advanced to Lieutenant shortly after the latter 
engagement in December 1813. 

Simmons was not present at Waterloo, having remained back in England as Adjutant of four skeleton companies of the regiment. He 
was placed on half-pay in 1818 and not seeing any prospect of reverting back to full-pay, he exchanged into the 41 st Regiment in May 
1821. He was subsequently engaged with the regiment in the Burma operations of 1824-26 and participated in the storming of 
Rangoon and the Syriam Pagoda. Later still, he led the Left Column at the attack on the enemy trenches before the famous Dagon 
Pagoda. Advanced to Captain at the end of the war, he gained further promotion to Major in 1837. 

Simmons next saw active service in Afghanistan, firstly in command of the Left Column of the 41st in the operations against the 
Kolapore Rajah, and latterly in the war of 1842. In the action in the Pisheen Valley on 28 April 1842, under Major-General England, he 
commanded a Column in the attack on the strongly held enemy position at Hykulzee and 'carried it brilliantly', being mentioned in 
despatches by England. He was subsequently present in the actions at Goaine, near Candahar, and before Ghuznee, and at the 
destruction of the latter place and of Cabul. Simmons next accompanied the expedition to Kohistan, distinguishing himself at the 
storming and capture of Istaliff. Mentioned in despatches by General McCaskill for this latter work, he was similarly honoured by 
General Knott for his command of the rearguard on 19 October 1842. For these services he was rewarded with the Brevet of 
Lieutenant-Colonel in December 1842, and appointed a Companion of the Bath in September 1843. Lieutenant-Colonel Simmons 
retired in December 1 845 and died at his residence in Notting Hill, London, on 6 April 1883. 

Joseph Simmons receives many mentions in his brother's Peninsula journal, A British Rifle Man , many extracts from which accompany 
the lot together with copied statements of service and other research. 
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An important post-war C.B., Second World War D.S.C. group of nine attributed to Rear-Admiral D. R. F. Cambell, 
Royal Navy, a gallant and distinguished Fleet Air Arm pilot who, in a career encompassing 'many self-inflicted near- 
misses and other close contacts with the Grim Reaper', revolutionised aircraft carriers with his invention of the angled 
flight deck

Dennis Royle Farquharson Cambell was bom in Southsea, Hampshire in November 1907, the son of Dr. Archibald Cambell, and one 
of three brothers who would serve with distinction in the Fleet Air Arm - Neville became a P.O.W. after his Swordfish was downed off 
North Africa, while Brian, a Fulmar pilot, was lost during the Bismarck action in May 1941. 

Educated at Westminster School, Dennis entered the Royal Navy as a cadet in the training ship Thunderer and was appointed a 
Midshipman in H.M.S. Repulse in September 1926. A year or two later, after borrowing £35 from his father, he passed his pilot's 
licence at Hampshire Aero Club and, in late 1930, was posted to R.A.F. Leuchars for formal training. 

Appointments in the carriers Glorious and Courageous having followed, the outbreak of hostilities found him serving as a Lieutenant- 
Commander and C.O. of No. 803 (F.A.A.) Squadron, a Blackburn Skua unit operating from the decks of Ark Royal. And it was in this 
capacity that he was awarded his D.S.C. in the following year, after a series of gallant exploits, not least a low-level attack on the U-30 
which was shelling the merchantman Fanad Head in the North Sea on 14 September 1939 - the bombs dropped by his wingmen were 
wrongly fused and blew off the tails of their Skuas: both pilots were picked up by the U-Boat, while Cambell, having experienced one 
of several career close-calls with the Grim Reaper, safely returned to the Ark Royal. 

He departed Ark Royal in the following year after suffering from a disabling form of arthritis but, having been cured by an emergency 
appendectomy, was posted as a Test Pilot to Boscombe Down, where he served until March 1942. Next appointed Commander (Air) in 
the old carrier Argus on the Malta run in the Mediterranean, he was disappointed to be recalled home to work on the Blackburn 
Company's Firebrand aircraft later in the year but, notwithstanding the recent demise of two similarly employed pilots, lent valuable 
service in attempting to deal with the ill-fated aircraft's many shortcomings and carried out its first ever deck landings. His final wartime 
appointment was as Senior Naval Representative for the British Air Commission in Washington D.C. 
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Post-war, after a year or two at the Admiralty, Cambell returned to sea as Commander (Air) in the carrier Glory in the Far East, and, after 
advancement to Captain, received his first seagoing command, the corvette Tintagel Castle , in 1948-49. He then returned to an 
appointment as Deputy Chief Naval Representative (Air) at the Ministry of Supply, in which capacity he transformed aircraft carrier 
operations with his angled flight deck invention. His obituary in the Daily Telegraph takes up the story: 

The high landing speeds and greatly increased weights of post-war aircraft made obsolescent - and dangerous - the traditional Second 
World War method of working a flight deck, with arrester wires and crash barriers and the forward half in use as a deck park. 

The solution, devised by Cambell and refined by Lewis Boddington of the Royal Aircraft Establishment, Farnborough, was so 
staggeringly simple that everybody else kicked themselves for not thinking of it. It was to slew the direction of approach and landing a 
little out to port, so that if an aircraft missed the wires it could simply take off and go round again. The idea came to Cambell in August 
1951, when he was Deputy Chief Naval Representative (Air) at the Ministry of Supply. He broached the subject at a meeting he was 
chairing on future aircraft design. But the suggestion was received by the Admiralty, as Cambell said, 'with an indifference amounting 
almost to derision.' 

However, at the Farnborough Air Show that year Cambell met some U.S. Navy officers who showed immediate interest. Thus, although 
the first experiments, in the carrier Triumph in 1952, were made by painting new lines on the flight deck, the first true angled deck was 
fitted for trials on an American carrier, the U.S.S. Antietam. 

Between December 1952 and July 1953, Antietam carried out over 4,000 launches and landings, with no accidents attributable to the 
angled deck. In May 1953 Antietam came for trials in the Channel, and British pilots were able to try out a British invention - on board 
an American ship. As eventually fitted in British carriers, first with the intermediate five degrees and then the full ten, the angled deck 
was a success in every way, needing fewer arrester wires and crash barriers, making deck handling much easier and faster, and greatly 
reducing deaths and injuries to aircrew and deck handlers.' 

But for the inventor of the most radical change in post-war carrier design, Their Lordships appear to have had no reward - unlike the 
Americans who appointed Cambell an Officer of the Legion of Merit. He was, however, given command of the newly commissioned 
Ark Royal - the fourth ship of that name - in 1955-56, in his view the high point of his long and distinguished career. 

Advanced to Rear-Admiral in January 1958, he served latterly as Director of Naval Air Warfare and as Flag Officer Flying Training and, 
on his retirement in 1960, was appointed C.B. The Admiral, who closed his farewell address to Yeovilton with the words "This is 
Yeovil, turning finals, three greens, out", died in Petersfield, Hampshire, in April 2000, aged 92 years, having established a travel 
agency specialising in Turkish holidays.

Hamilton Stratford Collins was born on 7 October 1887. He was educated at Charterhouse and at the Royal Military College. From the 
College he was appointed a 2nd Lieutenant in the King's Shropshire Light Infantry on 6 October 1906. He was advanced to Lieutenant 
on 29 March 1909. He was employed with the Gold Coast Regiment, Royal West African Frontier Force until September 1914, serving 
in the conquest of Togoland. Collins was wounded at the Chra River, Togoland on 22 August 1914 - suffering a bullet wound and two 
bayonet wounds to the left leg, and was invalided to England. Recovering, he served in France with the K.S.L.I., being appointed a 
Temporary Captain in March 1915 and Captain in June 1915, but was invalided to England in July 1915 suffering from a fever. During 
January-March 1916 he served as a Temporary Major. Returning to the Western Front Captain Collins was wounded in action at Ypres, 
21 April 1916, suffering a wound from a machine-gun bullet to his right forearm. On 30 October 1918 he was appointed an Acting 
Major. For his wartime services he was mentioned in despatches and awarded the D.S.O. Major Collins was placed on Half Pay on 
account of ill-health caused by wounds on 3 March 1920. He retired with the rank of Major due to ill-health caused by wounds on 7 
August 1920. 

After the war Collins served as an Assistant Commissioner in the Gold Coast Colony. It was in 1930-31 when living in Scarborough, 
North Yorkshire, that Collins published an account accusing Mr Angus Colin Duncan Johnstone, Provincial Commissioner of the Gold 
Coast Colony of murder, accepting bribes and immorality. 

On 8 September 1931, at the Central Criminal Court, London, Major Collins was convicted of publishing a defamatory libel and was 
sentenced to 9 months' imprisonment. He lodged an appeal which was heard on 26 October 1931 but it was dismissed. As a result of 
his conviction he was removed from the Army and deprived of the rank of Major (London Gazette 11 December 1931); he was 
however allowed to remain a Companion of the Distinguished Service Order. A letter was sent by the War Office to the Secretary of the 
Prison Commission to apprise Collins of above situation but in a return letter from the Prison Commission to the War Office, dated 12 
January 1932, it stated: 

'.... I am desired to enclose herewith a copy of a report from the Medical Officer of Wormwood Scrubs Prison, from which it will be 
seen that not only was Collins insane on reception but that there is every reason to believe that he was insane for a considerable period 
before committing the crime.' 

The report stated: 

'... In consequence of his conduct and demeanour I considered that he was insane at reception. Interviews and daily conversations with 
him disclose the existence of a system of delusions concerning his colleagues abroad, his relatives and acquaintances which would 
require a considerable period to develop, and in my opinion, they were intimately associated with his offence. ... He is very suspicious, 
over-bearing and hostile, and was abusive and violent without provocation. He slept badly at times and was dirty in his habits. He was 
certified insane on 30-10-31 and was transferred to Hanwell Mental Hospital on 6-11 -31' 

As a result of Collins' state of mind at the time of his trial and conviction, he was granted a free pardon, the Warrant signed by the King 
on 7 July 1932. The pardon annulled his conviction, and his removal from the Army and deprivation of rank were likewise repealed.

Lancelot Edward Becher was born on 17 September 1882, and educated at Oundle School and the Royal Indian Engineering College, 
Coopers Hill. He was made a Fellow of Coopers Hill in 1904 and commissioned into the Royal Engineers in the same year. He served 
as A.D.C. to Lord Methuen, General Officer Commanding, South Africa, 1908-12, during which period he was engaged in the 
arrangements for the establishment of the Union of South Africa (Medal). Becher was Traffic Manager at the Royal Arsenal from 1913 to 
1915, and served in France 1915-19 as Staff Officer to Chief Engineer, 1st Army; Assistant Engineer-in-Chief and Assistant Director of 
Light Railways (Secretary of State's despatch 1915; despatches thrice, D.S.O.).

He was commissioned as a 2nd Lieutenant in the 9th Battalion 
London Regiment on 25 April 191 7 and was promoted to Lieutenant on 15 November 1918. For his gallantry in action he was awarded 
the M.C.

Newman: 

'September was a busy month for 1 73rd Company. At 2 a.m. on the morning of the 6th, one of their headings came into contact with 
the timbers of an enemy gallery. The men at the face behaved with admirable coolness. Placing a sandbag into the hole and remaining 
in the gallery, they quietly passed out word for the Sergeant. He in turn sent for the officer on shift, and in the meantime commenced to 
place sandbags in the face. On the arrival of the officer, the sandbags were removed in order to examine the position more freely, 
taking the greatest care not to disturb the enemy, who could be heard talking. The officer decided to place a charge, first placing 3 feet 
of tamping in the face and then the charge, through which a hose pipe was laid. Through this Intelligence Officers listened for for 
nineteen days, the Tunnellers meanwhile awaiting orders to fire the charge. No records appear to have been kept of the results of the 
listening. Later the same day, the floor of another gallery collapsed into a German gallery, which it had struck. The enemy had 
organized a "reception committee" and were awaiting this event, as they immediately opened rapid fire from a safe distance down their 
gallery. In spite of this, a small charge of 25 lbs. of blastine was placed and fired. This had the effect of clearing the gallery, and by 10 
a.m. it was possible to enter the mine, as the fumes had all cleared. Lieutenant F. Bell advanced a considerable distance along the 
gallery in the direction of the German shaft, and succeeded in building a barricade against which a 200 lb. charge was placed, tamped 
and fired at 6.30 p.m.' 


Fred Bell was from Ackworth Lodge, near Pontefract, Yorkshire. His medal Index Card show service as a 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Engineers, as well as 13th York & Lancaster Regiment and General List, from which last unit his Star was issued.

Alexander Allen Gray was born on 28 September 1895, the son of Alexander Gray of 13 Randolph Gardens, Dover, and was educated 
at Dover College. He was commissioned a Temporary 2nd Lieutenant in the Durham Light Infantry on 22 September 1914. He served 
with the 15th Battalion D.L.I. in France/Flanders from 9 October 1915. on 21 October, when serving in the 50th (Northumbrian) 
Division near Armentieres, '2nd Lieut. A. A. Gray carried out a daring reconnaissance and returned with a valuable report (ref. The 
Durham Forces in the Field 1914-18, by Capt. Wilfred Miles). The war diary for 25 October also records that he was 'complemented by 
the Divisional General for a daring reconnaissance'. Doubtless for this action he was awarded the Military Cross in the birthday 
honours of June 1916 (no citation). Attaining the rank of Temporary Captain in January 1916, he transferred to the Royal Flying Corps 
in January 1917. Serving as a Pilot with No. 42 Training Squadron, Captain Gray was killed in a flying accident in England on 3 
February 1917. He was buried in Heston (St. Leonard) Churchyard, Middlesex. With copied research.

When the flank was threatened the reserve 
company of which he was in command was pushed into the gap, and he made able dispositions of his platoons and Stokes and Vickers 
guns. Under heavy fire he crawled forward and secured maps and papers from wounded and dead enemy in front of our lines. Later, 
when fifty of the enemy endeavoured to rush one of his posts, he turned a Lewis gun on them and accounted for them all. He was 
severely wounded - losing an eye while doing this - but he did not desist until the enemy was completely repulsed. His gallantry and 
initiative were conspicuous throughout the day, during the whole of which he was under close machine-gun fire.' 

Lieutenant William Gordon Mackie, West Riding Regiment entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 18 September 1915. His m.i. 
c. records that he was not awarded the 1914-15 Star. Mackie was appointed a Lieutenant in the 5th Battalion West Riding Regiment on 
11 January 1918.

Hamel on 13 November 1916. The regimental history records: 

'At this time the mist was still so thick that nothing could be seen at more than a few yards distance. Two machine guns from the salient 
and one in rar of the ravine, continuously swept No Man's Land, making progress across it extremely difficult, and the situation on this 
part of the line remained critical till about noon. Before one o'clock, however, Second Lieutenant Leslie with 25 men, gained an entry 
at the north end of the salient, and by a brilliant and determined piece of work, captured 103 prisoners and liberated a number of men 
of the Battalion who had been taken prisoner earlier in the day. This daring venture practically completed the capture of the ravine and 
made further progress possible.'

The early information was very valuable' from the Corps Commander, 46th Division for a patrol on the 
night of 3/4 September 1917, and was awarded the M.C. for his gallantry and leadership in action at Regnicourt (near St. Quentin and 
Le Cateau) on 1 7 October 1918. 

With Fourth Army - Army Orders which lists Hoyle's M.C.; Fourth Army certificate of congratulations; citation - all three mounted on 
card - details on the second are faint; the third is foxed; with notes of congratulation (5); 12th Battalion XIX Regiment Christmas Card 
from Fred to his Father, Mother, Brother & Children.

October 1914 and served with the 22nd Battalion in England. He was commissioned into the 10th Battalion Worcestershire Regiment 
in February 1915 and transferred to the Army Cyclist Corps in October. Landed in France on 4 March 1916 and was appointed a 
Lieutenant in July 1916 and Captain in February 191 7 on taking command of 'A' Company. He relinquished his command and reverted 
to Lieutenant in March 1918. He resigned his commission in September 1921. Captain Hunt applied for enrolment in the Officers 
Emergency Reserve on 10 October 1939.

He enlisted into the King's Own Scottish Borderers on 9 November 1914 and 
entered the France/Flanders theatre of war on 9 July 1915. Wagstaffe was 
wounded at the battle of Loos, 25 September 1915 - receiving a bullet in the 
thigh but was able to return to France in February 1916. Being transferred to the 
Machine Gun Corps, Wagstaffe was rewarded for his courage in action with 30th 
Division M.G.C. on 25/26 April 1918, near Ypres, with the award of the D.C.M. 
It is believed that Corporal J. E. Wagstaffe, Cheshire Regiment was the son of 
Sergeant A. Wagstaffe, D.C.M., King's Own Scottish Borderers.

Joseph Dunn, who was born in Sunderland in September 1914, enrolled in the Royal Naval Reserve as a Deck Hand in October 1936 
and was posted to the Harwich base Badger on the outbreak of hostilities. And it was while operating out of there in the trawler Cape 
Finisterre that he won his C.G.M. on the occasion of her loss to enemy aircraft on 2 August 1940. 

Dunn remained actively employed in trawlers operating out of Harwich, including the Nectan, until March 1942, when he transferred 
to the Lowestoft base Martello with an appointment in the Evelyn Rose and thence, in July of the same year, to the nearby Royal Naval 
Patrol Service base Europa at Sparrow's Nest. But the latter appointment was short-lived, for he was next embarked for the U.S.A. to 
promote war bond sales, and he was guest of honour at a gathering held at the Hotel Statler in Buffalo on 14 August 1942, the 
programme describing how he shot down a 'Nazi Heinkel plane' and was by then the 'survivor of two sinkings'. 

Dunn rejoined the Royal Naval Patrol Service in Europa on his return to the U.K., served aboard the Corsair out of Benbow base from 
May to October 1944, and thereafter back in Europa until the end of the War, in which latter period he was advanced to Petty Officer. 

Demobilised at the end of the 1945, he was awarded his L.S. & G.C. Medal in November 1946 and, having been discharged from the 
R.N.R. in April 1950, re-enrolled in March 1956 and served for several years as a member of the River Wear Police.

Robert Walter Sims was born in Lambeth, London, in June 1878 and entered the Royal Navy as a Boy 2nd Class May 1894. Advanced 
to Able Seaman in September 1897, he joined H.M.S. Forte in April 1899 and was subsequently deployed ashore with the Naval 
Brigade in Natal during the Boer War. 

By the outbreak of hostilities in August 1914, Sims was serving as a Petty Officer in the fledgling submarine service, and he was duly 
ordered to the Dardanelles in the E-7 in the summer of 1915. Commanded by Lieutenant-Commander A. D. Cochrane, the E-7 had a 
short but spectacular operational career, and one in which the gallant Sims had charge of the after-switchboard. By Guess and by God, 
by William Guy Carr, takes up the story with an account of the F-7's first patrol: 

'Cochrane took her on her first trip through the Dardanelles on June 30. She had the usual experiences going up. She plunged deep 
under the minefields; staggered through the nets. Death scratched with iron fingers on her steel plates; the clang of metal striking 
hollow metal sounded menacingly within her. A destroyer picked up her track and diligently followed. Twice when she came up for a 
look she escaped ramming by scant feet. The destroyer told the shore where she could be found, and a torpedo from a shore tube 
passed between her wireless standards. All as requisite, she proceeded on her way until she kept her rendezvous next evening with E 
-14 at the 'town pump' off Kalolimni. 

Next day Cochrane set to work. In the morning a small steamer was captured. A boarding party was sent to sink her. A demolition 
charge was placed in her hold and the fuse took light but the explosion was premature. Lieutenant Halifax and one of the crew were so 
badly burned that neither of them was of service for the rest of the voyage. Burns under any circumstances are horrible; imagine 
enduring them for three July weeks in the interior of a submarine. In addition to these casualties, the other two officers and the wireless 
operator were stricken with dysentery. 

Only one who has actually known for himself the abomination of life aboard a submarine can have any conception of what the men on 
E-7 went through on their three weeks' voyage. 

Despite a truly horrible physical handicap, they carried on. In ten days they sank two sailing vessels, two steamers and a number of 
dhows. On July 10 they discovered the 3,000-ton Biga alongside the pier at Mudania. Screening her were a number of sailing ships. 
Cochrane dived under these, came up between them and the Biga, and launched a torpedo at her. The explosion was unusually heavy. 

The next adventure came a few days later. On the night of the 15th, while prowling around the entrance to the Bosphorus, E-7 ran 
aground on the shoal off Leander Tower. To improve the shining hour, a torpedo with a T.N.T. head was fired into the arsenal. At the 
proper interval a violent explosion was heard, but there was no chance to find out its results. Freeing herself from the shoal, E-7 next 
moved out into the Bosphorus and shelled powder mills on the western outskirts of Constantinople. 

The success of this midnight bombardment must have been the inspiration for Cochrane's next move. On the 1 7th he turned up at the 
mouth of the gulf of Ismid where the railroad line from Scutari passes close to the sea. At one point there is a deep cut. E-7 devoted her 
attentions to this spot, shelling it until the railroad line was blocked. 

And then, as I remember a story I heard more than once, they lingered, hoping for a train. None appearing, impatience beset them, and 
they started off down the coast to find one. At Derinji they paused to examine a closed shipyard, and while there sighted a troop train 
bound toward Constantinople. Absurdly they set off at full speed down the gulf in a crazy race after the train. It outdistanced them of 
course, but they tore hopefully ahead. Within thirty minutes they were rewarded by seeing the train returning slowly. It seemed to be 
seeking some secluded spot where it might stop. Off shore Cochrane watched it. The train entered a stand of timber. There was a tense 
wait to see if it would appear at the other side. Minutes passed. Nothing happened. It appeared definitely to have stopped. The gun 
crew were ordered to action stations. The target hidden, there was no chance to spot their hits. But the genius of the Trade is to reach 
unseen objectives. After a couple of dozen rounds three ammunition cars blew up. 

The flavour of this strange new game appealed strongly to E-7. During the last week of her voyage she returned again and again to the 
line skirting the north shore of the Gulf of Ismid. At the scene of her first success she caught another train and gave it a sound shelling. 
She spent unprofitable hours shelling the viaduct that was to be the scene of amazing daring a few days later. She shelled another 
moving train. But, more than all else, she demonstrated the weakness of the Turk's main line of communications with Asia Minor. Thus 
did each new boat to range the Sea of Marmora add to the achievements of her predecessors. 

E-7 and her dysentery-weakened crew returned to their base on July 24th, after meeting with E-14, from who they learned of new nets 
across the Narrows, and to whom they told of the activities along the railroad.' 

And of her subsequent demise on 4 September 1915, when Sims worked on the starboard main-motor amidst much smoke and molten 
copper, A Damned Un-English Weapon, by Edwyn Gray states: 

'E.7 had been selected to go up the Dardanelles to replace Nasmith and, on the evening before he sailed, Lieutenant-Commander 
Cochrane told Keyes his plans for the next patrol. They were highly exciting and, according to the Commodore, 'for ingenuity rivalled 
the most brilliant of his great-grandfather's exploits.' 

The submarine left Mudros in the small hours of 4 September and, in accordance with the usual routine, was escorted to the diving 
position by a destroyer. After submerging Cochrane took her down to eighty feet and set course for the first minefield. They nosed their 
way through without any undue incidents and, after rising to periscope-depth to check his bearing, the commander headed for Nagara 
where the next obstruction in the obstacle race was situated. 

He arrived at 7.30 am and, calling for full-power, he pointed EJ's bows towards the net. Unknown to Cochrane the Turks had recently 
strengthened the obstruction and it was now an extremely formidable defence system consisting of wire-rope in twelve-foot meshes 
which reached right down to the bottom of the sea-bed. 

E. 7 was running at a depth of one hundred feet and she charged into the net under full-power. There was a sharp clang as the wire 
ropes burst under the impact and Cochrane began forcing his boat through the gap. For a few minutes success seemed assured but, 
suddenly, a length of wire fouled the starboard propeller and had wound itself tightly around the shaft before the motor could be shut 
off. 

The hum of the motors died away and the submarine rolled gently in the current, the frayed wires of the net scraping against her steel 
sides like branches clawing at a window in the wind. The Chief E.R.A. bustled into the control room. 

'Starboard motor's burned out sir.' 

Cochrane shrugged. 

'Well we'll have to make it on the other, Chief. See if your lads can fix anything.' 

The engineer nodded, ducked through the narrow opening of the bulkhead door, and went back to the motor-compartment. Cochrane 
moved over to the chart, studied it intensely for a few seconds, and then straightened up. 

'It's now or never, Number One. Full ahead port.' 
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'Full ahead port, sir/ 

E.7 vibrated gently as the power surged into the motor and she shifted slightly. It was impossible to tell which way she was moving 
except by means of the compass. Suddenly the needle swung 90 degrees and the grating sound of the net came, this time, from aft. The 
submarine had swung broadside and was now lying with her full length against the net trapped at both bow and stern! At 8.30 am 
there was a violent explosion. The Turks had dropped their first depth charge. 

A line of marker-buoys floated on the surface above the net and the enemy were patrolling in small boats. Each time the submarine 
tried to wriggle free the buoys dragged beneath the water and it was a simple matter to locate her position with clinical exactitude. A 
launch bustled out from the shore carrying a large black canister in the stern-sheets. Stopping at the point indicated by the patrols, the 
canister was dropped into the water. For fifteen seconds there was silence. Then, suddenly, there was a dull roar deep beneath the 
surface and the blast of the explosion threw a great white gusher of water into the air. 

Inside E.7 everything was calm. The depth charge had caused no major damage and the First Officer, having checked the hull for leaks, 
reported everything still tight. Chancing that the explosion had done more damage to the nets than it had to the submarine Cochrane 
called for full power again. E.7 threshed wildly against the heavy steel net but she did not move. By now the port motor was 
overheating too and the captain had to call off the attempt. 

Two hours later another depth-charge swirled towards the bottom, considerably closer than the first, and flakes of cork-packing 
sprinkled down like snow as the submarine took the full blast of the explosion. But the hull held firm and Cochrane gave the motor 
another quick burst of power to try and break free. 

For the next three hours, at regular intervals, E.7 strained and threshed against the net but her exertions only seemed to entangle her 
more tightly. By now the batteries were running down and her captain decided to lie low for a while. The crew rested quietly but they 
noted with ominous pessimism that Cochrane was carefully destroying the boat's confidential records and secret papers. 

On shore the news that a submarine was trapped in the net spread like wildfire. Korvetten Kapitan Heino von Heimburg, commander 
of the German submarine UB-15, was resting in his cabin when he was given the news. Heimburg had once been trapped in a British 
net and he had evolved his own method of destroying an ensnared submarine. UB-15 was lying at anchor at Chanak, only a short 
distance from the net defence, and the German officer immediately decided to take a hand in the proceedings. So taking his cook, 
Herzig, with him they threw some equipment into a dinghy and rowed over to the Turkish patrol boats. The crew of a gunboat pointed 
out where they thought the submarine was lying and Herzig, a professional fisherman by trade, swung a plumbline over the side while 
Heimburg rowed gently along the line of buoys. 

After half-an-hour the cook let out a yell as he located the trapped submarine and the two men carefully prepared amine. They lit the 
fuse and then lowered it down to the depths. Black diesel oil leaked up to the surface after the explosion and the U-boat captain now 
knew he had fatally wounded his prey. 

The fierce detonation of the mine had shattered every light bulb in E.7 and the crew clattered through the debris in pitch darkness as 
Cochrane called for diving stations. 

'Close main vents. Blow all tanks.' 

There was a hiss of compressed air which drowned the sullen gurgling of sea-water leaking into the hull and the submarine began to 
rise to the surface. The hatch was thrown open and the crew climbed out on deck with their arms raised while Cochrane and the other 
two officers quickly set the scuttling charges which they had placed ready for use a few hours earlier. Then, reluctantly, they clambered 
up through the hatch to join the crew lined up on deck. Cochrane, in fact, only just made it in time according to Heimburg's eye¬ 
witness account: 'The water was closing over the conning-tower and into the water and swam over to the boat. It was the captain, the 
last man to abandon ship.' ' 

An early glimpse of the captured submariners experiences of Turkish hospitality appears in Beneath the Waves , by A. S. Evans: 

'For the first few days following their capture, the submariners were treated quite well. Then came a move to Constantinople and with it 
a rude introduction to the more unsavoury aspects of Turkish prison life. For three weeks they were confined to the capital's prison with 
five hundred criminals for company. Angora (now Ankara, the Turkish capital) was their next destination. Five months were spent at 
Angora before a move south to the small township of Afion Kara Hissar was ordered ... ' 

Following his repatriation, Sims was awarded the D.S.M. and Medal of the Order of the British Empire (London Gazette 17 October 
1919 refers), and he was demobilised in October 1919; sold with copied service record and other research.

Cyril Alfred Millhouse was born in Leicestershire in March 1898 and joined the Royal Naval Air Service in October 1916. Going out to 
Dunkirk in March of the following year, he flew operationally as an Air Gunner and was awarded the D.S.M. before returning to the U. 
K. that October. 

Of his exact part in events of 5 June 1917, further research is required, though the date is not without interest: on that day aircraft 
operating out of R.N.A.S. Dunkirk intercepted 16 Gothas returning from bombing sorties to Essex and Kent - in which they had killed or 
injured nearly 50 people - and two of them were claimed as destroyed and another brace as sent down out of control. 

Millhouse returned to Dunkirk in early 1918 and, as a member of No. 5 Naval (afterwards No. 205) Squadron, flew at least 25 
operational sorties in the period March-April, including four bombing raids in a single day. Transferring to the newly formed R.A.F. in 
the latter month, he was posted to No. 22 Wing as an Aerial Gunner and thence, in April 1919, to No. 20 Squadron in India, with 
whom he served in the Third Afghan War. He was finally demobilised in May 1921; sold with copied research.

Advanced to Able Seaman in May 1907, he transferred to the Royal Naval Air Service as an Air Mechanic 1st Grade in July 1914 
and, as noted above, was posted to the submarine air station at Bembridge in May 1915. Awarded the D.S.M. for many hours of 
operational flying in 191 7, he transferred to the newly formed Royal Air Force in April 1918; sold with copied R.N. service record.

The French destroyer Bison , Captain Bouan, together with many other Allied cruisers and destroyers, was engaged in escorting convoys 
of troops withdrawn from Namsos, Norway on 1 May 1940. The Germans made the most persistent attacks on the ships by dive- 
bombers, the escort suffering severely. On the 3rd the Bison was hit by a bomb which exploded her fore magazine and blew off the 
fore part of the ship. Afridi proceeded to the wreck, which was then on fire forward with a list to port and down by the fore end. 
Survivors were, at that time, on Bison's quarter deck. By the time Afridi had arrived, Grenade had worked her stern into the stern of 
Bison and was, by this means, transferring a number of the latter's crew. Afridi proceeded alongside starboard side aft, but an oil fuel 
fire broke out at this time at the after end of the wreck, and the crew were forced to jump into the sea. Imperial now arrived and 
lowered boats but rescue operations were hampered by oil fuel fires in the water and two further attacks by enemy aircraft. Finally 
Bison was abandoned and sunk by torpedoes from the Allied ships. Of her complement of 229, five officers and 131 ratings were 
killed. The destroyer Afridi was herself sunk later that very afternoon. H.M.S. Grenade survived the day, only to be sunk on 29 May at 
Dunkirk. Officer's Steward Arthur Reynolds, however, did survive the war and is shown in two photocopied photographs, sold with the 
lot, with the actor Richard Harris at a showing of the film "The Heroes of Telemark ", wearing his medals at the age of 59. The lot is sold 
with a quantity of further research, including photographs of H.M.S. Grenade in 1937 and 1938.

George Dodwell was decorated for protracted gallantry as a T.A.G. in Swordfish in the Eastern Mediterranean, between August 1940 
and August 1942, in which period he flew operationally with both No. 815 and 819 Squadrons, F.A.A. 

Embarked in the carrier Illustrious in the summer of 1940, both squadrons arrived in the Mediterranean that August and quickly went 
into action carrying out torpedo, bombing and mine laying operations over Benghazi, Rhodes and Tobruk. As it transpired, Dodwell 
was among the aircrew selected for 819's very first operation, a strike against an airfield on Rhodes on 4 September but, as recounted 
by unit's war diary, his own part in the operation was quicky curtailed on Illustrious's decks: 'The Squadron was ranged on deck prior to 
taking off on our first offensive operation. This was to bomb the aerodrome at Calato on the island of Rhodes. The first aircraft took off 
in pitch darkness at 0345, and the sixth aircraft, piloted by Sub. Lieutenant Forde with Lieutenant Hunt as Observer, and N./A. Dodwell 
as T.A.G., had the misfortune to hit the ship's island superstructure and turned upside down on top of the forward pom-pom. No one 
was hurt but the aircraft was completely wrecked and unfortunately blocked the flight deck to such an extent that the three remaining 
aircraft were unable to take off.' 

A couple of weeks later, on the 17th, both squadrons carried out a successful strike against enemy shipping at Tobruk, sinking a 
destroyer and two merchantmen, but it was to 815 that fell the honour of savaging the Italian Fleet at Taranto in November. On 10 
January 1941, in a large assault by enemy aircraft - much of it captured on camera - the Illustrious was sometimes lost to view in the 
columns of water sent up by exploding bombs. Alas, some of them found their mark and many of her aircraft were damaged or 
destroyed, other than the five which were airborne at the time, which reached safety in Malta. And from this small nucleus 815, 819 
and 821X Flight were amalgamated to form a new 815 Squadron at the F.A.A. base Grebe at Dekheila. 

Ordered to Crete, 815 carried out shore-based anti-shipping and mine laying operations, so, too, on occasion, out of Greece, while in 
May 1941, having moved to Cyprus, its pilots and aircrew went into action against Vichy French targets in Syria - with further success. 
Next re-equipped with 12 Albacores, but retaining two ASV-equipped Swordfish, the Squadron commenced operations in support of 
the Eighth Army in the Western Desert, attacking enemy aerodromes and armour, in addition to carrying anti-submarine sorties in the 
ASV-Swordfish. And it was on just such an operation in early 1942 that Dodwell shared in the destruction of the U-557 off Tobruk. 
Frank Walker, his Observer, briefly recounts the action in Ray Sturtivant's The Swordfish Story : 'On 15 January, with Sub. Lieutenant 
Dunkerley, my usual pilot, and L./A. Dodwell, I found a third [U-boat]. Again the depth charges hung up and we dropped a flare, 
circled and did a second drop on a suspicious swirl. Unbeknownst at the time, but now confirmed by a recent naval historical records, 
this was U-577 and she was sunk on this occasion.'There were no survivors from the enemy U-boat, commanded by Kapitan Leutnant 
Herbert Schauenberg of 29 Flottille, based at La Spezia. 

Dodwell, who ended his operational tour in August 1942, was awarded the D.S.M., a distinction which he only received after 
attending an investiture at Buckingham Palace in March 1944, so presumably he had remained employed in the Mediterranean theatre 
of war in the interim.

Patrick William Healy was born in Port Elizabeth, Cape Province. A Porter by 
occupation, he attested for the South African Overseas Expeditionary Force at 
Potchefstroom on 3 December 1915, aged 21 years. On his papers he stated he 
had served 12 months with the P.A. Guards, serving in German West Africa. He 
was posted to England and thence to France in July 1916. Serving with the 2nd S. 
A.I. he was awarded the Military Medal in Brigade Orders 110 of 15 May 1917. 
He was reported as missing on 24 March 1918 and was later confirmed as a 
prisoner-of-war of the Germans. He was released in January 1919 and was 
discharged at Maitland, Cape Province on 19 August 1919. 

With a presentation silver salver, 26cm., hallmarks for Birmingham 1919, inscribed, 'Presented to Lance Corpl. P. W. Healy, M.M. by 
the Citizens of Port Elizabeth for Bravery in carrying despatches under heavy machine fire at Fampoo on the 12th April 1917'. With a 
letter as a prisoner-of-war, dated 29 October 1918, to 'Miss Therasa Healy, of No. 9 Dollery Street, Hospital Hill, Port Elizabeth, South 
Africa' - in it he reassures her that 'My wound is quite well now.'

Matej Blahovec was born in Vacovice, a village in the district of Strakonice in 
Southern Bohemia, close to the borders of Austria, in October 1885. Enlisting in 
the Austro-Hungarian Army in October 1910, he served in the 11th and 29th 
Infantry Regiments, and was placed on the Reserves in September 1910. Having 
then worked as a locomotive driver, and attended reservist exercises in 1911 and 
1913, he was called up in July 1914 and ordered to the Eastern Front. 

Wounded and taken P.O.W. by the Russians on 10 February 1915, he was made 
to work as a farm labourer until successfully applying for the newly established 
Czechoslovakian Legions in September 1917. He subsequently served in the 2nd 
Rifle Regiment as a Sergeant and was subsequently commissioned for his 
gallantry and good conduct in the Field, following which he was awarded the 
Order of the Falcon and, later still, for his services in Vladivostok, the British 
Military Medal. Latterly attached to the 2nd Division, he was present at the 
battles of Marianovka, Sadrinsk, Kazan, Celjbinsk, Zlatoust, Trojick and Niznyj 
Tagil, and he returned to the newly formed Czechoslovakia via Japan, Ceylon, 
Egypt and Italy in July 1920. 

Blahovec remained on the Active Army Reserve after being demobilised and was 
a member of the Czechoslovak Legionnaires Veterans Association. He was also 
active in the Sokol Movement, which promoted exercise and fitness.

'Jerusalem 10 May - A battalion of the Royal Scots Fusiliers and a Company of Light Tanks from Egypt arrived at Lydda today. It is 
understood they have been sent at the request of the High Commissioner in view of the present situation, the troops were sent by rail 1 . 

The Times , Monday 22 June 1936 page 14 

'Jerusalem 21 June - British troops and aeroplanes,together with police were engaged with armed Arabs near Tulkarm today. The 
fighting which lasted several hours ended in the retreat of the Arabs, of whom at least ten were killed. The casualties were Sgt Henry 
Sills, Seaforth Highlanders, and one Private of the Royal Scots Fusiliers killed and three wounded. A convoy on its way to Tel Aviv was 
ambushed at noon by seventy Arabs, who were immediately engaged by the escort of Royal Scots Fusiliers, which was soon reinforced 
by troops from Tulkarm. After the engagement aeroplanes landed, picked up the more serious British casualties and took them to 
hospital'. 

The Times , Tuesday 23 June 1936 page 16 

'Jerusalem 22 June - British troops were today reported to be still persuing the Arabs who yesterday fought for several hours yesterday 
against detachments of Seaforth Highlanders and Royal Scots Fusiliers. The Arabs took refuge in caves on the hills . Ten Arabs were 
known to have been killed and it is estimated about twenty others were wounded'. 

An extract from The Times , 'from our correspondent, Jerusalem, 2 August 1936 reads, '.... In the southern district soldiers and police 
engaged an Arab band at midnight, killing one and wounding another, a soldier named Vines , of The Royal Scots Fusiliers was 
seriously wounded.'

The original recommendation states: 'On 23 February 1945, a detachment of the Carrier Platoon, under the command of Sergeant 
McLaren, was sent forward to clear up the east bank of the River Niers and to hold it in order to support the advance of the 53 Division. 

The enemy, realising the threat to his flank that such a manoeuvre entailed, brought down accurate mortar and machine-gun fire on the 
section during its advance. Nevertheless, Sergeant McLaren persisted till he had gained his objective. 

His position was now located in a loop of the river, and strong posts of the enemy were only 200 yards from him on three sides. For 18 
hours he was subjected to heavy shelling and mortaring and owing to his closeness to the enemy he had to submit to fire from his own 
guns in addition. 

To the average junior leader, detached without support, the position would have been untenable. 

However, as a result of Sergeant McLaren's magnificent example, his complete disregard to personal danger and his encouragement 
and cheerfulness, his men moved about to different positions, incessantly harassing the enemy across the river and causing numerous 
casualties. Furthermore, throughout the 18 hours he and his party were in a position, Sergeant McLaren sent back accurate and 
valuable information regarding the enemy movements and dispositions. 

As a result of Sergeant McLaren's energy, determination and devotion to duty, very considerable assistance was given to the Division 
on the flank.' 

John Turner McLaren was from Bowness.

The original recommendation, dated March 1945 reads, 'In the Tamandu area, on 5.3.45 during the attack on feature known as "Pig" 
(905164) this I.O.R. was No. 1 on an L.M.G. Whilst clearing the east slope of the feature his section commander saw an enemy 37mm 
gun with an officer and crew behind it preparing to fire on his platoon at point blank range. No. 181 77 L/Nk. Fazil Hussain stood up in 
full view of the enemy and firing his gun from the hip charged the crew, killing them all and capturing the gun. 

By his coolness and courage and complete disregard for his own danger this N.C.O. saved his platoon from sustaining heavy casualties 
and captured a valuable piece of enemy equipment. 

On 6.3.45 while his platoon were in a very exposed position immediately below the enemy on the feature known as "Strong" (909169) 
this I.O.R. engaged an enemy L.M.G. in a strong bunker position 20 yards in front of him and by firing continuously for [an] hour 
despite many enemy attempts to dislodge him, he neutralised the enemy L.M.G. and thus saved his platoon from many inevitable 
casualties. 

By his devotion to duty and complete disregard for his own safety throughout the entire operation, this N.C.O. was a fine example of 
courage and leadership to his comrades.' 
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A rare Second World War D.F.M. group of three awarded to Sergeant M. Zajac, Polish Air Force, attached Royal Air 
Force, who completed a tour of operations in Wellingtons of No. 305 (Polish) Squadron prior to being posted missing 
while undertaking an Atlantic crossing in a Mosquito

One of just 66 Distinguished Flying Medals awarded to Polish airmen in the 
1939-45 War, one of them with a Bar. 

D.F.M. London Gazette - honorary awards of the D.F.M to Polish and other 
Allied aircrew were not gazetted. 

Marian Zajac was born in Jaworznie in May 1920, possibly a relation of the 
future Inspector of Poland's Anti-Aircraft Defences, General Jozef Zajac, who 
delivered a damning report on his country's state of operational readiness in 
1938, the same year that Marian entered the Polish Air Force as an Ensign at the 
Officers' Aviation School at Deblinie. 

Having no doubt seen action of sorts, and certainly experienced adventure in the 
interim, he arrived in England in March 1940 and joined No. 305 (Land of 
Wielkopolska) Squadron in November 1940, shortly after its formation. And it 
was for completing an operational tour of 30 sorties in the Squadron's 
Wellingtons that he was subsequently awarded the D.F.M., most of them as a 
Wireless Operator, but latterly as a Navigator. He was also awarded the Virtute 
Militari, Silver Cross and the Cross of Valour with 3 Bars. 


In January 1943, and having been commissioned, Zajac was rested as an instructor at an O.T.U., prior to taking up an appointment in 
No. 45 Group (Transport Command) in Canada at the end of the same year. And it was in this latter capacity, after undertaking a 
number of long-distance flights, that he was reported missing in a Mosquito during a cross-Atlantic flight on 16 April 1945, the exact 
cause of the loss of his aircraft never having been ascertained. His pilot, Flight Lieutenant W. Wielondek, also perished; sold with 
photocopied research, including information from the Sikorski Museum. 
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An extremely rare Second World War B.E.M. and Bar group of six awarded to Donkeyman Mahomed Tabet, Merchant 
Navy, his second award stemming from his gallantry on the occasion his ship was torpedoed and sunk on returning 
from Normandy in early July 1944

A total of 40 Bars were awarded to the B.E.M. in the period 1916-1992, one of 
them to 1st type Medal of the Order. And of these just 13 such awards were 
made in the 1939-45 War, eight of them to civilians and/or members of the 
Merchant Navy.

Bar to B.E.M. London Gazette 9 January 1945: 

The ship returning in convoy from Normandy to the United Kingdom was 
torpedoed. She broke in two and had to be abandoned. One boat was 
successfully launched and the majority of the crew got into it. Others were forced 
to jump into the sea but all were later rescued. Donkeyman Tabet Mahomed 
showed great courage, initiative and promptness. He returned to the engine-room 
to shut off the engines, although the ship was breaking in two and there was a 
grave risk of his being trapped below. Later, while in the boat, he was of great 
help and by his coolness and bearing set a fine example to the others.' 

Mahomed Tabet, who was born in Aden in January 1883, the son of a British father and Arabic mother, served in the Mercantile 
Marine in the Great War, his campaign awards being sent to him via the Merchant Marine Offices in South Shields in January 1922. 

Remaining employed as a Donkeyman over the coming decades, he was serving in the cargo tramp S.S. Baron Ramsay at the time of 
being awarded his B.E.M. and in the steamer S.S. Glendinning at the time of receiving his Second Award Bar, this latter on the occasion 
of his ship being torpedoed and sunk in the Channel on 5 July 1944 by the U-953 , commanded by Kapitanleutnant Karl-Heinz 
Marbach, a noted U-boat ace and holder of the Knight's Cross - although gazetted as a B.E.M., his second award is verified as a Bar on 
the relevant Admiralty award card. 

Four of the Glendinning's crew were killed by the impact of the torpedo, but the mortally wounded Master, John Cromarty, 20 
crewman, seven D.E.M.S. gunners and one Naval signalman were picked up by M.L. 250 , under Lieutenant-Commander J. D. S. 
Header of the 19th M.L. Flotilla, and later transferred to H.M.S. Fernie, under Lieutenant J. A. Tircker, R.N., and were landed at 
Sheerness. 

The Glendinning's senior surviving officers, Chief Officer Mr. W. MacIntyre, and Second Officer Mr. T. Lampard, subsequently stated: 

'We left Arromanches Beach pontoon at 1930 on 4 July and proceeded to the convoy anchorage. At 0730 on 5 June we weighed 
anchor and proceeded to convoy assembly point joining convoy FTC.27 at 1100 the same day. The convoy numbered 18 ships formed 
in two columns. We were Vice-Commodore, leading ship of the starboard column, abreast of the Commodore's ship. The convoy was 
escorted by one destroyer H.M.S. Fernie ... At 2156 on 5 July sailing at a speed of 7.5 knots a violent explosion occurred underneath 
the ship. The weather was fine, visibility good. The explosion occurred between No 2 hatch and the bridge. One of the crew reported 
that a few seconds before the explosion D.E.M.S. Gunner Griffiths who was at the starboard bridge Oerlikon, rushed into the 
wheel house to get his life jacket. 
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From this it would appear he may have seen the track of a torpedo, but this cannot be confirmed as he was killed by the explosion. 
After the explosion destroyers in the vicinity dropped death charges and I understand the Corvette made contact with a Submarine. 

The Master was with me (Chief Officer) on the bridge, and the explosion threw us both upwards and backwards. The after end of the 
ship remained on an even keel for a while, then gradually listed to starboard. I ran to my boat station and lowered the port lifeboat, 
with the majority of the crew already in it. I climbed down the ladder and jumped into the water the lifeboat by now being clear. I 
hung onto a plank and after fifteen minutes in the water was picked up by Motor Launch 250 , two of the Motor Launch officers diving 
overboard and picking up the Master and Wireless Operator who we pulled on board. The Master was suffering from a fractured skull 
and was unconscious when picked up. He was transferred to H.M.S. Fernie where he died, though the Doctor and First Aid Party in this 
vessel worked untiringly in their efforts to save his life. 

At 2226 the after end of the ship turned over and sank with the stern high in the air. The Motor Launch put down scrambling nets and 
all the survivors from the lifeboat climbed aboard. At 2315 all were transferred to H.M.S. Fernie , and a thorough search for more 
survivors was made but none found. The destroyer took us to Sheerness where we landed at 1330 on 6 July. 

I would like to bring to notice the outstanding conduct of the Arab Donkeyman T. Mahomed (i.e Tabet Mahomed). After the explosion, 
this man came up from the engine room, put on his life jacket, then returned to the stokehold and shut off the main steam. This man, 
who's address is 9 Spring Lane, South Shields, remained quite cool and calm throughout, rendering valuable assistance in the boat, and 
set an inspiring example to all/

B.E.M. London Gazette 13 October 1959: 

'Information was received by Jarit Meluda that a man who was wanted for 
murder and had been a fugitive from justice for many months had been located. 
It was known that he was armed and aggressive and had threatened he would 
shoot if attempts were made to arrest him. Meluda, unarmed and without any 
police escort, went to the farming hut where the murderer was reported to be 
living. After many hours of patient and nerve-wracking talk Meluda eventually 
persuaded the man to return with him to the Government Station and he was 
taken by canoe to the police in Sibu. The criminal never parted with his loaded 
shot-gun and at any time Meluda, who displayed initiative and courage of a very 
high order, might have been the victim of a murderous assualt/ 

Jarit Meluda was serving at the Government Station on the Julau River at the time 
of the above incident. A good friend of District Officer Anthony Richards, 
Meluda co-authored a book with him about fishing in Sarawak, an English 
edition entitled Hunting Lore being published in 1965. A vast archive of 
photographs taken by Richards during his time as a District Officer in the period 
1939-64 is held by the University Malaysia Sarawak and the Tun Jugah 
Foundation at Kuching, and most probably include numerous images of Meluda.

James Robert Ralston Ainslie served in the Great War as a Corporal in the 1st County of London Yeomanry. In 1926 he entered service 
with the Royal Household. He was awarded the R.V.M. on 1 January 1941 as Steward at Buckingham Palace and was awarded the 
Royal Household Faithful Service Medal in 1946. Ainslie went on to claim his 30 year service clasp to his medal in 1956 and died in 
1981, aged 89 years.
